I. — Preliminary. 


(a)  Constitvution, — ^The  University  of  Birmingham  was  in- 
corporated by  Royal  Charter  on  the  24th  of  March,  1900;  and, 
by  the  Birmingham  University  Act,  1900,  Mason  University 
doUege  was  merged  in  the  University  as  from  the  1st  of  October, 
1900.  The  University  officers  include  the  Chancellor  and  Pro- 
ChaoeeUor,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Pro-Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Principal,  the  Vice-Principal,  and  Deans  of  each 
of  the  Faculties  within  the  University.  The  Supreme  Governing 
Body  of  the  University  is  the  Court  of  Governors.  The  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  of  the  University  and  of  the 
discipline,  practical  repairs,  business,  and  work  of  the  University, 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the  University,  subject  to  the 
Statutes  and  to  the  control  of  the  Court  of  Governors.  The 
Members  of  the  Council  number  twentv-nine.  The  Senate  of 
the  University  consists  of  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  Deans 
of  Faculties,  and  all  the  Professors  of  the  University,  and, 
subject  to  Statutes  of  the  University  and  the  control  and 
approval  of  the  Council,  the  Senate  has  the  regulation  and 
control  of  the  Curriculum  and  Education  afforded  by  the 
Umversity  and  the  discipline  of  its  students.  The  Principal  is 
ex-ofUcio  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  Charter  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  Guild  of  Graduates 
of  the  University  and  a  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  each  of  whom 
shall  have  Representatives  on  the  Court  of  Governors. 

The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  about  ninety  Life 
Governors ;  of  five  persons  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  City 
of  Birmingham  ;  of  Representatives  of  County  Councils,  of 
County  Boroughs,  and  School  Boards,  in  the  counties  of  Warwick- 
shire, "Worcestershire,  Staffordshire,  Shropshire,  Leicestershire, 
Derbyshire,  and  Rutlandshire ;  of  representatives  appointed  by 
the  Chancellor  for  the  time  bein^  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridjge,London,Wale8,Victona  University,  and  the  University 
of  Birmingham;  of  Representatives  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  London  and  the  Council  of  the  Royal  CoUege  of 
Surgeons  of  England ;  of  ten  of  the  Members  of  Parliament  in 
the  seven  counties  above-mentioned ;  of  a  number  of  Govemorg 
ex'officio,  and  of  Governors  representative  of  Public  Schools,  and 
Municipal  Societies  and  Institutions ;  and  of  the  Principal,  Vice- 
Principal,  Deans  of  Faculties,  and  Professors  of  the  University. 

The  University  is  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as 
an  Inspecting  Agencv  for  Secondary  Schools  under  the  Board 
of  Educ*tion  Act,  1899. 
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2  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGES: 

There  are  Faculties  of  Science,  Arts,  Medicine,  and  Commerce 
within  the  University. 

There  are  special  Departments  for  the  training  of  Teachers 
(Men  and  Women). 

(b)  Buildings  in  the  City, — ^The  site  extends  from  Edmund 
Street  to  Great  Charles  Street,  and  comprises  about  an  acre  of 
land,  with  a  frontage  of  150  feet  in  Edmund  Street,  and  a 
depth  of  313  feet.  The  building,  which  is  of  great  solidity  and 
excellent  workmanship,  cost  65,0002.,  and  additions  recently 
completed  have  involved  a  further  expenditure  of  about  16,0006. 
Part  only,  however,  of  the  new  buildings  istre  used  in  the 
Faculties  of  Science,  Arts  and  Commerce. 

The  whole  of  the  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold  land 
forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

(c)  Buildings  at  -Botfcr?i67'ooi.~Additional  buildings  are  in 
course  of  erection  upon  a  freehold  site  of  about  twenty-five 
acres  at  Bournbrook,  three  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City  of 
Birmingham,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  250,0002.  In  these 
buildings  it  is  proposed  to  house  the  Departments  of  Engineer- 
ing (Civil,  Mechanical  and  Electrical),  Metallurgy,  Mining, 
Applied  Chemistry,  &c.  The  new  buildings  will  also  include  a 
University  Hall,  to  be  used  on  ceremonial  and  other  occasions.

VI. — Cost  ok  Living  fob  Students. 

'fhere  are  no  hostels  for  men  students  at  present  connected 
with  the  University.  A  hostel  for  women  students  will  be 
opened  in  October,  1904. 

The  Universily  does  not  provide  any  Accommodation  for 
residence  of  students,  but  a  list  of  approved  lodgings  is  kept  by 
the  Secretary  for  their  use. 

The  charges  made  by  the  owners  of  lodging-houses  vary  from 
25<.  to  2/.  2^.  per  week  for  board  and  lodginff.

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Vni. — Conditions  of  Tenure  of  Prqfessorshipe,  &c. 

The  following  Ordinances  deal  with  the  conditions  of  tenure 
of  Professorships  and  other  Teacherships,  and  of  Entrance  for 
Students:— 

The  manner  of  appointment  and  the  duties  of  the  Professors, 
Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  External  Examiners  and  Librarian, 
shall  in  each  case  oe  determined  by  the  Council  after  report 
thereon  by  the  Senate. 

The  emoluments,  allowances  and  salaries  of  the  Officers  of  the 
University,  its  Professors,  Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  Secretary, 
Registrar,  and  servants  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers  shall  hold  office  during 
good  behaviour,  but  may  be  removed  by  the  Council  for  gooa 
cause  as  defined  bv  the  Statutes  of  the  University ;  provided 
also  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Senate,  either  on  its  own 
initiative  or  upon  request  by  the  Council,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  case  of  any  Professor  or  Indejpendent  Lecturer, 
and  for  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present  and 
voting  at  a  duly  convened  meeting  of  the  Senate  (such  voting 
to  be  by  ballot),  to  represent  to  the  Council  that  in  the  genera! 
interest  of  the  University  or  for  some  special  reason  it  is 
desirable  that  the  engagement  of  any  Professor  or  Independent 
Lecturer  should  be  determined,  and  upon  receipt  of  such 
representation  the  Council  may  terminate  the  engagement  ot 
such  Professor  or  Lecturer  by  six  months'  notice  in  writing. 

The  engagements  of  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  (other 
than  Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers)  and  ot  the 
Secretary,  Registrar,  officers  and  servants  of  the  University  may, 
subject  to  any  special  provision  in  the  terms  of  their 
engagements,  respectively,  be  determined  by  three  months' 
notice  in  writing  on  either  side. 

Every  person  who  has  been  matriculated  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  membership  of  the  University  and  of  the 
Guild  of  Un<&rgraduates  so  long  as  he  is  in  actual  attendance 
on  a  course  of  study  in  the  University  approved  by  a  Faculty  of 
the  University,  but  no  longer. 

The  University  may  admit  all  persons  who  shall  have  satisfied 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  to  any  ot 
the  courses  of  study  offered  by  the  University,  although  they 
have  not  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  or  any 
examination  exempting  from  the  Matriculation  Examination ; 
but  such  students  shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  matriculated  or  to 
be  members  of  the  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  nor  shall  they  be 
entitled  to  wear  the  academic  dress  prescribed  for  Under- 
graduates. 

No  denominational  or  religious  test  is  demanded  from  or 
applicable  to  any  member  of  the  teaching  staff,  or  any  of  thQ 
students. 
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IX.— Other  Information. 

FacvMy  of  Medicine. 

This  faculty  was  transferred  from  Queen's  College,  Birming- 
ham, on  the  1st  of  October,  1892. 

The  total  number  of  individv/d  students  attending  classes  in 
the  Medical  Faculty  during  the  year  1902-1903  was  211. 

The  existing  accommodation  in  the  college  buildings  is  suffi- 
cient for  about  double  the  number  now  attending. 

The  University  does  not  provide  accommodation  for  residence 
of  medical  students,  but  the  Secretary  keeps  a 'list  of  approved 
lodgings. 

The  whole  of  the  medical  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold 
land  forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

The  staff  consists  ot  18  Professors,  22  Lecturers,  and  11 
Demonstrators.

7. — Membership  Fees, 

Composition  Students  on  entering  pay  a  Membership  Fee  of 
£3  3s.,  which  admits  them  to  the  University  for  five  years.  At 
the  expiration  of  this  period  they  may,  at  tne  discretion  of  the 
Dean,  DC  called  upon  to  pay  tne  membership  fees  demanded 
from  occasional  students. 

Occasional  or  Class  Students  are  required  to  pay  £1  Is.  for 
each  Winter  Session  and  10s.  6d.  for  each  Summer  Session 
during  which  they  are  in  attendance  at  the  University.

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//. — Composition  Feji, 

The  Composition  Fee,  £85,  is  inclusive  and  payable  in  four 
annual  instalments,  viz.: — £25,  £25,  £15,  and  £20  at  the 
commencement  of  each  year.  This  fee  covers  all  the  courses 
necessary  for  the  Degrees  of  this  and  other  Universities,  and 
the  ordinary  qualifications  of  the  Licensing  Boards.  It  does  not 
include,  however,  courses  for  Public  Health  Diplomas,  nor  those 
for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  Examination  of  the  University  of 
London,  nor  the  additional  courses  required  for  the  Fellowship 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  other  such  higher 
diplomas  and  degrees.  It  is  not  a  perpetual  fee,  and  students 
allowing  their  courses  to  fall  into  arrear,  without  having  pre- 
viously obtained  the  Avritten  permission  of  the  Dean  to  do  so, 
are  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  unused  portion  of  their 
Composition  Fee.

I. — Preliminary. 

(a) — Constitution, 
The  Governing  Body  of  the  College  is  the  Board  ol  Governors, 
consisting  of  the  President,  Treasurer,  and 

(1)  Perpetual  life  governors,  who,  or  whose  predecessors, 
have  contributed  1,000Z.  or  upwards  to  the  hinds  of  the 
College. 

(2)  Life  governors  who  have  contributed  at  least  250L  t4) 
those  funds. 

(8)   Thirty  governors  elected  everv  two  yeai-s  bjr  the  members 
of  the  College,  i.e.,  by  persons  wlio  have  contributed  at  least 
25L  to  its  capital  fimds,  or  who  subscribe  at  least  21.  28.  a 
year  to  its  income,  or  who  are  Associates  of  the  College. 
(4)  Representative  governors  elected  by  London  City  Com- 
panies, and  by  CSunty  Councils  which  make  grants  for 
certain  parts  of  the  technical  work  of  the  College,  as  well  as 
by   a  select  number  of  Grammar    Schools,  Literary  and 
Scientific,  and  other  societies  in  the  county  of  York. 
The  Executive  Body  is  the  Council,  consisting  of  the  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Principal  of  the  College,  Representatives  of  the 
Senate,  of  the  Clothworkers'  Company,  of  the  Skinners'  Com- 
pany, and  of  four  County  Coimcils,  and  26  members  elected  by 
the  Governors  of  the  College. 

{b)  — Buildings. 

The  College  buildings,  all  of  which  are  freehold  and  held  by 
the  College  m  its  corporate  name,  consist  of  two  blocks : — 

(l)  The  College  Road  block,  in  which  all  the  work  of  the 
College  is  carried  on,  except  the  professional  teaching  of  medical 
students.    These  buildings,  with  their  fittings  and  tne  building

period  antecedent  to  this. 

In  connection  with  the  foundation  of  the  University  of  Leeds  ai>on  the  basis 
of  the  Yorkshire  College,  an  effort  is  beins  made  by  the  Council  to  raise  a 
capital  sum  of  at  least  £100,000  for  additional  buildings,  equipment  and 
endowment.  A  sum  uf  upwards  of  £63,000  has  already  been  promised  towards 
this  fund,  nonie  of  the  promises,  however,  being  conditional  upon  the  totnl 
amount  of  £100,000  being  raided. 

The  Cloth  workers'  Company  have  transf  erred  to  the  University  their  pro- 
perty in  Leeds,  which  the  Yorkshire  College  has  hitherto  held  upon  trust  for 
the  Company,  and  has  cost  the  Company  £70,000.  The  Company  have  also 
undertaken  to  make  an  annual  grant  of  £4,000  in  aid  of  the  work  carried  on  in 
those  buildings. 

Additional  annual  subsidies  to  the  University  of  substantial  amounts  have 
been  made  by  the  Leeds  City  Council,  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the 
Bast  Riding  County  Council.  v 
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site,  have  cost  the  College  about  ISO.OOOZ.,  of  which  about  70,000i. 
has  been  contributed  by  the  Clothworkers*  Company  of  London 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  technical  work  in  which  that 
Company  is  speciallv  interested,  and  the  remainder  has  been 
contributed  by  the  founders  and  supporters  of  the  College,  who 
are  chiefly  resident  in  Yorkshire. 

The  College  Road  buildings  include  a  large  examination  hall, 
a  library  which  is  used  as  a  reading-room  ;  laboratories,  some  of 
the  best  arranged  of  their  kind  to  be  found  in  any  institution, 
for  the  practical  teaching  of  all  the  various  sciences  comprised  in 
the  College  cwi^^icviJUt,  large  and  small  lecture  and  class-rooms, 
drawing  offices,  &c.  Excluding  professors'  or  lecturers*  private 
rooms,  council  room,  and  offices,  tnere  are  81  rooms  in  this  block 
used  for  teaching  purposes.  The  number  of  students  who  could 
be  accommodated  in  them  has  not  been  precisely  ascertained, 
but  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  departments,  which  are 
nearly  or  quite  full,  a  larger  number  than  those  actually  in 
attendance  might  be  accommodated. 

(2)  The  Medical  School,  at  Mount  Pleasant,  in  immediate 
proximity  to  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary.  This  block  has, 
including  site,  cost  the  College  nearly  60,000i.,  and  provides 
ample  space  and  adequate  teaching  apparatus  for  the  proiessional 
training  of  medical  students. 

The  Yorkshire  College  is  not  a  residential  college,  but  certain 
of  the  Governors  have  built  a  hostel  for  the  residence  of  30 
students.  This  building  belonsp  to  a  limited  company.  Other 
residential  accommodation  for  College  students  is  provided  by 
means  of  lodgings,  which  have  been  placed  upon  the  College 
register  of  lodgings,  after  a  Committee  of  the  Council  has  been 
satisfied  of  the  suitability  of  the  housekeepers  and  of  the  sanitary 
and  other  conditions  of  the  houses.  Students,  unless  they  belong 
to  the  Leeds  Daj  Training  College,  are,  however,  not  uiider  the 
obligation  to  reside  in  such  registered  lodgings.

Total  111  persons  in  addition  to  the  office  staff,  librarians, 
housekeepei-s,  and  other  workpeople  not  enumerated  alx)ve. 
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The  emoluments  of  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  vary  with 
the  size  of  their  classes.  As  a  rule,  the  remuneration  of  a  pro- 
fessor consists  of  a  fixed  stipend  of  3002.  a  year,  and  two-thircb  or 
some  smaller  share  (accordmg  to  circumstances)  of  the  fees  paid 
by  the  students  in  his  classes.  A  lecturer  has  usuaUy  the  same 
proportion  of  students'  fees,  but,  as  a  rule,  his  fixed  salary  is  2001. 
a  year.  The  salaries  of  assistant  lecturers  vary  from  1002.  to  250/. 
a  year.  The  total  incomes  of  ail  the  members  of  the  staff  range 
from  40i.  in  the  lowest  case  to  about  l,000f.  a  year  m  the  highest. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  and  particulars  ot  entrance  and 
scholarship  examinations  are  contained  in  the  Calendar. 

The  length  of  the  session  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Science, 
&c.,  is  33  weeks  for  day  students,  and  20  weeks  for  evening 
students.  In  the  Department  of  Medicine  the  session  is  the 
customar}'  academic  year  for  medical  students  of  about  38  weeks. 

III. — Students. 

The  admission  of  students  is  regulated  in  the  manner  described 
on  pages  47  to  60  of  the  Calendar.  The  conditions  applicable 
are,  onefly,  (1)  a  certificate  of  good  conduct,  and  in  certam  cases 
(2)  the  passing  of  an  entrance  examination. 

The  following  return  relates  oniv  to  students  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Arts  and  Science,  &c.,  and  does  not  include  the  students 
in  the  Medical  Department.

1. — Preliminary. 

(a)  Ccmstitv/tion, 

Under  the  Acts  of  Parliament  regulating  the  College,  the 
governing  bodies  of  the  College  are  the  following : — The  Court, 
now  consisting  of  54  members,  and  a  President;  the  Council, 
which  now  consists  of  18  members,  and  is  the  executive 
body  of  the  Collie ;  and  the  Senate,  which  consists  of  the  36 
professors  of  the  College,  and  occupies  itself  with  the 
teaching  arrangements  of  the  College. 

(h)  Buildings, 

The  teaching  work  in  the  Arts  and  Science  Department  of  the 
College  is  earned  on  in  20  large  class  rooms,  in  special  rooms  in 
the  Library,  in  the  engineering  drawing  room,  and  in  the 
Laboratories  assigned  to  each  branch  of  Natural  Science,  and  in 
separate  rooms  for  the  special  work  of  students  of  the  Day 
Training  College.  The  Physiwil,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
La1x)ratories  occupy  separate  blocks  of  buildings, — some  of  them 
recently  erected,  in  which  provision  is  made  for  research  as  well 
as  for  teaching. 

The  Museum  building  contains  the  zoological,  geological, 
botanical,  and  mineralogical  collections,  which  are  now  very 
extensive.  The  Beyer  laboratories  which  adjoin  the  Museum, 
include  the  necessary  class  rooms  and  laboratories  for  the  teach- 
ing of  these  subjects. 

The  Medical  School  occupies  a  large  separate  building,  in 
which  the  Physiological  Laboratories  are  included. 

II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  College  consists  of  36  Professors, 
and  93  Lecturers,  Demonstrators  and  Assistant  Lecturers. 

A  list  of  the  staff  and  their  degrees  and  qualifications  is  given 
in  the  College  Calendar  (pp.  22-27). 

Stibjects  of  Instruction, 
The  list  of  subjects  taught  by  the  several  professors  and 
lecturers  as  above  mentioned,  will  show  the  branches  of  knowledge 
taught  by  the  College.  A  detailed  syllabus  of  the  several  classes 
for  the  clirrent  session  will  be  found  in  the  College  Calendar, 
pp.  94-166  (Arts,  Science  and  Law  Department);  pp.  196-809 
(Medical,  including  the  Dental  and  Pharmaceutical  Departments);

VI. — Cost  op  Living  for  Students. 

There  are  three  halls  of  residence  associated  with  the  Collie, 
two  being  for  men,  and  one  for  the  women  students.  At 
the  Hulme  Hall  the  charges  are  63i.  per  annum.  There  are 
several  scholarships  of  from  20/..  to  501.  per  annum  each,  tenable 
at  this  Hall  for  three  years ;  five  or  more  of  these  are  offered 
annually  for  public  competition. 

At  the  Dalton  Hall  the  charges  are  90/.  per  annum. 

At  Ashburne  House  (the  Hall  of  Residence  for  Women)  the 
charges  vary  from  36  to  50  guineiis  per  session,  according  to  the 
rooms  selected.  At  least  one  bursary  of  15/.  a  year  and  renewable 
for  two  additional  years,  is  ottered  annually. 

A  list  of  lodgings  is  also  kept  at  the  College,  from  which 
students  may  select  apartments.  The  terms  vary  between  8s. 
and  21s.  per  week. 

A  College  Refcctorj'  is  maintained  on  suitable  premises,  leased 
by  the  College  opposite  the  College  Buildings,  where  there  is 
accommodation,  etc.,  for  students  desiring  luncheon,  dinner  or 
tea  at  a  moderate  charge.  Another  house  has  been  taken 
for  a  Refectory  for  Women  Students.

I. — ^Pbeuminaby. 

(a)  Constitution, 

Under  the  Deed  of  Endowment  and  Trust  the  authorities  of  the 
College  consist  of:  — 

(1.)  The  Governors,  who  are  the  supreme  Governing  Body  ; 

(2.)  The  Council,  which  is  the  Managing  Body  of  the  College, 
and  is  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  its  functions ;  and 

(3.)  The  Education  Board,  which  orguiises  and  directs  the 
education  of  the  College,  and  is  responsible  to  the 
Council. 

(b)  College  Buildings. 

The  most  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  practical  work  in 
all  the  scientific  departments.  The  laboratories  are  large  and 
thoroughly  equippea,  and  students  are  taught  from  the  first  that 
laboratory  practice  is  as  important  as  lecturing.  Besides  the 
general  Ubrary,  special  collections  of  books  are  noused  in  each 
department,  where  they  are  readily  accessible  to  both  students 
and  teachers. 

There  are  common  rooms,  reading  rooms,  lavatories,  etc. 

The  new  Building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report  has  now  been  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  about  £20,000;  and  the  addition  to  the 
Department  of  Chemistry  on  which  a  sum  of  £2,500  is  being 
expended  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  October.  The  new 
Laboratorv  for  Physics,  the  gift  of  Mr.  J.  K.  Caird,  of  Dundee, 
will  shortly  be  commenced 

A  piece  of  ground  extending  to  about  three  acres  adjoininc: 
the  original  property  has  been  acquired  by  purchase,  and  will 
afford  space  lor  rurther  additions  to  the  College  Buildings.  Two 
commodious  Dwelling-houses  occupying  the  new  site  have  been 
temporarily  converts — the  one  mto  a  Library  and  the  other 
into  a  Students'  Union. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  lodging  or  boarding  of  students. 

II. — Statf  axd  Educational  Work. 
There  are  13  professors,  of  whom  seven  are  engaged  on  both 
day  and  evening  work.  There  is  a  lecturer  in  the  Department 
of  Enrfish,  one  in  Classics,  one  in  French,  one  in  Ix)gic  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  one  in  Scots  Law,  one  in  Education,  and  one 
in  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Public  Health.  Lectureships 
have  also  been  established,  but  without  endowment,  in  Mental 
Diseases,  Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Ophthalmology. 
There  is  a  teacher  of  Fine  Arts,  also  without  endowment.     More 
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recently  a  Lectureship  in  Geology  has  been  established  in  the 
College. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  included  in  the  curriculum  wiU  best 
be  understood  from  the  programme  as  printed  in  the  CoU^ 
Calendar. 

Though  the  classes  are  open  to  all,  an  entrance  examination 
must  be  passed  by  all  students  who  wish  to  begin  a  course  of 
study  for  University  degrees,  as  under: — 

7.  Arts. — ^Every  candidate^  for  the  degree  of  Master,  of  Arts 
must  pass  a  preliminary  examination  in  (1)  English ;  (2)  Latin 
or  Greek;  (o)  Mathematics;  (4)  one  of  the  following:  Latin  or 
Greek  (if  not  already  taken),  French,.  German,  Italian, 
Dynamics.. 

II.  Science. — ^Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  ot 
Science  must  pass  me  preliminary  examination  prescribed  for 
candidates  for  graduation  in  Arts,  except  that  (1^  French  or 
German  may  be  substituted  for  Latin  or  Greek ;  (2)  Mathematics 
must  be  passed  on  the  higher  standard ;  (3)  a  degree  in  Arts 
shall  exempt  from  the  preliminary  examination. 

III.  Medicine. — ^Every  candidate  for  graduation  in  Medicine 
must>  before  commencing  his  medical  studies,  pass  a  preliminary 
examinafion  in  (1)  Enghsh ;  (2)  Latin ;  (3)  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  (4)  Greek  or  French  or  German.

REPORT  FROM 

BEDFORD  COLLEGE  FOR  WOMEN 

(University  of  London). 

Founded  1849. 


I. — Pbeliminary. 

(a)    Constitution. 

The  College  consists  of  persons  elected  by  the  College  in 
General  Meeting  (such  Meeting  to  be  held  ''once  in  each 
"  academical  year,")  "  on  the  nomination  alternately  of  the 
"  Visitor  and  of  two  members  of  the  College,  but  so  that  at 
"  least  one  in  every  three  persons  appointed,  or  elected,  shall  be  a 
''woman,  and  so  that  the  whole  number  of  Members  of  the 
"Collie  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  Two  Hundred."  (Vidt 
Articles  of  Association,  Nos.  5  and  19.) 

The  College  appoints  a  permanent  Committee  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  College,  imder  the  name  of  the  Coimcil ;  this 
Council  consists  of  "  not  less  than  ten,  and  not  more  than  twenty, 
"  Members  of  the  College  elected  by  the  College  in  General 
"  Meeting,  and  not  less  than  one-third  of  such  Members  shall  be 
"  women."    (Vide  Articles  of  Association,  Nos.  23  and  80.) 

The  Council  at  the  present  time  consists  of  18  memoers,  ol 
whom  one-fifth  retire  annually. 

(b)  Buildings. 

The  buildings  of  the  College  comprise  three  houses  in  the 
centre  of  York  Place,  behind  which  a  solid  block  of  buildings 
has  been  erected.  Besides  the  Central  Hall  there  are  nine 
lecture  rooms,  six  laboratories  (for  Zoology,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Physics,  Physiolo^  and  Bacteriology),  a  research  room, 
a  studio,  two  libraries,  studies,  a  gTinnasium,  students'  common 
room,  professors'  common  rooms,  &a,  &c. 

To  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  the  College  for  increased 
accommodation,  the  Coimcil  has  made  a  temporary  extension  of 
the  premises  by  acquirinff  an  adjoining  house  in  York  Place, 
whicn  will  provide  extra  lecture  rooms  and  rooms  for  resident 
students  next  Session. 

Thirty-eight  students  can  be  lodged  and  boarded  in  the  resi- 
dence on  the  premises. 
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11. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  Staff  (26)  consists  of  the  Principal,  Lecturers,  Assistant 
Lecturers,  and  Assistants. 

Subjects  of  Instruction. 

Anthropology,  Bacteriology,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Crystall- 
ography, Geology,  Hygiene,  Mathematics  (Pure  and  Applied), 
Physics,  Physiology,  Zoology,  Elocution,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Ethnology,  French  (Mediseval  and  Modem),  German 
(MedifiBval  and  Modem),  Greek,  Italian,  Latin,  History 
(Greek,  Roman,  Enriish  and  European),  Logic,  Political 
EJconomy,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Drawing. 

Courses  of  Intercollegiate  lectures  in  English,  riven  jointly  by 
lecturers  of  University  College  and  Bedford  College,  have  been 
attended  by  students  of  Bedlord  College. 

The  College  has  availed  itself  of  tne  teaching  in  German 
provided  by  the  University  of  London,  and  courses  are  given  in 
the  College  by  the  University  Professors  and  Headers. 

The  Training  Department. 

Recognised  as  a  Training  College  by  the  University  of  London 
and  Cambridge  Syndicate. 

This  Department  provides  a  professional  training  in  teaching 
for  women  over  19  years  of  age. 

The  training  course  begins  m  January  and  extends  over  three 
Terms,  30  weeks  in  the  Session.  This  course  includes  fiill 
preparation  for  the  examination  for  the  "  Teaching  Diplomas " 
granted  by  the  Universities  of  London  and  of  Cambridge. 

Theoretical  Work. 

Lectures  are  given  in  the  following  subjects : — 

Psychology ;  Logic ;  Ethics ;  Theory  of  Education ;  Art  of 
Teaching;  School  Organisation;  History  of  Education; 
Hygiene ;  Voice  Production ;  Mathematical  Method ;  Methods 
of  teaching  Classics,  Modem  Languages,  Science,  and  all  the 
ordinary  school  subjects;  and  Drill. 

Extra  lectures  are  also  given  each  Term  by  well-known 
authorities  on  education. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures,  classes  are  held  for  the  discussion 
of  school  difficulties.  Students  have  constant  practice  in 
Blackboard  Drawing,  in  preparing  Illustrations  for  Lessons,  in 
Elocution,  in  Class  Drilling,  and  there  is  frequent  opportimity  of 
visiting  and  reporting  upon  schools,  other  than  those  in  which 
the  practical  work  is  done. 

Practical  Work. 

The  students  have  the  advantage  of  practising  teaching  by 
giving  lessons  in  schools  of  very  varied  management,  including 
among  others,  a  high  school,  several  private  s(3iools,  an  endowed 
school,  a  higher  grade  school,  and  a  board  school    Each  student 
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giveB  about  two  lessons  a  week,  and  these  are  always  fully 
criticised.  The  classes  are  often  very  large,  and  great  attention 
is  paid  to  discipline.  (Special  £Eicilities  have  been  arranged  for 
students  wishing  to  become  Teachers  of  Science.) 

Any  student  having  satisfiictorily  passed  through  a  full  course 
of  trami^g  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  granted  by  the  Council  of 
Bedford  Oall^e.

I. — Preliminarv. 
(a)    CanstUution. 


The  Members  of  the  College  are  the  Governors,  Fellows,  and  Constituti<  n. 
Life  Governors.  Governors  are  the  representatives  of  the 
original  shareholders,  and,  though  divested  by  the  Act  of  1869  of 
all  pecuniary  interest  in  the  College,  have  the  right  of  nominat- 
ing a  substitute  or  successor.  Fellows  are  students  of  the 
College  who  have  passed  a  distinguished  examination  for  a  degree, 
and  who,  after  nomination  by  the  Council,  have  been  elected  by 
the  Members  of  the  College  at  their  .annual  meeting.  Life 
Governors  are  persons  who,  being  distinguished  in  certain  special 
ways  named  in  the  Act,  have  been  admitted  to  membership 
of  the  College  at  a  general  meeting.  The  number  of  Fellows 
and  Life  Governors  who  may  be  admitted  at  any  one  time 
is  limited  by  the  bye-laws. 

The  Members  of  the  College  elect  from  among  themselves  a  TheCouncil 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer,  who,  together  with  not 
less  than  16  nor  more  than  21  other  members,  form  the  Council. 
Under  the  Act  uf  1869,  ''The  Council  shall  have  the  sole  and 
**  entire  management  and  superintendence  of  the  said  College, 
*'  as  well  relating  to  the  income  and  funds  thereof  as  to  the 
"  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of  literature,  science,  and  art 
''  therein,  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  and  dismissal  of 
*'  professors,  lecturers,  and  teachers,  and  all  other  the  affairs  and 
"  concerns  thereof,  and  shall  also  have  the  government  of  the 
'*  said  hospital  and  of  its  funds.  And  shall  or  may,  but  not 
*'  inconsistently,  with  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
"  or  any  byelaws  for  the  time  being  in  force,  or  the  laws  and 
''  statutes  of  the  realm,  do  all  such  acts  as  shall  appear  to  them 
"necessary  or  proper  to  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
"  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  College."  The  Council  meets  at 
least  once  a  month  during  the  Session. 

Every  year  the  Council  ballot  for  six  of  their  number  to 
retire  :  the  retiring  members  are  eligible  for  re-election.  But 
the  Council,  though  possessed  of  certain  powers  of  re-nomination, 
arc  required  to  leave  three  vacancies  to  be  filled  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  others 

The  body  next  in  importance  to  thp  Council  is  the  Senate.  Ths  Senate. 
Under  the  bvelaws  of  the  College,  the  Professors,  with  the  Head 
Master  of  the  School,  constitute  the  Senate,   'for  the  bettor 
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"  regulation  of  the  academic  business  of  the  College."  The  Princi- 
pal, or  in  his  absence,  one  of  two  Vice-Presidents,  appointed  by  the 
Council,  presides  at  each  meeting  of  the  Senate.  The  pro- 
fessors are  divided  into  Faculties  who  choose  the  Deans,  and 
each  Faculty  has  power  to  meet  and  discuss  any  business  connected 
with  its  work.  The  powers  of  the  Senate  are  of  special  importance 
with  regard  to  the  appointment  and  dismissal  of  professors.  The}' 
must  te  consulted  oy  the  Council  as  to  the  creation  of  any 
new  professorship,  the  appointment  of  any  person  as  professor,  or 
the  removal  of  any  professor,  and  the  title  of  Emeritus  Professor 
can  be  conferred  only  on  the  recommen4ation  of  the  Senate. 
The  Senate  also  appoint  three  professors,  who,  with  three 
member?)  of  the  Council,  form  the  Court  of  Discipline,  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  students  in  serious  cases.  Six  professors 
represent  the  Senate  on  the  Council. 

The  chief  executive  officers  of  the  College  are  the  Principal 
and  the  Secretary.  They  receive  instructions  either  direct  from 
the  Council,  or  from  a  committee  of  the  Council,  annually 
elected  by  ballot,  and  called  the  Committee  of  Management. 
During  the  session  this  Committee  meets  fortnightly. 

(6).  Baildhigii. 

-u    ij-  An  adequate  description  of  the  buildings  composing  the  College 

»"»»•  cannot  be  given  here.  An  account  of  the  North  Wing  only  was 
printed  some  years  ago,  and  fills  16  large  quarto  pages.  It  will, 
perhaps,  be  enough  to  say  that  University  College,  exclusive  of 
the  Hospital,  occupies  a  site  of  5  J  acres,  and  contains,  at  present 
196  rooms,  besides  libraries,  the  Flaxman  Gallery,  the  Museum 
of  Anatomy,  Council  Room,  and  Offices.  There  are  labora- 
tories for  instruction  and  research  in  the  following  branches  ot 
Science,  nan)ely.  Chemistry,  Physics,  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, Mechanical  Engineering,  Hygiene,  Physiology,  Pathological 
Chemistry,  Experimental  Psychology,  Pathology,  Bacteriology', 
Botany,  and  Zoology.  Besides  the  museum  of  Anatomy  men- 
tioned above,  the  museums  of  Egyptology,  Geology,  Botany,  and 
Zoology  contain  immerous  and  valuable  specimens.  There  are 
also  important  collections  illustrative  of  various  other  subjects, 
notably  of  Applied  Mathematics.  The  libraries  contam  about 
100,000  volumes,  and  16,000  pamphlets.  There  are  about  1,200 
students  in  the  College,  and  about  410  boys  in  the  school,  which 
occupies  nearly  the  whole  of  the  South  Wing,  and  90  boys 
in  the  Branch  Preparatory  School  at  Hampstead.  Provision  could 
probably  be  made  for  2,000  students,  but  most  of  the  scientific 
and  technical  laboratories  are  as  full  as  is  convenient  for  the 
purposes  of  teaching  and  research :  indeed,  in  certain  cases,  they 
are  over-crowded.  No  students  are  lodged  in  the  College,  but 
a  register  of  approved  residences  is  kept.  There  is  a  large 
refreshment  room  where  meals  can  be  obtained  during  the  day. 

The  land  and  buildings  are  the  freehold  property  of  the 
Corporation.

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2'he  Indian  School. 

The  College  has  long  been  recognised  by  the  Secret4iry  of 
State  for  India  as  a  place  where  selected  candidates  for  tbe 
Indian  Civil  Service  may  pass  their  period  of  probation,  and  the 
Indian  School  is  specially  oiganised  with  a  view  to  their  require- 
ments. A  composition  fee  of  25  guineas  is  charged  to  each 
student.  The  subjects  principally  studied  are  Indian  Law  and 
History,  Sanskrit,  Persian,  and  the  vernacular  languages  of  India.

9d,  represents 
the  total  capital  of  the  College  available  for  general  purposes.

THE  DURHAM  COLLEGE  OF  SCIENCE, 
NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE 

[Now  known  as  Armstrong  College  in  the  University  of  Durham]. 

Founded  1871. 

I. — Preliminary. 

(a)    Constitutiaa, 

The  College  is  an  incorporated  Society,  registered  under 
the  Companies  Acts  as  a  company  limited  by  guarantee. 
Its  members  are  called  Governors,  and  consist  of  persons  who 
subscribe  annually  not  less  than  21.  to  the  fiinds  of  the  College, 
or  have  contributed  a  donation  of  not  less  than  25/.,  of  representa- 
tives of  persons  who  bequeath  not  less  than  lOOZ.,  of  nominees  of 
public  companies  or  corporations  who  subscribe  not  less  than  lOZ. 
per  annum  or  have  made  a  donation  of  not  less  than  250/.,  and  of 
representatives  of  firms  subscribing  10/.  per  annum  or  contributing 
a  donation  of  not  less  than  1006.  to  the  College  funds.  The 
Governors  also  comprise  the  peers  of  the  realm  connected  with  the 
counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  Cumberland,  and  West- 
moreland, the  Members  of  Parliament  for  the  divisions  and 
boroughs  of  the  said  counties,  and  a  number  of  representatives  of 
learned  societies  and  other  public  bodies. 

Execidive  Council. — The  executive  of  the  College  is  vested  in 
a  Council,  consisting  of  the  Warden  of  the  University  of  Durham, 
who  is  President  of  the  College,  and  forty-one  other  members, 
of  whom  two  at  least  must  be  members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
University  ol  Durham,  and  two  others,  members  of  the  Chapter 
or  of  Convocation,  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors.  Of  the 
others,  ten  are  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors,  and  the 
remainder,  including  five  nominated  by  the  Corporation  of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  by  the  other  members  of  the  Council. 
Any  county  council  or  other  local  authority  contributing  to  the 
funds  of  the  College  is  entitled  to  representation  on  the  Council 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  its  contribution. 

(6)    Buildings, 

The  College  buildings  are  capable  of  accommodating  about 
3,000  students,  of  whom  1,000  may  be  simultaneously  at  work 
without  inconvenience.  The  existing  buildings  form  three 
sides  of  a  quadrilateraj.  The  front,  which  will  complete  the 
College,  is  now  in  course  of  erection;  fimds  having  been 
collected  for  the  purpose.  It  will  provide  permanent  accom- 
modation   for   the  auministration   omces  and  the  department 
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of  Mathematics,  Languages  and  Literature,  Natural  History, 
Mineralogy,  Electrical  Engineering,  and  Mining,  together  witn 
the  students*  common  room,  library,  museum,  refreshment 
rooms,  the  principal  rooms  connected  with  the  Day  Training 
College,  and  a  large  examination  hall. 

The  present  buildings  afford  the  permanent  acconmiodation  fi)r 
the  departments  of  JPhysics,  Chemistry,  Metallurgy,  Geology, 
Agriculture,  Mechaniciil  Engineering,  Naval  Architecture,  and 
Marine  Engineering,  and  the  various  branches  of  Fine  Art ; 
while  temporary  accommodation  is  afforded  in  them  for  the 
other  departments.  The  Chemical,  Phvsical,  and  Engineering 
laboratories  are  among  the  most  complete  of  their  kind  in  the 
country. 

Lodgings. — No  students  are  lodged  in  the  buildings.  Women 
students  who  do  not  live  with  their  parents  or  guardians  arc 
required  to  reside  at  the  College  Hostel,  Eslington  Tower.  Men 
students  may  reside  at  the  Hostel  for  men,  or  in  certain 
approved  houses. 

Normal  students  not  living  in  Newcastle  are  required  to 
reside  in  a  Hostel  or  in  certain  approved  houses. 

II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  SUitt' comprises  the  Principal,  12  Professors,  38  Lecturers 
and  Demonstrators,  and  13  Special  Technical  Lecturers.

Mineralogy 
and  Crystallography.  Natural  History  and  Biology.  Botany.

Language,  Literature,  and  History  of 
England,  France,  Italy,  Germany,  and  Spain.  Philosophy,  Logic, 
Political  Economy,  and  Elementary  Law.  Agriculture  and 
Forestr)^.  Vetennary  Anatomy  and  Fann  Hygiene.  Civil, 
Mechanical,  Marine,  and  Electrical  Engineering,  Naval  Architec- 
ture. Metallurgy  and  Assaving.  Surveying.  Fine  Art,  including 
Modelling,  Design,  &c.  Building  Construction.  Ambulance  Work. 
Sanitary  Science  and  Plumbing.  Carriage  Building.  Telegraphy. 
Typography.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Education.  All  the, 
subjects  required  in  the  Day  Training  College. 

All  the  experimental  subjects  are  taught  practically. 

Annual  Session. — Day  students  are  in  attendance,  generally 
for  33  weeks.  (The  vacations  are  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  four 
at  Easter,  and  about  three  months  from  June  to  September.) 

The  session  for  the  Art  department  consists  of  40  weeks,  and 
in  other  departments  of  the  College  special  classes  are  held 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

Evening  students  in  degree  and  literary  subjects  attend  during 
the  same  period — 33  weeks. 

Evening  classes  in  technical  subjeots  cease  in  May — session 
about  27  weeks. 
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III. — Students.

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V. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

College  HiiUs  of  Residence. — Members  of  the  Hostel  for  Men 
Students  (16  and  18,  Jesmond  Road)  pay  52Z.  lOs.  per  session  for 
board  and  lodging.  Members  of  the  Hostel  for  Women  Students 
(Eslington  Tower,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne)  pay  from  301.  to  40?. 

Men  students  not  residing  at  their  homes  generally  pay  178. 
to  25«.  per  week  for  board  and  lodging,  or  a  total  of  about  40Z.  for 
the  session.  This  amount  provides  them  with  good  accommoda- 
tion, approved  by  the  College,  but  students  with  more  means  at 
their  disposal  will  probably  expend  501.  to  601.  per  session  on  their 
living. 

VI. — Finance. 

In  ^addition  to  the  sum  of  £29,232  28.  4d.  received  towards 
the  New  Building  Completion  Fund,  sums  amounting  to 
£2,660  have  been  promised.  And  further,  the  Armstrong 
Memorial  Fund,  whicn  was  instituted  to  commemorate  the  life 
and  work  of  the  first  Lord  Armstrong  by  the  completion  of  the 
college  buildings  and  by  the  erection  of  a  statue  of  the  late  Lord, 
now  st4inds  at  £55,624  lOs.  Od.

NOTTINGHAM  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE. 

Founded    1881. 


1. — Preliminary. 

Constitution, — The  College  is  incorporated  under  a  Eoj'^al 
Charter,  dated  August  27th,  1903,  and  regulated  by  Statutes 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Objects, — The  object  of  the  College  is  primarily  to  supply 
higher  literary  and  scientific  education  for  the  people  of 
Nottingham  over  the  age  of  16,  but  all  its  classes  are  open  to  all 
persons  over  the  said  age  of  16  without  any  distinction  of  sex. 
and  religion.  A  few  students  under  the  age  of  16  years  are 
admitted  at  the  discretion  ot  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  their  work  chiefly  lies.  ^ 

Ooveiming  Body, — The  ultimate  authority  is  the  Court  of 
Governors  described  in  the  above  Charter.  Their  authority 
is  to  a  great  extent  delegated  to  a  Council,  also  therein  described. 
The  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  each  nominated  two 
members  of  the  Council. 


II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work* 

There  are  seven  Professors,  one  of  whom  is  Principal,  and  five 
of  whom,  including  the  Principal,  are  Heads  of  Departments. 

There  are  46  Lecturers,  many  of  whom  are  also  Demon- 
strators ;  some  of  them  give  all  their  time  to  the  College,  others 
only  come  in  to  conduct  a  few  classes.

Economy,  Philosophy,  Logic,  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew,  French, 
German,  Italian,  Spanish,  Geography,  Correspondence,  Law, 
Book-keeping,  Shorthand,  Science  of  Teaching,  Domestic 
Economy,  Theoretical,  Practical,  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistr3^ 
Brewing,    Bleaching    and  Dyeing,    Theoretical    and    Practical

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MeUllurgy,  Botany,  Geology,  Biology  and  Palaeontology, 
Physiography,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  Mathematics,  Pure  and 
Applied,  Mechanics,  Practiail  and  Theoreticiil,  Physics  as 
Mugnetisni,  Electricity,  Light,  Sound,  Heat,  &c..

There  are  no  entrance  examinations,  but  examinations  are  held 
in  all  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

The  session  consists  of  three  terms,  each  of  11  weeks'  duration. 

The  terras  are  the  same  for  day  and  etening  students. 


III. — Students. 

Practically  the  whole  of 
these  are  above  16  years  of  age.  In  fqyecud  cases  a  professor  has 
power  to  admit  under  this  age  if  the  student  had  attained  to  a 
sutKcient  standard.

I.  Preliminary. 


University  College,  Reading,  is  the  outcome  of  a  move- 
ment inaugurated  in  18(50,  when  Art  Classes  in  connexion  with 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  were  estabUshed  in  West  Street, 
Reading.  Ten  years  later.  Science  Classes  were  opened  in 
Vastem  Lane,  now  Blagrave  Street ;  but  it  was  not  until  1882 
that  the  Science  and  the  Art  Classes  were  brought  under  one  roof 
in  Valpy  Street,  in  a  building  erected  partly  by  public  subscription. 
In  1885,  University  Extension  lectures  in  connexion  with  the 
Oxford  Delegacy  were  fii*st  delivered  in  Reading. 

The  College  was  opened  in  September  1892  and  named  "  The 
University  Extension  College  in  Conjunction  with  the  Schools 
of  Science  and  Art,  Rowling."  In  the  Spring  of  1893 
the  title  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  "The  University 
Extension  College,  Reading,"  the  Schools  of  Science  and  Art 
becoming  Departments  of  the  College.  The  University 
Extension  work  proper  gradually  merged  into  the  Literary 
Department,  and  a  new  Department  of  Agriculture  was  based  on 
grants  from  County  Councils  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

In  1895  the  British  Dairy  Farmers'  Association  agreed  to  move 
to  Reading  the  Dairy  Institute  which  they  had  founded  at 
Aylesbury  m  1882,  and  to  place  it  under  the  control  of  a  Joint 
Committee  representative  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
University  Extension  College.  Mr.  Herbert  Sutton  erected  a 
building  tor  the  reception  of  the  Institute  upon  a  portion  of  the 
Vicarage  garden  at  cost  of  £5,000,  and  this  was  opened  in  the 
summer  of  1896. 

The  Collie  was  incorporated  in  January,  1896,  as  a  Company 
limited  by  guarantee  and  without  power  of  taking  profits. 
Under  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  it  is  governed  by  a  Court  of 
Governors,  a  Council,  and  an  Academic  Board.  The  Council  is 
the  chief  executive  authority,  but  certain  matters  are  reserved 
for  the  Com't,  and  purely  Academic  business  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Principal  and  tne  Board. 

In  1901  the  College  was  visited  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Treasury  appointed  to  inspect  and  report  uix)n  the  work  in 
Letters  and  Science  of  University  Colleges.  As  the  outcome  of 
their  report,  presented  to  Parliament  in  1902,  the  College  has 
been  placed  upon  the  list  of  University  Colleges  and  awarded  a 
treasury  grant  of  £1,000  a  year.  In  August,  1902,  the  title  of  the 
College  was  therefore  change<l  to  University  College, 
Reading. 
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llie  regular  work  of  the  College  is  organized  iu  six  groups : 
Letters  and  »Science,  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  Fine  Art,  Com- 
merce and  Music.  The  Diploma  of  Associate  of  University  College, 
Rciuling,  is  awarded  in  Letters,  Science,  Agriculture,  Horticulture, 
Fine  Art,  and  Commerce,  under  conditions,  particulars  of  which 
are  given  in  the  Calendar.  The  Day  Classes  are  open  to 
men  and  women  above  the  age  ot  sixteen  years.  With  the 
object  of  rendering  the  work  of  Sessional  Students  more  efficient, 
a  Tutorial  System  of  personal  supervision  has  been  adopted. 
Students  wnose  parents  or  guardians  do  not  reside  in  Reading, 
must  live  either  in  one  of  the  Hostels,  or  in  houses  licens^ 
by  the  Residence  Committee. 

Evening  Classes  are  held  in  connection  with  all  the  depart- 
ments.   They  are  open  to  Students  above  the  age  of  fifteen. 

General  Objects  of  the  College. 

To  maintain  a  Collie  for  Day  and  Evening  Students,  male 
and  female,  and  to  carry  on  work  at  Reading  or  elsewhere,  in 
furtherance  of  the  aims  of  the  College  as  an  institution  for  the 
promotion  of  General,  Civic,  and  Technical  Education  and 
Research. 

6ovei*ning  Bodies, 

I, — The  Court  of  Governors  of  the  College  consists  of: — (a) 
The  Subscribers  to  the  Memorandum  and  Articles  of  Association. 
(b)  Ex-Officio  Governors,  viz.,  the  Visitor  of  the  College,  the 
Principal  of  the  College,  and  the  Mayor  of  Reading  for  the  time 
being. .  (c)  Life  Governors — Every  Donor  of  not  less  than  £60. 
(d)  Annual  Governors — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  not  less  than 
£3.  («)  Representative  Governors — Elected  by  County  Councils, 
Town  Councils  and  the  Corporate  Bodies,  who  elect  one  Governor 
4pr  each  £60  subscribed  annually.  (J)  University  Governor — 
Elected  by  the  University  of  Oxford,  (g)  Education  Committee 
Governor — Elected  by  the  Reading  Educjition  Committee.  (//) 
Academic  Governoi-s — Every  member  of  the  Academic  Board. 

II. — The  Council  is  the  manapng  body  of  the  Collie.  The 
ordinary  administration  of  the  College  is  m  their  hands  and  they 
are  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  ordinary  discharge  ot 
their  mnctions.  The  Council  consists  of  the  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  the  Principal,  the  Treasurer,  the  University  Governor, 
the  Reading  Education  Committee  Governor,  certain  Represen- 
tative Grovernors,  ten  Governors  elected  by  the  Court  of  Governors 
and  three  Governors  co-opted  by  the  Council. 

III. — The  Academic  Board  consists  of  the  Principal,  the 
University  Governor,  such  of  the  senior  residents  and  Heads  ol 
Departments  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Council,  and  certain 
members  of  the  Council  elected  by  and  from  the  Council  whose 
number  shall  not  exceed  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  Academic  Board. 

Their  duties  are  generally  to  regulate  the  education  and 
discipline  of  the  College. 
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Buildings. 

The  Maiu  College  Buildings  are  situate  in  the  central  part  of 
Reading,  adjoining  the  Municipal  Buildings  and  Free  Library 
and  are  close  to  the  Railway  Stations.  They  consist  of  an  old 
building,  originally  the  dormitory  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John 
attached  to  Reading  Abbey,  now  restored  and  adapted  to  College 

{►urposes,  a  new  wing  erected  at  a  cost  of  over  £8,000 ;  a  Daiiy 
nstitute;  an  iron  building  containing  BoUinical  Laboratory 
and  Theatre  and  Class  Rooms,  Rooms  for  Commercial  Teaching, 
and  a  School  of  Music  in  separate  buildings.  The  College  has 
recently  acquired  partly  by  the  gift  of  and  partly  by  purchase 
from  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer  a  site  of  nearly  7  acres  in  the  London 
Road,  Reading,  upon  which  a  new  College  \vill  be  erected. 

The  College  contains  the  following  rooms: — Hall,  Library, 
Chemical  Laboratory  and  Theatre,  Zoological  Laboratory  and 
Theatre,  Botanical  Laboratory  and  Theatre,  Physical  Laboratory 
and  Theatre,  Agricultural  Lecture  Room  and  Laboratory,  Antique 
Room,  Life  Room,  Craft  Room,  Art  Studio,  Bacteriological 
Laboratorjr,  Museum,  Commercial  Room,  four  Class  Rooms, 
eleven  Private  Rooms,  four  Music  Rooms,  two  Common  Rooms 
and  Clerks'  Offices. 

The  College  at  the  present  time  is  able  to  provide  for  the  in- 
struction of  over  1,200  students  (Day  and  Evening). 

Tenure  of  BuiJdings. 

Part  of  the  buildings  (comprising  about  one-half  of  the  site 
and  including  the  Hospitium  Buildings)  are  held  on  a  999  yeiirs' 
lease  from  the  Corporation  of  Reading  excepting  on  one  portion 
reserved  for  future  extension  of  the  Town  nail,  which  is  held  on 
an  Annual  Tenancy.  The  remainder  of  the  College  Buildings 
and  lands  is  the  freehold  property  of  the  College. 

No  students  are  boarded  or  lodged  within  the  College  buildings. 

Arrangements  are  made,  however,  for  boarding  and  lodging 
Students  in  Reading,  in  houses  licensed  by  the  College.  The 
cost  need  not  exceed  £35  for  the  College  Session.  Application 
should  be  made  to  the  Registrar. 

The  Registrar  supervises  lodgings  of  the  men,  and  the  Censor 
of  Women  Students  those  of  the  wonien. 

The  Collie  is  strictly  undenominational,  but  the  College 
authorities  are  prepared  at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardians 
to  introduce  Students  in  licensed  lodgings  to  a  Minister  of  the 
religious  body  to  which  they  belong. 

There  are  2  Hostels  for  women,  each  containing  accommoda- 
tion for  about  23  Students. 

Application  for  admission  to  either  Hostel  must  be  made  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  College.

I.  Preliminary. 
(a)  Constitution, 


The  College  was  constituted  by  Royal  Charter  under  date 
May  lly  1897,  and  was  formed  by  the  amalgaTnation  of  three 
pre-existing  institutions — ^the  Firth  College,  the  Sheffield  Tech- 
nical School,  and  the  Sheffield  School  of  Medicine.  These  insti- 
tutions had  previously  worked  hand  in  hand,  although  under 
independent  governing  bodies.  By  the  Charter  they  were 
merged  into  one  Corporation  with  a  single  Court  of  Governors. 

Under  the  Charter,  the  ultimate  governing  power  is  vested  in 
a  Court  of  Governors,  the  executive  power  in  a  Council  of  thirty 
members,  and  the  administration  in  a  Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  (] )  the  President,  the  four 
Vice-Presidents,  and  the  Treasurer ;  (2)  16  Life  Governors ;  (3)  32 
ex^fficio  Gx)vemorB ;  (4)  59  Representative  Governors ;  and  (6)  12 
Gt)vemors  appointed  for  ten  years. 

The  Council  consists  of: — The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and 
Treasurer,  and  24  members. 

The  Senate  consists  of: — The  Principal,  the  Registrar,  and  22 
members. 

(6)  Objects. 

The  aim  of  the  College  is  to  provide  for  the  people  of  Sheffield 
and  the  district  the  means  of  higher  literary  and  scientific  educa- 
tion by  University  methods  of  teaching.  Its  doors  are  open  to 
all,  without  distinction  of  sex  or  class,  who  are  over  seventeen 
years  of  age,  though  the  limit  of  age  might  be  lowered  in  excep- 
tional cases. 

(c)  Buildings. 
The  buildings  of  the  College  are  situated  in  four  separate 
blocks.  The  Central  Offices,  Library,  and  Scientific  Laboratoiiea 
and  Lecture  Rooms  are  at  the  comer  between  Bow  Street  and 
Leopold  Street.  Opposite  to  the  entrance  of  the  above  is  the 
Arts  Department,  whilst  the  Medical  Department  is  also  opposite 
in  Leopold  Street,  except  the  Pathological  Section  of  this 
Department  which  has  been  removed  to  premises  adjoining  the 
Royal^  Hosj)ital  in  West  Street.  The  Technical  Department 
occupies  a  site  in  St.  George's  Square.  New  Buildings  are  being 
erected  for  Arts,  Science,  Medicine  and  Administration  on  a  new 
site  opening  on  Weston  Park.

Founded  1850. 


I. — Preliminary. 


The  Hartley  Institution  (now  the  Hartley  University  College), 
Southampton,  regulated  by  a  scheme  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  23rd  September,  1902,  made  under  the  Charitable  Trusts 
Acts,  1853  to  1894,  and  the  Board  of  Education  Act,  1899,  and 
the  Board  of  Education  (Powers)  Orders  in  Council,  1900  to 
1902,  was  founded  in  1850  by  will  of  Henry  Robinson  Hartley, 
and  opened  by  Lord  Palmerston  in  1862. 

The  chief  educational  work  undertaken  by  the  Institution 
during  the  first  nine  years  of  its  existence  consisted  in  jpreparing 
students  for  the  Army  and  Civil  Service.  In  1871  this  part  of 
the  work  of  the  CoU^e  was  abandoned.  Class-rooms  were  built 
for  the  teaching  of  Science  and  Fine  Art,  and  the  energies  of  the 
teaching  staff  were  devoted,  almost  exclusively,  to  the  preparation 
of  students  for  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department,  South  Kensington. 

In  1896  the  Institution  was  re-organised  and  a  Principal  and 
a  number  of  Lecturers  competent  to  undertake  teaching  of  a 
University  character  were  appointed. 

Durine  the  following  five  years  (1896-1901)  the  amount  ot 
advancea  work  done  in  the  Institution  steadily  increased,  and  as 
the  outcome  of  the  report  made  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Treasury  in  1901  the  College  was  placed  upon  the 
list  of  University  Colleges  and  awarded  a  Treasury  grant  of 
£1,000  a  year.  The  development  and  progress  of  the  College 
since  that  date  has  been  hignly  satisfactory,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  work  done  in  the  College  will  in  time 
reach  a  high  Standard. 

Constitution. 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Order  of  the  Board  of 
Education  on  the  20th  day  ol  November,  1902,  under  the  name 
of  Hartley  University  College  at  Southampton  (Founded  1850, 
R^stered  1902). 

The  government  of  the  College  is  vested  in  (1)  the  Court  of 
Governors  ;  (2)  the  Council ;  (3)  the  Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  supreme  governing  body  of  the 
College,  and  has  power  to  make  from  time  to  time  Statutes  for 
the  convening  and  regulation  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of 
Governors,  of  the  Council,  of  the  Senate,  and  of  their  respective 
Committees,  and  for  regulating  all  matters  connected  with  the 
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government  and  administration  of  the  College,  and  to  mana^ 
all  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Foundation  Orm- 
nance  or  in  the  Statutes  of  the  College. 

The  Coimcil  manages  the  financial  and  ordinary  business  of 
the  College  and  performs  certain  other  executive  functions. 

The  Senate  regulates  the  education  and  discipline  of  the 
College. 

(a)  The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  the  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasiurer,  the  Council  of  the  Collie,  life 
Governors  (donors  of  £100  and  upwards),  Annual  Governors 
(donors  of  £5  per  annum),  the  Governor  of  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
the  Lords  Lieutenant,  Members  of  Parliament,  Chairmen  of 
County  Councils,  and  Mayors  of  CounU^  Boroughs  in  the 
Counties  of  Southampton  (mcluding  the  Isle  of  Wight)  Wilts, 
and  Dorset*;  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College,  02brd  ;  the 
Warden  and  the  Head  Master  of  Winchester  College  ;  the 
Principal  of  the  College;  the  President  of  the  Soutnampton 
Chamber  of  Commerce  ;  the  Principal  Medical  Officer  of  Netley 
Hospital  and  129  representative  members. 

(6)  The  Council  consists  of  the  President ;  the  two  Vice- 
Presidents  ;  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal — ex-ofiicw.  Three 
members  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education 
one  by  the  Hebdomadal  Coimcil  of  the  University  of  Oxford 
one  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge 
one  by  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London ;  one  by  the 
Masters  of  Winchester  College  ;  one  by  the  Court  of  Governors 
from  past  Students  of  the  College  who  have  m*aduated  at  some 
University  in  the  United  Kingoom  ;  ten  by  the  Coun^  Borough 
Coimcil  of  Southampton  ;  two  each  by  the  County  Cfouncils  of 
the  "  four  Counties  ;  one  by  each  of  the  Councils  of  the  County 
Boroughs  in  the  "four  Counties";  fifteen  by  the  Court  of 
Governors  from  amongst  its  own  members,  and  two  members  of 
the  Senate. 

(c)  The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal,  the  Professors,  and 
such  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  as  the  Coimcil  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 


Object  of  the    College. 

The  trusts  and  object  of  the  College  are  the  provision  of  a 
liberal  education  and  such  instruction  as  may  enable  residents 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton,  ana  in  the  Adminis- 
trative Counties  of  Southampton,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Dorset  and 
Wilts,  and  the  County  Boroughs  of  Portsmouth  and  Boume- 

*  Hereinafter  referred  to  w  the  **  four  Coontles." 
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mouth  and  others,  to  qualify  for  Degrees  at  any  Universities  in 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  the  giving 
of  such  legal,  medical,  technical,  or  other  instruction  as  may  be 
of  service  in  professional,  commercial,  or  industrial  life;  the 
spread  of  higher  education  by  providing  instruction  in  the  form 
of  lectures,  combined  with  class  teachmg  and  examinations  at 
such  places  and  in  such  subjects  as  shaU  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  Statutes  of  tne  College,  and  generally  the  pro- 
motion and  increase  of  knowledge. 

Buildings. 

The  buildings  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  College  consist 
of  :-— 

(1)  The  main  building  in  High  Street, 

(2)  Two  blocks  of  buildings  in  Back  of  the  Walls  and  Lower 
Canal  Walk. 

Since  the  last  report  an  additional  storey  has  been  erected  to 
one  of  the  blocks  of  buildings  mentioned  in  paragraph  2. 

These  buildings  and  sites  are  freehold. 

The  main  building  consists  of  the  Library,  which  is  used  as  a 
Reading  Room,  Museum,  Biological  Laboratory,  large  Lecture 
Hall,  Cnemical  Laboratory,  Physical  Laboratory,  Eleven  Lecture 
and  Class  Rooms,  two  Common  rooms.  Council  Room,  Principal's 
Room,  College  Oflfice,  Cellars,  &c. 

The  two  blocks  of  buildings  at  the  rear  of  the  main  building 
consist  of  Physical  Lecture  Theatre,  Drawing  Office,  Electrical 
Laboratory,  Woodwork  Shop,  Plumbers'  Workshop,  Smiths* 
Workshop,  and  Engineering  Laboratory. 

(3)  A  Hall  of  Residence  (Leasehold)  with  accommodation  for 
41  Women  Students.  A  Second  Hostel  is  in  course  of  pre- 
paration. 

IL    Staff  and  Educational  Wobk. 

The  Teaching  Staff  consists  of  a  Principal,  Nine  Professors, 
Eight  Assistant  Lecturers,  two  Demonstrators,  an  Instructress  in 
Art  and  eleven  occasional  Teachers. 

Subjects  of  Instruction  and  of  Entrance  and  other 
Exanvinationi.

I. — Preliminary. 

(a.)     Const  it  utimi. 

By  its  Charter  of  iDCorporation  the  government  of  the  CoIlefi;(  Constitution 
is  vested  in  (1)  the  Court  of  Governors,  (2)  the  Council,  (3)  the 
Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  Supreme  Governing  Body,  with 
power  to  manage  all  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the 
Charter,  or  hy  the  statutes  of  the  College,  and  controls  both  the 
Senate  and  the  Council. 

The  Council  manage  the  financial  and  other  ordinary  business 
of  the  College,  and  may  raise  questions  for  the  decision  of  the 
Court  and  determine  thd  course  of  Education  at  the  College. 

The  Senate  (subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council)  arrange  and 
carry  into  eflfect  the  course  of  education  prescribed  by  the  Council 
and  superintend  the  teaching  of  the  students  and  the  examina* 
tions  undertaken  by  tho  College,  as  well  as  the  discipline 
to  be  maintained  by  the  College  over  its  students. 

The  Senate  are  responsible  to  the  Council,  and  the  Council  to 
the  Court  of  Governors,  for  the  due  discharge  of  their  respective 
fiinctions. 

The  Court  ot  Governors  is  constituted  as  follows: — (1.)  The 
President,  the  two  Vice-Presidents,  the  two  Treasurers  and  the 
Principal ;  (2.)  60  Life  Governors :  Sopae  of  these  were  appointed 
by  the  Charter,  clause  16,  as  "  being  actually  Life  Governors 
of  the  existing  institution  above  mentioned."  viz.,  the 
University  College  of  Wales,  and  the  remainder  are  qualified 
under  Charter,  clause  16;  (3.)  Three  Governors  for  ten  years  as 
donors  of  £50  under  Charter,  clause  16  ;  (4.)  48  Ex-officio 
Governors :  These  include  the  Representatives  in  the  House  of 
Commons  of  the  constituencies  in  Wales  and  Monmouth ;  (6.) 
126  Representative  Governors;  (6.)  65  Co-optative  Governors 
5  of  wjiom  must  be  woipep, 
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The  CouncU  The  CouncQ  is  constituted  as  follows : — (1.)  Ex-officio :  President 
Vice-Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  the  Principal ;  (2.)  Elected 
members,  holding  office  for  three  years,  13  from  October,  1901, 
14  from  October  1902  and  13  from  October,  1903  (Ciharter, 
clause  36) ;  (3.)  Representative   members  (Charter,  clause  35.) 

The  Senate  The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal  (who  is  Chairman,  with  a 
second  or  casting  vote)  and  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  who 
are  responsible  for  separate  departments. 

(6.)     Objects. 

Objects  The  object  for  which  the  College  is  established^  and  is  in- 

tended to  be  carried  on  is,  and  shall  be,  to  afford  at  .a  moderate 
expense  the  means  of  instruction  in  such  branches  of  learning 
and  science,  excepting  Theology,  as  are  or  may  be  at  the  time 
being  usually  studied  in  the  Universities  of  the  United  King- 
dom, or  any  of  them,  and  as  the  Governors  or  other  the  persons 
who  shall  for  the  time  being  have  authority  in  that  behalf,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  in  manner  required  by  the  Charter  and 
statutes  direct;  to  provide  when  expedient  and  practicable, 
such  technical  or  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate 
service  in  professional  or  commercial  life ;  and  further  to  pro- 
mote higher  education  generally  by  lectures,  combined  with 
class  teaching,  and  examining  at  such  places  and  in  such 
subjects  (except  Theology)  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to 
time,  in  pursuance  of  statutes  made  in  that  behalf. 

(c.)    Buildings^ 

J^uildings  The  completed  buildings  were  designed  to  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  500  students,  and  comprise  entrance  hall,  central  hall, 
examination  hall,  museum,  general  library,  Welsh  library,  Princi- 
pal's  private  room,  Registrar's  private  room,  Registrar's  offices, 
bookbinding  room,  men  students*  common  room,  men  students' 
reading  room,  two  women  students'  common  rooms,  gymnasium, 
lavatories,  cloak  rooms,  joiners'  workshop,  and  caretaker's  pre- 
mises. In  the  Arts  Section  there  are  seventeen  lecture  rooms, 
professors'  and  lecturers'  private  rooms  (18),  and  in  the  Science 
Section  there  are  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  for  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Geology,  and  Agriculture. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  having  proved  too  small  for  the  in- 
creasing number  of  students,  temporary  accommodation  has 
been  provided  outside  the  College.  A  permanent  Chemical 
Laboratory  is  being  created  at  a  cost  of  £20,000  in  memory 
of   the  late   Mr.   Edward  Davies  by  his  widow  and  children. 

There  is  also  a  well-equipped  dairy  school  in  the  basement  of 
the  building. 
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II. — Students. 

There  is  no  e^tnuoe  esamination,  though  the  Council  haa  the 
power  to  prescribe  one.  Scholarships  are  offered  at  the  com* 
mencement  of  each  Session. 

All  siudents  are  over  16  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  students  at  the  opening  of  the  last  academical 
year  1902-1903  was  440. 

The  440  students  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  academical

In  addition  to  the  aboye  regular  students,  38  men,  being 
farmers'  sons  and  others  engaged  in  agricidturey  attended  a 
seven  weeks*  course  on  Agriculture,  Chemistry,  and  kindred 
subjects  during  Michaelmas  Term,  of  the  Session  1902-1903, 
and  6  attended  an  extended  short  course  ox  sixteen  weeks  during 
Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms.

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IV. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

A  Hostel  for  men  students  was  opened  in  October,  1901, 
(Warden :  Prof.  J.  W.  MarshaU,  M.A.).  Fees,  13  to  14  guineas 
per  term. 

Most  ot  the  men  students,  however,  reside  in  registered 
lodging-houses.  No  lodging-house  is  roistered  until  it  has  been 
inspected  by  the  borough  surveyor  and  certified  satisfactory  in 
respect  of  its  sanitary  arrangements.  Lodging-house  keepers 
are  required  to  notify  (a)  cases  where  students  remain  out  after 
r^ulation  hours,  (6)  cases  of  contagious  disease.  The  charge  for 
rooms  ranges  from  3«.  6d  to  5«.  a  week ;  board  from  98.  upwards. 
With  economy  a  student  can  maintain  himself  at  a  cost  of 
128,  6d.  to  158.  per  week. 

All  women  students  (unless  they  reside  with  their  parents  or 
guardians)  are  requfred  to  reside  at  the  Hall  of  Residence  for 
women  students  (known  as  the  Alexandra  Hall),  under  the 
superintendence  of  Miss  E.  A.  Carpenter  as  Lady  Principal.

I. — Preuminart. 

(a.)  Constitviion  and  Objects  of  the  CoUege. 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter,  dated  4th  June 
1885,  the  government  being  vested  in  a  Court  of  Governors 
Council,  and  Senate,  as  described  below.  The  objects  of  the 
Collie  are  thus  defined  in  the  Charter: — "The  ooject  of  the 
''  College  shall  be  to  provide  instruction  in  all  the  branches  of  a 
*'hberal  education*  except  Theology,  and  especially  such  instruc- 
"  tion  as  may  enable  residents  in  the  six  counties  of  North  Wales 
"  and  elsewhere  to  qualify  for  degrees  in  Arts,  Science,  and  other 
"  subjects,  except  Theology,  at  the  University  of  Wales  (whenever 
"  such  University  shall  have  been  constituted)  or  at  anjr  of  the 
"  Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  time  being  em- 
"  powered  to  grant  degrees,  and  aLso  to  give  such  technicalf  or 
"  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate  service  in  professional 
"  or  commercial  hfe ;  and  further,  to  promote  higher  education 
"  generally  by  providing  for  persons  who  are  not  matriculated 
"students  instruction  m  the  form  of  lectures,  combined  with 
"class  teaching  and  examining,  at  such  places  and  in  such 
"  subjects  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Statutes 
"of  the  College."  ^ 

(b.)  Ooveming  Bodies  of  tlie  College, 

The  Groveming  Bodies  of  the  College  are  three,  viz.,  the 
Council,  the  Senate,  and  the  Court  of  Governors. 

I.  The  Council  consists  of  31  members,  appointed  as  follows, 
and  all  holding  oflSce  with  the  exception  of  the  gas-oiglcio  members 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Senate  and  the  Town  Council 
(who  are  elected  annually)  for  five  years : — The  President,  the 
two  Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal,  ex-ojfficio ; 
three  members  appointed  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
one  by  the  Senate,  one  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Governors 
out  of  the  past  students  of  the  College  who  have  graduated, 
one  appointed  by  the  Town  Council  of  Bangor,  one  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Council  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  one  by  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  one  by 
the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London,  and  17  representatives 
of  the  Court  of  Governors,  who  retire  by  rotation.  The  Council 
manage  the  financial  and  ordinary  business  of  the  College, 
and  discharge  such  other  functions  and  have  such  other  powers 
as  the  Statutes  of  the  College  from  time  to  time  prescribe.

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II. — The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal,  Professors,  and 
Permanent  Lecturers  for  the  time  being.

III. — The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  supreme  governing  body 
of  the  CoUege,  and  has  power  to  manage  all  matters  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  Charter  and  Statutes.  With  it  lies 
the  power  of  making  Statutes  and  also  of  amending  them,  and, 
under  special  circumstances,  of  amending  the  Charter  itself 
with  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  by  special  Statutes.  * 

(c.)  Description  of  College  Buildings, 

The  main  building  -^as  taken  on  a  lease  of  60  years 
from  Lord  Penrhjm  at  the  opening  of  the  College,  at  an  annual 
rent  of  £200.  As  made  fit  for  College  nurposes,  it  contains  an 
Arts  side,  and  chemical  and  physical  aepartments,  which  are 
entirely  separated  from  the  Arts  end.  The  Arts  wing  includes  the 
following  rooms : — Lecture  rooms — English,  Greek,  Mathematics, 
Latin,  Philosophy,  Modem  Languages — seven  private  rooms  for 
the  Professors,  Registrar's  office,  Clerks'  office,  four  rooms  devoted 
to  library  purposes, Professors'  common  room,men's  common  room, 
students'  smoking  room,  dining  room  (kitchen,  &c.,  attached), 
women's  common  room,  and  private  room  for  the  Lady  Super- 
intendent of  women  students.  The  head  porter  resides  upon  the 
College  premises,  but  there  is  no  provision  for  lodging  students 
or  members  of  the  staff.  About  half  an  acre  of  groxmd  attach^ 
to  the  College  is  laid  out  as  a  carden. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building  there  is  a  biological  depart- 
ment, «in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  sections  of  Botany, 
Zoologv,  and  Agriculture,  and  a  large  temporary  structure 
devoted  more  especially  to  the  needs  of  the  Day  Training  Depart- 
ment, but  also  containing  a  hall  for  College  purposes  capable  of 
accommodatine  600  persons. 

The  physical,  chemical,  and  biological  laboratories  occupy  an 
extensive  area  to  the  west  of  the  main  buildings  of  the  College. 

(d.)  Accomrnodation  of  Students. 

The  establishment  of  a  Day  Training  Denartment  made  it 
necessary  for  the  College,  in  1895,  to  proviae  at  once  further 
building  accommodation  in  some  form  or  other,  and  the  er^tion 
of  the  temporary  structure  (of  wood  and  slate)  referred  to  under 
head  (c.)  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  the  minimu^l ,  ao- 
commocj^tion  for  the  students  now  in  residence.  But  this 
provision,  besides  being  a  makeshift,  is  each  session  proving  more 
and  more  inadequate,  and  the  College  authorities  have  now  in 
view  the  erection  of  permanent  buildmgs  suited  to  the  needs  and 
character  of  the  institution.  In  January,  1900,  the  -Court  of 
Governors  of  the  College  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that 
these  buildings  should  be  erected  upon  a  new  site,  the  present 
one  being  inconveniently  situated  and  inadequate  in  extent. 
The  City  Council  of  Bangor  was  accordingly  approadied,  and  in 
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Maroh,  1902,  the  Corporation  formally  offered  to  the  College,  as  a 
free  s^ift,  a  valuable  site  of  rather  more  than  ten  acres  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  £15,000.  This  offer  was,  on 
April  30th,  accepted  by  the  CJourt  of  Governors.  The  College 
authorities  have  resolved  to  undertake,  without  delay,  the 
raising  of  the  necessary  funds  for  new  buildings,  and  a  large  and 
representative  Permanent  Buildings  Committee  has  been  ap- 
pomted  for  the  purpose.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

{(i.)  In  Lodgings, 

The  rates  charged  by  the  lodging-house  keepers  registered  by 
the  College  vary  from  4s.  to  7«.  6d  per  weeK  for  the  use  of 
rooms.  Tne  cost  of  living  for  a  Session  for  a  student  living  in 
lodgings  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  25Z. 

(b)  In  tlie  Hall  of  Residence  {for  Women  Students), 
The  charge  for  board. and  lodging  is  from  31i.  to  42Z.  for  the 
Session.  The  Hall  is  under  the  care  of  Miss  Lane,  the  College 
Lady  Superintendent  of  Women  Students.  A  new  building, 
specially  designed  for  the  purpose,  and  capable  of  accommodating 
50  students,  has  been  erected  on  a  desirable  site  in  Upper 
Bangor,  and  was  formally  opened  in  October,  1897,  by  Sfiss 
Helen  Gladstone. 

The  new  Hall  stands  in  about  an  acre  of  private  grounds,  and 
commands  a  wide  prospect  of  sea  and  mountain. 

•  All  the  Degree  Courses  given  in  the  f*ollege  are  now  arranged  with 
reference  to  the  Degrees  of  the  University  of  Wales  and  no  direct  preparation 
is  offered  for  the  examinations  of  other  Universities.

(a)  Constitution. — The  University  of  Birmingham  was  in- 
corporated by  Royal  Charter  on  the  24th  of  March,  1900;  and, 
by  the  Birmingliam  University  Act,  1900,  Mason  University 
CJoll^e  was  merged  in  the  University  as  from  the  1st  of  October, 
1900.  The  University  officers  include  the  Chancellor  and  Pro- 
Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Pro- Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Principal,  the  Vice-Principal,  and  Deans  of  each 
of  the  Faculties  within  the  University.  The  Supreme  Governing 
Body  of  the  University  is  the  CoUft  of  Governors.  The  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  of  the  University  and  of  the 
discipline,  practical  repairs,  business,  and  work  of  the  University, 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the  University,  subject  to  the 
Statutes  and  to  the  control  of  the  Court  of  Grovemors.  The 
Members  of  the  Council  number  twenty-nine.  The  Senate  of 
the  University  consists  of  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  Deans 
of  Faculties,  and  all  the  Professors  of  the  University,  and, 
subject  to  Statutes  of  the  University  and  the  control  and 
approval  of  the  Council,  the  Senate  has  the  regulation  and 
control  of  the  curriculum  and  education  afforded  by  the 
University  and  the  discipline  of  its  students.  The  Principal  is 
eohofficio  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  Charter  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  Guild  of  Graduates 
of  the  University  and  a  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  each  of  whom 
shall  have  Representatives  on  the  Court  of  Governors. 

The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  about  ninety  Life 
Governors ;  of  five  persons  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  City 
of  Birmingham  ;  oi  Representatives  of  County  Councils,  and 
of  other  local  authorities  in  the  counties  of  Warwickshire, 
Worcestershire,  Staffordshire,  Shropshire,  Leicestershire,  Derbv- 
shire,  and  Rutlandshire;  of  representatives  appointed  by  t^e 
Chancellor  for  the  time  being  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,London,Wales,Victoria  University, and  the  University 
of  Birmingham;  of  Representatives  of  the  Royal  Collie  of 
Physicians  of  London  and  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England ;  of  ten  of  the  Members  of  Parliament  in 
the  seven  counties  above-mentioned ;  of  a  number  of  Governors 
ex-oficio,  and  of  Governors  representative  of  Public  Schools,  and 
Municipal  Societies  and  Institutions ;  and  of  the  Principal,  Vice- 
Principal,  Deans  of  Faculties,  and  Professors  of  the  Umversity. 

The  University  is  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as 
an  Inspecting  Agency  for  Secondary  Schools  iinder  the  Board 
of  Education  Act,  1899.

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2  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGES: 

There  are  Faculties  of  Science,  Arts,  Medicine,  and  Commerce 
within  the  University. 

There  are  special  Departments  for  the  training  of  Teachers 
(Men  and  Women). 

There  are  no  Evening  Classes. 

(b)  Buildings  in  the  City, — The  site  extends  from  Edmund 
Street  to  Great  Charles  Street,  and  comprises  about  an  acre  of 
land,  with  a  frontage  of  150  feet  in  Edmund  Street,  and  a 
depth  of  313  feet.  The  building,  which  is  of  great  solidity  and 
excellent  workmanship,  cost  65,OO0Z.,  and  additions  recentlv 
completed  have  involved  a  further  expenditure  of  about  15,000^. 
Part  only,  however,  of  the  new  buildings  are  used  in  the 
Faculties  of  Science,  Arts  and  Commerce. 

The  whole  of  the  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold  land 
forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

(c)  Buildings  at  Bowmbrook. — Additional  buildings  are  in 
course  of  erection  upon  a  freehold  site  of  about  twenty-five 
acres  at  Bournbrook,  three  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City  of 
Birmingham,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  250,000^.  In  these 
building  it  is  proposed  to  house  the  Departments  of  Engineer- 
ing (Civil,  Mechanical  and  Electrical),  Metallurcy,  Mining, 
Applied  Chemistry,  &c.  The  new  buildings  will  also  include  a 
University  Hall,  to  be  used  on  ceremonial  and  other  occasions.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

There  are  no  hostels  for  men  students  at  present  connected 
with  the  University.  A  hostel  for  women  students  was  ^opened 
in  October,  1904. 

The  University  does  not  provide  any  accommodation  for 
residence  of  students,  but  a  list  of  approved  lodgings  is  kept  by 
the  Secretary  for  their  use. 

The  charges  made  by  the  owners  of  lodging-houses  vary  finom 
258.  to  21.  28.  per  week  for  board  and  lodgmg.

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Vni. — Conditions  of  Tenv/re  of  Profeseorships,  &c. 

The  following  Ordinances  deal  with  the  conditions  of  tenure 
of  Professorships  and  other  Teacherships,  and  of  entrance  for 
Students:—- 

The  manner  of  appointment  and  the  duties  of  the  Professors, 
Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  External  Examiners  and  Librarian, 
shall  in  each  case  oe  determined  by  the  Council  after  report 
thereon  by  the  Senate. 

The  emoluments,  allowances  and  salaries  of  the  Officers  of  the 
University,  its  Professors,  Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  Secretary, 
Registrar,  and  servants  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers  shall  hold  office  during 
good  behaviour,  but  may  be  removed  by  the  Council  for  good 
cause  as  defined  bv  the  Statutes  of  the  University;  provided 
also  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Senate,  either  on  its  own 
initiative  or  upon  request  by  the  Council,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  case  of  any  Professor  or  Independent  Lecturer, 
and  for  a  maiority  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present  and 
voting  at  a  duly  convened  meeting  of  the  Senate  (such  voting 
to  be  oy  ballot),  to  represent  to  the  Council  that  in  the  general 
interest  of  the  University  or  for  some  special  reason  it  is 
desirable  that  the  engi^ement  of  any  Professor  or  Independent 
Lecturer  should  be  determined,  and  upon  receipt  of  such 
representation  the  Council  may  terminate  the  engagement  of 
such  Professor  or  Lecturer  by  six  months*  notice  in  writing. 

The  engi^ments  of  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  (other 
than  Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers)  and  of  the 
Secretary,  Eegistrar,  officers  and  servants  of  the  University  may, 
subject  to  any  special  provision  in  the  terms  of  their 
engagements,  respectively,  be  determined  by  three  months' 
notice  in  writing  on  either  side. 

Every  person  who  has  been  matriculated  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  membership  of  the  University  and  of  the 
Guild  of  Undergraduates,  so  long  as  he  is  in  actual  attendance 
on  a  course  of  study  in  the  University  approved  by  a  Faculty  of 
the  University,  but  no  longer. 

The  University  may  admit  all  persons  who  shall  have  satisfied 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescrioed  by  r^ulations  to  any  of 
the  courses  of  study  oftered  by  the  University,  although  they 
have  not  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  or  any 
examination  exempting  from  the  Matriculation  Examination ; 
but  such  students  shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  matriculated  or  to 
be  members  of  the  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  nor  shall  they  be 
entitled  to  wear  the  academic  dress  prescribed  for  Under- 
graduates. 

No  denominational  or  religious  test  is  demanded  from  or 
applicable  to  any  member  of  tne  teaching  staff,  or  any  of  the 
students. 
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IX.— Other  Information. 

Faculty  of  Medicine. 

This  faculty  was  trausierred  from  Queen's  College,  Birming- 
ham, on  the  1st  of  October,  1892. 

The  total  number  of  ivdivid'iud  students  attending  classes  in 
the  Medical  Faculty  during  the  year  1903-1904  was  189. 

The  existing  accommodation  in  the  college  buildings  is  suffi- 
cient for  about  double  the  number  now  attending. 

The  University  does  not  provide  accommodation  for  residence 
of  medical  students,  but  the  Secretary  keeps  a  list  of  approved 
lodgings. 

The  whole  of  the  medical  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold 
land  forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

The  staff  consists  ot  18  Professors,  22  Lecturers,  and  11 
Demonstrators.

At 
the  expiration  of  this  period  they  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Dean,  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  membership  fees  demanded 
from  occasional  students. 

Occasional  or  Class  Students  are  required  to  pay  £1  Is.  for 
each  Winter  Session  and  10s.  Gd.  for  each  Summer  Session 
during  which  they  are  in  attendance  at  the  University. 
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//. — Composition  Fee, 

The  Composition  Fee,  £85,  is  inclusive  and  payable  in  four 
annual  instalments,  viz.:— £25,  £25,  £15,  and  £20  at  the 
commencement  of  each  year.  This  fee  covers  all  the  courses 
necessary  for  the  Decrees  of  this  and  other  Universities,  and 
the  ordinary  qualifications  of  the  Licensing  Boards.  It  does  not 
include,  however,  courses  for  Public  Health  Diplomas,  nor  those 
for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  Examination  of  the  University  of 
London,  nor  the  additional  courses  required  for  the  Fellowship 
of  the  Royal  CoU^  of  Surgeons,  and  other  such  higher 
diplomas  and  degrees.  It  is  not  a  perpetual  fee,  and  students 
allowing  their  courses  to  fall  into  arrear,  without  having  pre- 
viously obtained  the  written  permission  of  the  Dean  to  do  so, 
are  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  unused  portion  of  their 
Composition  Fee.

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REPORT  PROM 
THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  LEEDS- 


I. — Pbeliminart. 

(1) — Origin. 

The  University  comprises  (1)  The  Leeds  School  of  Medicine, 
founded  in  1831,  and  the  Yorkshire  College  established  (first  as 
a  College  of  Science)  in  1874,  which  became  united  in  1884 
From  J  887  to  1903  the  Yorkshire  College  formed  part  of  the 
Victoria  Uiiiversity;  from  October  1903  until  April  1904  it  was 
associated  with  the  Owens  College  in  the  Victoria  University  of 
Manchester ;  and  in  1904  it  became  an  independent  University, 
with  the  name  of  "  The  University  of  Leeds/'  the  Yorkshire 
College  being  merged  in  the  University  by  Act  of  Parliament 
passed  in  the  same  year. 

(2) — Constitution. 

The  Authorities  of  the  University  are  the  Chancellor,  the 
Pro-Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Coiul;,  the  Council,  the  Senate,  the  Faculties,  the  Boards  of 
Faculties,  and  the  Convocation. 

The  Court  is  the  governing  body  of  the  University.  It 
consists  of  the  Chanceflor,  Pro-Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Treasurer;  of  representatives  of  (1)  County  and  Countv  Borough 
Councils  in  Yorkshire;  (2)  certain  Associations  which  have 
contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  College ;  (3)  the  Faculties  and 
Convocation ;  (4)  certain  Universities  and  Schools ;  of  members 
of  the  Council;  of  those  who  were  Life  Governors  of  the 
Yorkshire  College;  of  donors  of  £1,000;  of  three  persons 
appointed  by  the  Crown;  and  of  ten  persons  elected  by  the 
Court. 

The  Council  is  the  executive  body  of  the  University.  It 
consists  of  the  Chancellor,  Pro-Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor,  and 
Treasurer;  of  representatives  (1)  of  Countv  and  County  Borough 
Councils;  (2)  of  the  Cloth  workers'  Cfompany;  (3)  of  the 
Faculties ;  and  (4)  of  Convocation ;  of  one  member  appointed 
by  the  Crown,  and  of  twelve  elected  by  the  Court. 

(3) — Bv4ld/ing8. 

The  principal  University  buildings,  all  of  which  are  freehold 
and  held  by  the  University  in  its  corporate  name,  consist  of 
two  blocks : — 
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^1)  The  College  Road  block,  in  which  all  the  work  of  the 
University  is  carried  on,  except  the  professional  teaching  of 
medical  students,  and  the  experimental  and  demonstrative  work 
of  the  Agricultural  Department.  These  buildings,  with  their 
fittings  and  the  building  site,  together  with  the  land  available 
ior  further  buildings,  have  cost  tae  University  about  192,000?., 
of  which  70,000i.  has  been  contributed  by  the  Clothworkers* 
Company  of  London  for  the  accommodation  of  the  technical 
departments  in  which  that  Company  is  specially  interested, 
and  the  remainder  has  been  contributed  by  the  founders  and 
supnorters  of  the  Yorkshire  College,  who  are  chiefly  resident  in 
YorJkshire. 

The  College  Road  buildings  include  a  large  examination  hall, 
a  libraiT  which  is  also  used  as  a  reading-room  ;  laboratories,  some 
of  the  best  arranged  of  their  kind  to  te  found  in  any  institution, 
for  the  practical  teaching  of  all  the  various  sciences  comprised  in 
the  University  curricula ;  large  and  small  lecture  and  class- rooms ; 
drawing  offices,  &c.  Excluding  professors*  or  lecturers*  private 
rooms,  council  room  and  offices,  there  are  84  rooms  in  this  block 
used  for  teaching  purposes.  The  number  of  students  who  could 
be  accommodated  in  them  has  not  been  precisely  ascertained, 
but  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  departments,  which  are 
nearly  or  auite  full,  a  larger  number  than  those  actually  in 
attendance  nave  been  provided  for. 

(2)  The  Medical  School,  at  Mount  Pleasant,  in  immediate 
proximity  to  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary.  This  block  has, 
mcluding  site,  cost  the  University  50,000i.,  and  provides  ample 
space  and  adequate  teaching  apparatus  for  the  professional 
training  of  medical  students. 

The  practical  work  of  the  Agricultural  Department  is  carried 
on  at  CJarforth  (about  seven  miles  distant  from  Leeds)  on  a 
farm  of  mixed  arable  and  grass  land  of  upwards  of  300  acres, 
which  has  been  provided  for  educational  purposes  by  the  Joint 
Agricultural  Council  of  the  three  Ridings  of  Yorkshire. 

The  University  is  not  a  residential  institution,  but  certain 
members  of  the  Court  have  built  a  hostel  for  the  residence  of  30 
students.  This  building  belongs  to  a  limited  company.  Other 
residential  accommodation  for  University  students  is  provided 
by  means  of  lodgings,  which  are  placed  upon  the  register,  after 
a  Committee  has  been  satisfied  of  the  suitability  of  the  house- 
keepers and  of  the  sanitary  and  other  conditions  of  the  houses. 
Students,  unless  they  belong  to  the  Leeds  Day  Training  College, 
are,  however,  not  under  the  obligation  to  reside  in  such 
registered  lodghigs.

The  emoluments  of  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  vary  with 
the  size  of  their  classes.  As  a  rule,  the  remimeration  of  a  pro- 
fessor consists  of  a  fixed  stipend  of  5001.  a  year,  but  some  receive 
1.000?.  a  year.  A  lecturers  salary  ranees  from  2001.  to  460i. 
Tlie  salaries  of  assistant  lecturers  and  demonstrators  vary  from 
lOOl.  to  2001.  a  year. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  and  particulars  of  entrance  and 
scholarship  examinations  are  contained  in  the  Calendar. 

The  length  of  the  session  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Science, 
&c.,  is  33  weeks  for  day  students,  and  20  weeks  for  evening 
students.  In  the  Department  of  Medicine  the  session  is  the 
customary  academic  year  for  medical  students  of  about  38  weeks.

liament, ex  oficio  (10)  and  by  appointment  (12) ;  Members  ex 
officio  (86) ;  Members  appointed  for  a  period  by  the  Court  (11) ; 
the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Senate,  the  Deans  of  Faculties, 
the  Registrar  and  the  Librarian. 

The  Council  includes  5  Members  ex  officio,  15  elected  hy  the  Council. 
Court,  5  appointed  by  the  Municipal   Council  of  the  City  of 
Liverpool,  6  representmg  the  Senate  and  the  Faculties  of  the 
University,  and  1  appointed  by  Convocation.

(a)  Constitution. 


Under  the  Royal  Charter  regulating  the  University,  the 
authorities  of  the  University  are  the  following: — The  Chancellor, 
the  Vice-Chaneellor,  two  rro-Vice-Chancellors,  the  Court  now 
consisting  of  98  members,  the  Council,  which  now  consists  of  21 
members,  and  is  the  executive  body  of  the  University ;  the  Senate, 
consisting  of  the  38  professors  of  the  University,  which  has  the 
general  control  of  Instruction ;  and  the  Boards  of  the  Faculties 
of  Arts,  Science,  Law,  Music,  Commerce,  Theology  and  Medicine. 

(b)  Buildings. 

The  teaching  work  in  the  Faculties  of  the  University  other 
than  Medicine  is  carried  on  in  23  large  class  rooms,  in 
special  rooms  in  the  Library,  in  the  engineering  drawing 
room,  and  in  the  laboratories  assigned  to  each  branch  of 
Natural  Science,  and  in  separate  rooms  for  the  special 
work  of  students  of  the  University  Training  Colleges.  He 
Physiciil,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories  occupy 
separate  blocks  of  buildings, — some  of  them  recently  erected,  m 
which  provision  is  made  for  research  as  well  as  for  teaching. 

The  Museum  building  contains  the  zoological,  geological, 
botanical,  and  mineralogical  collections,  which  are  now  very 
extensive.  The  Beyer  laooratories,  which  adjoin  the  Museum, 
include  the  neicessary  class  rooms  and  laboratories  for  the  teach- 
ing of  these  subjects. 

The  Medical  School  occupies  a  large  senarate  building,  in 
which  the  Physiological  and  Pharmaceutical  laboratories  are  in- 
duded. 
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II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  University  consists  of  39  Professors, 
and  115  Lecturers,  Demonstrators  and  Assistant  Lecturers. 

Svhjeeta  of  Instruction. 

A  detailed  svllabus  of  the  several  classes  for  the  current  session 
(1904-5)  will  be  found  in  the  Universitv  Calendar,  pp.  161-294 
(Faculties  of  Arts,  Science,  Law,  Music,  CJommerce  ana  Theology) ; 
pp.  297-410  (Faculty  of  Medicine,  including  the  Dental  and 
rnarmaceutical  Departments);  pp.  411-416  (tne  Public  Health 
Department);  pp.  427-446  (£vening,  Special,  Saturday  and 
Popular  Courses). 

The  Court  has  instituted  a  Faculty  of  Technology  for  which 
arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  Session  1905-06. 

Svhjects  of  Entrance  Examinxitiona. 

There  is  no  entrance  examination  to  the  University,  but  no 
Student  is  admitted  who  is  considered  insufficiently  prepared  for 
the  course  on  which  he  proposes  to  enter.  All  students  preparing 
for  the  degrees  of  the  University  are  required  to  pass  the 
Matriculation  examination  of  the  University  or  some  other  ex- 
amination accepted  as  equivalent.  This  examination  is  passed 
normally  either  at  entrance  or  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  study. 
A  few  present  themselves  for  the  Matriculation  examination 
of  the  u  niversity  of  LondoiL 

Students  before  being  admitted  to  the  University  Training 
Colleges  are  required  to  have  passed  the  Matriculation  Examina- 
tion of  the  University,  or  in  the  event  of  vacancies  still  remaining, 
a  few  might  be  admitted  who  had  obtained  a  first  class  in  the 
King's  Scholarship  Examination,  without  passing  the  Matricu- 
lation Examination. 

Length  of  Session. 

The  length  of  the  session  1904-1905  is  arranged  as  follows : —

There  are  four  halls  oi  residence  associated  with  the  University, 
two  being  for  men,  and  two  for  the  women  students.  At 
the  Hulme  Hall  the  charges  are  63^.  per  annum.  There  are 
several  scholarships  of  from  201.  to  501.  per  annum  each,  tenable 
at  this  Hall  for  three  years ;  iive  or  more  of  these  are  offered 
annually  for  public  competition. 

At  the  Dalton  Hall  the  charges  are  90L  per  annum.  There 
is  a  scholarship  offered  annualiy  tenable  for  two  years  at  this 
Hall  of  the  value  of  251.  a  year. 

At  Ashburne  House  (a  Hall  of  Residence  for  Women)  the 
charges  vary  from  36  to  50  guineas  per  session,  according  to  the 
rooms  selected.  At  least  one  bursary  of  15L  a  year  and  renewable 
for  two  additional  years,  is  offered  annually. 

At  the  Victoria  Church  Hostel,  for  women  students  the  fees 
for  board  and  residence  for  University  training  students  are 
15L  a  year. 

A  list  of  lodgings  is  also  kept  at  the  University,  from  which 
students  may  select  apartments.  The  terms  vary  between  8s. 
and  21s.  per  week. 

A  Refectory  is  maintained  on  suitable  premises,  leased  by  the 
University  opposite  the  University  Buildings,  where  there  is 
accommodation,  etc.,  for  students  desiring  luncheon,  dinner  or 
tea  at  a  moderate  charge.  Another  house  is  used  for  a 
Refectory  for  Women  Students. 


VIII. — Conditions    of   tenure   of   Professorships    and    other 
Teacherships  and  of  entrance  oi  students  to  the  University. 

No  religious  test  may  be  imposed  on  any  teacher  or  student 
of  the  University. 


IX. — ^During  the  session  1904-5  very  considerable  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Library. 

New  buildings  for  the  Public  Health  laboratories  have  been 
erected  which  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  research,  as 
well  as  for  investigations  in  Public  Health  for  local  authorities. 

The  laboratory  of  the  late  Dr.  Schunck  was  removed  to  the 
University  and  re-erected  in  the  summer  of  1904  to  be  used  as 
a  research  laboratory.

I. — ^PBELIHINAJtY. 

(a)  Constitution. 

Under  the  Deed  of  Endowment  and  Trust  the  authorities  of  the 
College  consist  of:  — 

(!•)  The  Governors,  who  are  the  supreme  Governing  Bodj  j 

(2.)  The  Council,  which  is  the  Managing  Body  of  the  College, 
and  is  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  its  functions ;  and 

(3.)  The  Education  Board,  which  organises  and  directs  the 
education  of  the  College,  and  is  responsible  to  the 
Council. 

(b)  College  BnUdinga. 

The  most  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  practical  work  in 
all  the  scientific  departments.  The  laboratories  are  large  and 
thoroughly  equippea,  and  students  are  taught  from  the  first  that 
laboratory  practice  is  as  important  as  lecturing.  Besides  the 
general  library,  special  collections  of  books  are  noused  in  each 
department,  where  they  are  readily  accessible  to  both  students 
and  teachers. 

There  are  common  rooms,  reading  rooms,  lavatories,  etc. 

The  new  Building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  has  now  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  £21,000 ; 
as  also  the  addition  to  the  Department  of  Chemistry  on  which 
a  sum  of  £3,000  has  been  spent. 

A  piece  of  ground  extending  to  about  three  acres  adjoining 
the  original  property  has  beon  acquired  by  purchase,  and  will 
afford  space  for  further  additions  to  the  College  Buildings.  Two 
commoaious  Dwelling-houses  occupying  the  new  site  have  been 
temporarily  converted — the  one  into  a  Library  and  the  other 
into  a  Students'  Union.  Another  of  the  Buildings  on  this  new 
site  has  during  the  past  year  been  converted  into  a  Gymnasium, 
and  two  Fives  Courts  have  been  added  at  a  total  cost  of  about 
£8,000. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  lodging  or  boarding  of  students. 

II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

There  are  13  professors,  of  whom  seven  are  engaged  on  both 
day  and  evening  work.  There  is  a  lecturer  in  the  Department 
of  English,  one  in  Classics,  one  in  French,  one  in  Logic  and 
Moral  rhilosophy,  one  in  Scots  Law,  one  in  Education,  and  one 
in  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Public  Health.  Lectureships 
have  also  been  established,  but  without  endowment,  in  Mental 
Diseases,  Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Ophthalmology. 
There  is  a  teacher  of  Fine  Arts,  also  without  endowment.     More 
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recently  Lectureships  in  Geology  and  in  Conveyancing  have 
been  established  in  the  College. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  included  in  the  curriculum  will  best 
be  understood  from  the  programme  as  printed  in  the  College 
Calendar. 

Though  the  classes  are  open  to  all,  an  entrance  examinatiou 
must  be  passed  by  all  students  who  wish  to  begin  a  course  of 
study  for  University  degrees,  as  under :  — 

/.  Arts. — ^Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
must  pass  a  preliminary  examination  in  (1)  English ;  (2)  Latin 
or  Greek;  (3)  Mathematics;  (4)  one  of  the  following:  Latin  or 
Greek  (if  not  already  taken),  French,  German,  Italian, 
D3niamics. 

//.  Science. — Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  ot 
Science  must  pass  the  preliminary  examination  prescribed  for 
candidates  for  graduation  in  Arts,  except  that  (1)  French  or 
(jerman  may  be  substituted  for  Latin  or  Greek ;  (2)  Mathematics 
must  be  passed  on  the  higher  standard ;  (3)  a  degree  in  Arts 
shall  exempt  from  the  preliminary  examination. 

///.  Medicine. — Every  candidate  for  graduation  in  Medicin«3 
must,  before  commencing  his  medical  studies,  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  in  (1)  English ;  (2)  Latin ;  (3)  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  (4)  Greek  or  French  or  German. 

The  whole  of  the  teaching  given  in  the  College  is 
mainly  directed  to  the  various  Arts,  Science,  and  Medical 
Decrees  in  the  Scottish  Universities.

I. — Preliminary. 

(a)    ConstitvHon. 

The  College  consists  of  persons  elected  by  the  College  in 
Greneral  Meeting  (such  Meeting  to  be  held  ''once  in  each 
"  academical  year/')  "  on  the  nomination  alternately  of  the 
"  Visitor  and  of  two  members  of  the  College,-  but  so  that  at 
''  least  one  in  every  three  persons  appointed,  or  elected,  shall  be  a 
"  woman,  and  so  that  the  whole  number  of  Members  of  the 
"College  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  Two  Himdred."  {Vide 
Articles  of  Association,  Nos.  5  and  19.) 

The  College  appoints  a  permanent  Committee  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  College,  imder  the  name  of  the  Coimcil ;  this 
Council  consists  of  "  not  less  than  ten,  and  not  more  than  twenty, 
"  Members  of  the  College  elected  by  the  College  in  General 
**  Meeting,  and  not  less  than  one-third  of  such  Members  shall  be 
"  women."    {Vide  Articles  of  Association,  Nos.  23  and  30.) 

The  Council  at  the  present  time  consists  of  18  memoers,  ot 
whom  one-fifth  retire  annually. 

The  Principal  and  two  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff,  elected 
by  the  Staff,  attend  meetings  of  the  Council. 

(6)  BuUdvnga. 

The  buildings  of  the  College  comprise  four  houses  in  the 
centre  of  York  Place,  behind  which  a  solid  block  of  buildings 
has  been  erected.  Besides  the  Central  Hall  there  are  twelve 
lecture  rooms,  six  laboratories  (for  Zoolcgy,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Physics,  Physiology  and  Bacteriology),  a  research  room, 
a  studio,  two  libraries,  studies,  a  gymnasium,  students'  common 
room,  professors*  common  rooms,  &c.,  &c. 

The  increased  accommodation  provided  by  the  acquirement, 
until  1909,  of  an  adjoining  house  m  York  Place  has  enabled  the 
Council  to  establish  an  additional  course  of  training  to  b^n  in 
October  of  each  Session.  Extra  lecture  rooms  and  rooms  for 
resident  students  have  also  been  provided  by  this  temporary 
extension. 

Forty-two  students  can  be  lodged  and  boarded  in  the  resi- 
dence on  the  premises,

The  Staff  (28)  consists  of  the  Principal,  Lecturers,  Assistant

The  Training  Department. 

Recognised  as  a  Training  College  by  the  University  of  London 
and  Cambridge  Syndicate. 

This  Department  provides  a  professional  training  in  teaching 
for  women  over  19  years  of  age. 

Courses  for  the  Training  of  Secondary  Teachers  bcqgin  in 
October  and  January  respectively  and  extend  over  three  Terms, 
thirty  weeks  in  each  Session,  These  courses  include  full  pre- 
paration for  the  examinations  for  the  "Teaching  Diplomas" 
granted  by  the  Universities  of  London  and  of  Cambridge. 

TlieoreiicaL  Work, 
Lectures  are  given  in  the  following  subjects : — 

Psvchology;  Logic;  Ethics;  Theory  of  Education;  Art  of 
Teaching ;  School  Organisation ;  History  of  Education ; 
Hygiene ;  Voice  Production  ;  Mathematical  Method ;  Metliods 
of  teaching  Classics,  Modem  Languages,  Science,  and  all  the 
ordinary  school  subjects;  and  Drifl. 

Extra  lectures  are  also  given  each  Term  by  well-known 
authorities  on  education. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures,  classes  are  held  for  the  discussion 
of  school  difficulties.  Students  have  constant  practice  in 
Blackboard  Drawing,  in  preparing  Illustrations  for  L^sons,  in 
Elocution,  in  Class  Drilling,  and  there  is  frequent  opportunity  of 
visiting  and  reporting  upon  schools,  other  tnan  those  in  which 
the  practical  work  is  done. 

Practical  Work 
The  stuiients  have  the  advantage  of  practising  teaching  by 
giving  lessons  in  schools  of  very  varied  management,  including, 
amonff  others,  a  high  school,  several  private  schools,  an  endowed 
school,  a  higher  grade  school,  and  a  board  school.  Each  student 
gives  about  two  lessons  a  week,  and  these  are  always  fullv 
criticised.    The  classes  are  often  very  large,  and  great  attention 
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is  paid  to  discipline.    (Special  fsicilities  have  been  arranged  for 
students  wishing  to  become  Teachers  of  Science.) 

Any  student  having  satisfactorily  passed  through  a  full  course 
of  training  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  granted  by  the  Council  of 
Bedford  College.

I. — Preliminary. 
(a)    CoTistitution. 


The  Members  of  the  College  are  the  Governors,  Fellows,  and  Constitution. 
Life  Grovemors.  Governors  are  the  representatives  of  the 
original  shareholders,  and,  though  divested  oy  the  Act  of  1869  of 
all  pecuniary  interest  in  the  College,  have  the  right  of  nominat- 
ing a  substitute  or  successor.  Fellows  are  students  of  the 
College  who  have  passed  a  distinguished  examination  for  a  degree, 
and  who,  after  nomination  by  the  Coimcil,  have  been  elected  by 
the  Members  of  the  College  at  their  annual  meeting.  Life 
Governors  are  persons  who,  being  distinguished  in  certain  special 
ways  named  in  the  Act,  have  been  admitted  to  membership 
of  the  College  at  a  general  meeting.  The  number  of  Fellows 
and  Life  Governors  who  may  be  admitted  at  any  one  time 
is  limited  by  the  by-laws. 

The  Members  of  the  College  elect  from  among  themselves  a  TheCounciJ. 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer,  who,  together  with  not 
less  than  16  nor  more  than  21  other  members,  form  the  Council. 
Under  the  Act  of  1869,  "  The  Council  shall  have  the  sole  and 
'*  entire  management  and  superintendence  of  the  said  College, 
"as  well  relating  to  the  income  and  funds  thereof  as  to  the 
"  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of  literature,  science,  and  art 
'^  therein,  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  and  dismissal  of 
^*  professors,  lecturers,  and  teachers,  and  all  other  the  alEairs  and 
"concerns  thereof,  and  shall  also  have  the  government  of  the 
"said  hospital  and  of  its  funds.  And  shall  or  may,  but  not 
"  inconsistently,  with  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
"or  any  by-laws  for  the  time  being  in  force,  or  the  laws  and 
"  statutes  of  the  realm,  do  all  such  acts  as  shall  appear  to  them 
"necessary  or  proper  to  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
"  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  College."  The  Council  meets  at 
least  once  a  month  during  the  Session. 

Every  year  the  Council  ballot  for  six  of  their  number  to 
retire  :  the  retiring  members  are  eligible  for  re-election.  But 
the  Council,  though  possessed  of  certain  powers  of  re-nomination, 
are  requited  to  leave  three  vacancies  to  be  filled  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  others. 

The  body  next  in  importance  to  the  Council  is  the  Senate.  The  Senate. 
Under  theby-laws  of  the  College,  the  Professors,  with  the  Head 
Master  of  the  School,  constitute  the  Senate,  "for  the  better 
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"  regulation  of  the  academic  business  of  the  CJollege."  The  Princi- 
pal, or  in  his  absence,  one  of  two  Vice-Presidents,  appointed  by  the 
Council,  presides  at  each  meeting  of  the  Senate.  The  pro- 
fessors are  divided  into  Faculties  who  choose  the  Deans,  and 
each  Faculty  has  power  to  meet  and  discuss  any  business  connected 
with  its  work.  The  powers  of  the  Senate  are  of  special  importance 
with  regard  to  the  appointment  and  dismissal  ot  professors.  They 
must  be  consulted  oy  the  Council  as  to  the  creation  of  any 
new  professorship,  the  appointment  of  any  person  as  professor,  or 
the  removal  of  any  professor,  and  the  title  of  Emeritus  Professor 
can  be  conferred  only  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Senate. 
The  Senate  also  appoint  three  professors,  who,  with  three 
members  of  the  Council,  form  the  Court  of  Discipline,  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  students  in  serious  cases.  Six  professors 
represent  the  Senate  on  the  Council. 

The  chief  executive  officers  of  the  College  are  the  Principal 
and  the  Secretary.  They  receive  instructions  either  direct  from 
the  Council,  or  from  a  committee  of  the  Council,  annually 
elected  by  ballot,  and  called  the  Committee  of  Management. 
During  the  session  this  Committee  meets  fortnightly. 

Under  the  University  College,  London  Transfer  Act  (1905)  the 
College  will  be  incorporated  in  the  University  of  London. 

(6).  BxtUdings, 

.  Boildings.  An  adequate  description  of  the  buildings  composing  the  College 
cannot  be  given  here.  An  account  of  the  Nortu  Wing  only  was 
printed  some  years  ago,  and  fills  IG  large  quarto  pages.  It  will, 
perhaps,  be  enough  1o  say  that  University  College,  exclusive  of 
the  Hospital,  occupies  a  site  of  5^  acres,  and  contains,  at  present, 
196  rooms,  besides  libraries,  the  Flaxman  Grallery,  the  Museum 
of  Anatomy,  Council  Room,  and  Offices.  There  are  labora- 
tories for  instruction  and  research  in  the  following  branches  of 
Science,  namely.  Chemistry,  Physics,  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, Mechanical  Engineering,  Hygiene,  Physiology,  Pathological 
Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Experimental  Psychology,  Pathology, 
Bacteriology,  Botany,  and  Zoology.  Besides  the  museum  of 
Anatomy  mentioned  above,  the  museums  of  Egyptology, 
Gteology,  Botany,  and  Zoology  contain  numerous  ana  valuable 
specimens.  There  are  also  important  collections  illustrative  of 
various  other  subjects,  notably  of  Applied  Mathematics.  The 
libraries  contain  about  100,000  volumes,  and  16,000  pamphlets. 
There  arc  about  1,250  students  in  the  College,  and  about  400 
boys  in  the  school,  which  occupies  nearly  the  whole  of  the  South 
Wm?,  and  71  boys  in  the  Branch  Preparatory  School  at  Hamp- 
steaa.  Provision  could  probably  be  made  for  2,000  students, 
but  most  of  the  scientific  and  technical  laboratories  are  as  full 
as  is  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  teaching  and  research; 
indeed,  in  certain  cases,  they  are  over-crowded.  No  students  are 
lodged  in  the  College,  but  V  register  of  approved  residences  is 
kept.  There  is  a  large  refectory  where  meals  can  be  obtained 
during  the  day. 
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The  land  and  buildings  are  the  freehold  property  of  the 
Corporation.

The  College  has  long  been  recognised  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India,  from  whom  a  grant  of  £300  per  annum  is 
now  received,  as  la  place  where  selected  candidates  for  the 
Indian  Civil  Service  may  pass  their  period  of  probation,  and  the 
Indian  School  is  specially  organised  with  a  view  to  their  require- 
ments. A  composition  fee  of  25  guineas  is  chained  to  eacli 
student.  The  subjects  principally  studied  are  Indian  Law  and 
History,  Sanskrit,  Persian,  and  the  vernacular  languages  of  India.

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VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students.  ^ 

Most  of  the  Students  live  at  home. 

A  Register  of  approved  Boarding  Residences  is  kept  in  the 
Office  of  the  College:  the  Residences  are  not  under  the  contr(d 
of  the  College  Auuiorities.

VII.— Finance. 

The  invested  funds  held  by  the  College  amount  (taking  their 
cost  price)  to  467,308^.  16«.  Od.  Of  this  sum,  153,650i.  5«.  7d.  are 
held  in  trust  for  the  Hospital,  309,2442.  1^.  Sd,  are  College 
^idowments,  the  income  or  which  has  been  specifically  allotted 
by  deed  or  bequest,  while  the  balance  of  4,414i.  8«.  9d,  represents 
the  total  capital  of  the  College  available  for  general  purposes. 

In  May  1903  a  Fund  was  started  by  a  Meeting  at  the  Mansion 
House  for  the  better  endowment  and  equipment  of  the  College. 
This  Fund  now  (May  1905)  amounts  to  271,0002. 

It  includes  80,0002.  munificently  given  by  Sir  Donald  Currie 
for  the  new  buildings  for  the  School  oi  Advanced  Medical 
Studies;  30,0002.  given  by  the  Drapers' Company;  30,0002.  given 
by  a  former  student  who  desires  to  remain  anonymous ;  50,0002. 
by  another  anonymous  donor,  and  20,0002.  for  the  endowment  of 
Chairs  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Astor.

I. — ^Preliminary. 

(a)    ConetUtUion. 

Tba  College  is  an  incorporated  Society,  registered  under 
the  Compaaies  Acts  as  a  company  limited  by  guaraatea 
Its  meml)ers  are  called  Grovemors,  and  consist  of  persons  who 
subscribe  annually  not  less  than  21,  to  the  fiinds  of  the  College, 
or  have  contributed  a  donation  of  not  less  than  25/.,  of  representa* 
tives  of  persons  who  bequeath  not  less  than  100^.,  of  nominees  of 
public  companies  or  corporations  who  subscribe  not  less  than  lOZ, 
per  annum  or  have  made  a  donation  of  not  less  than  250i.,  and  of 
representatives  of  firms  subscribing  lOi.  per  annum  or  contributing 
a  donation  of  not  less  than  1007.  to  the  College  funds.  The 
Governors  also  comprise  the  peers  of  the  realm  connected  with  the 
counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  Cumberland,  and  West- 
moreland, the  Members  of  ParUament  for  the  divisions  and 
boroughs  of  the  said  counties,  and  a  number  of  representatives  of 
learned  societies  and  other  public  bodies. 

Eocecutive  Council. — The  executive  of  the  College  is  vested  in 
a  Council,  consisting  of  the  Warden  of  the  University  of  Durham, 
who  is  President  of  the  College,  and  forty-three  other  members, 
of  whom  two  at  least  must  be  members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
University  ol  Durham,  and  two  others,  members  of  the  Chapter 
or  of  Convocation,  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors.  Of  the 
others,  ten  are  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors,  and  the 
remainder,  including  five  nominatea  by  the  Corporation  of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  by  the  other  members  of  the  Council. 
Any  county  council  or  other  local  authority  contributing  to  the 
funds  of  the  College  is  entitled  to  representation  on  the  Council 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  its  contribution. 

(6)    Buildings, 

The  College  buildings  are  capable  of  accommodating  about 
3,000  students,  of  whom  1,000  may^  be  simultaneously  at  work 
without    inconvenience.     The  existing  buildings   form   three 
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sides  of  a  Quadrilateral.  The  front,  which  will  complete  the 
College,  will  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  commencement  of 
Session  1905-1906.  It  will  provide  permanent  accommoda- 
tion for  the  administration  offices  and  the  department 
of  Mathematics,  Languages  and  Literature,  Natural  History, 
Mineralogy,  Electrical  Engineering,  Naval  Architecture  and  Min- 
ing, together  with  the  students'  common  room,  library,  museum, 
refreshment  rooms,  the  principal  rooms  connected  with  the  Day 
Training  College,  and  a  large  examination  hall. 

The  present  buildings  afford  the  permanent  accommodation  for 
the  departments  of  rhysics.  Chemistry,  Metallurey,  (Jeology, 
Agriculture,  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  Marine  Engineering, 
and  the  various  branches  of  Fine  Art ;  while  temporary  accom- 
modation is  afforded  in  them  for  the  other  departments.  The 
Chemical,  Physical,  and  Engineering  laboratories  are  among  the 
most  complete  of  their  kind  in  the  country. 

Lodgings.— ^o  students  are  lodged  in  the  buildings.  Women 
students  who  do  not  live  with  their  parents  or  guardians  are 
required  to  reside  at  the  College  Hostel,  Eslington  Tower.  Men 
students  may  reside  at  the  Hostel  for  men,  or  in  certain 
approved  houses. 

Normal  students  not  living  in  Newcastle  are  required  to 
reside  in  a  Hostel  or  in  certain  approved  houses.

After  completing  the  First  Examination  he  may  qualify  for 
admission  to  the  Final  Examination  by  attending  for  two 
academical  years  the  courses  of  study  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements set  forth  below,  provided  he  can  produce  certificates 
of  attendance  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professors  concerned,  and 
shall  at  the  Final  Examination  be  required  to  prove  his  know- 
ledge in  three  different  subjects,  one  chief  and  two  auxiliaty 
subjects.  In  a  chief  subject  a  qualifying  course  must  extend  over 
two  years,  whereas  in  an  auxiliary  subject  it  may  extend  over  one 
year  only.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

College  Halls  of  Residence. — Members  of  the  Hostel  for  Men 
Students  (16  and  18,  Jesmond  Road)  pay  521,  10s.  per  session  for 
board  and  lodging.  Members  of  the  Hostel  for  Women  Students 
(Eslington  Tower,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne)  pay  from  SOI.  to  40i. 

Men  students  not  residing  at  their  homes  generally  pay  17«. 
to  25s.  per  week  for  board  and  lodging,  or  a  total  of  about  40f .  for 
the  session.  This  amount  provides  them  with  good  accommoda- 
tion, approved  by  the  College,  but  students  with  more  means  at 
their  oisposal  win  probably  expend  501,  to  60Z.  per  session  on  their 
living, 

VII. — Finance 

In  addition  to  the  sum  ot  32,683i.  19s.  6(i.  received  towards 
the  New  Building  Completion  Fund,  sums  amounting  to 
6,090^.  have  been  promised  to  this  Fund  and  for  other  purposes. 
And  further,  the  Armstrong  Memorial  Fund,  which  was  in- 
stituted to  commemorate  the  life  and  work  of  the  first  Lord 
Armstrong  by  the  completion  of  the  college  buildings  and  by  the 
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erection  of  a  statue  of  the  late  Lord,  reached  50,000i.,  and  in 
addition  4,500i.  has  been  received  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
Central  Tower  which  is  to  be  named  "  The  Sir  Lowthian  Bell 
Tower."

COLLEGE. 

All  reliofious  tests  are  expressly  forbidden  by  Clause  3  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Association.  After  setting  forth  that  the 
objects  of  the  Association  are  (inter  alia)  to  carry  on,  maintain, 
and  conduct  the  College,  it  is  stated  that  this  sh^U  be  done 
"  subject  to  the  following  as  fundamental  conditions,  namely : — 
That  no  student,  professor,  teacher,  or  person  connected  with  the 
College,  is  to  make  any  declaration  as  to,  or  submit  to  any  test 
of.  his  or  her  religious  opinions,  and  that  nothing  shall  be  intro- 
duced into  the  matter  or  mode  of  education  or  instruction  in 
reference  to  any  religious  or  theological  subject,  which  can  be 
reasonably  considered  oflFensive  to  the  conscience  of  any  student." 

IX.   Any  Other  Information. 

It  has  been  the  principle  of  the  College  that  no  promising 
student  should  be  excluded  from  participating  in  its  educational 
advantages  on  account  of  inability  to  meet  the  College  fees,  and 
the  fees  nave  been  partiallv  or  wholly  remitted  in  special  cases, 
with  very  satisfectory  results. 

The  regular  students  of  the  College  are  drawn  from  all  classes 
of  society,  but  evening  students  consist  very  largely  of  apprentices 
or  workmen  from  the  various  works  in  the  district. 

In  addition  to  the  various  grades  of  work  conducted  in  the 
College  itself,  considerable  assistance  has  been  given  to  the 
county  councils  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  and  Cumberland 
in  the  provision  of  technical  education  within  their  administrative 
counties.

1. — Preliminary. 


Constitution. — The  College  is  incorporated  under  a  Royal 
Charter,  dated  August  27th,  1903,  and  regulated  by  Statutes 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Objects. — The  object  of  the  College  is  primarily  to  supply 
higher  literary  and  scientific  education  for  the  people  of 
Nottingham  over  the  age  of  IG,  but  all  its  classes  are  open  to  all 
persons  over  the  said  age  of  16  without  any  distinction  of  sex 
and  religion.  A  few  students  under  the  age  of  16  years  are 
admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  their  work  chiefly  lies. 

Ooveming  Body. — The  ultimate  authority  is  the  Court  of 
Governors  described  in  the  above  Charter.  Their  authority 
is  to  a  great  extent  delegated  to  a  Coxmcil,  also  therein  describea. 
The  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  each  nominated  two 
members  of  the  Council. 


II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

There  are  seven  Professors,  one  of  whom  is  Principal,  and  five 
of  whom,  including  the  Principal,  are  Heads  of  Departments. 

There  are  53  Lecturers,  many  of  whom  are  also  Demon- 
strators ;  some  of  them  give  all  their  time  to  the  College,  others 
only  come  in  to  conduct  a  few  classes. 

The  subjects  of  Instruction  are : — History,  Literature, 
Political  Economy,  Philosophy,  Logic,  Latin,  Greek,  French, 
German,  Italian,  Spanish,  Geography,  Corresj)ondence,  Law, 
Book-keeping,  Shorthand,  Science  of  Teaching,  Domestic 
Economy,  Theoretical,  Practical,  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,

Applied,  Mechanics,  Practical  and  Theoretical,  Physics  as 
Magnetism,  Electricity,  Lij^ht,  Sound,  Heat,  &c..  Practical

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and  Civil  Engineering,  Lace,  Hosiery,  Woodwork,  Ironworki 
Plumbing,  Moulding  and  Casting,  Building  Constructioib

There  are  no  entrance  examinations,  but  examinations  are  held 
in  all  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

The  session  consists  of  three  terms,  each  of  11  weeks'  duration. 

The  terms  are  the  same  for  day  and  evening  students.

UNIVERSITY    COLLEGE,    BEADING. 


I.  Preliminary. 


University  College,  Reading,  is  the  outcome  of  a  move- 
ment inaugurated  in  1860,  when  Art  Classes  in  connexion  with 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  were  established  in  West  Street, 
Reading.  Ten  years  later.  Science  Classes  were  opened  in 
Vastem  Lane,  now  Blagrave  Street ;  but  it  was  not  until  1882 
that  the  Science  and  the  Art  Classes  were  brought  under  one  root 
in  Valpy  Street,  in  a  building  erected  partly  by  public  subscription. 
In  1885,  University  Extension  lectures  in  connexion  with  the 
Oxford  Del^acy  were  first  delivered  in  Reading. 

The  College  was  opened  in  September  1892  and  named  "The 
University  Extension  College  in  Conjunction  with  the  Schools 
of  Science  and  Art,  R^ing."  In  the  Spring  of  1893 
the  title  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  "The  University 
Extension  College,  Reading,'*  the  Schools  of  Science  and  Art 
becoming  Departments  of  the  College.  The  University 
Extension  work  proper  gradually  merged  into  the  Literary 
Department,  and  a  new  Department  of  Agriculture  was  based  on 
grants  from  County  Councils  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

In  1895  the  British  Dairy  Farmers'  Association  agreed  to  move 
to  Readily  the  Dairy  Institute  which  they  had  founded  at 
Aylesbury  m  1882,  ana  to  place  it  under  the  control  of  a  Joint 
Committee  representative  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
University  Extension  College.  Mr.  Herbert  Sutton  erected  a 
building  lor  the  reception  of  the  Institute  upon  a  portion  of  the 
Vicarage  garden  at  cost  of  £5,000,  and  this  was  opened  in  the 
summer  of  1896. 

The  College  was  incorporated  in  January,  1896,  as  a  Company 
limited  by  guarantee  and  without  power  of  taking  profits. 
Under  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  it  is  governed  by  a  Court  of 
Governors,  a  Council,  and  an  Academic  Board.  The  Council  is 
the  chief  executive  authority,  but  certain  matters  are  reserved 
for  the  Court,  and  purely  Academic  business  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Principal  and  the  Board. 

In  1901  the  College  was  visited  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Treasury  appointed  to  inspect  and  report  upon  the  work  in 
Letters  and  Science  of  University  Colleges.  As  the  outcome  of 
their  report,  presented  to  Parliament  in  1902,  the  College  was 
placed  upon  'the  list  of  University  CoUeees  in  receipt  of  the 
Treasury  grant.  In  August,  1902,  the  title  of  the  College  was 
therefore  changed  to  University  College,  Reading. 
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In  1902  a  Department  of  Horticulture  was  organised.  By  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer,  the  College  was  enabled  to  use 
for  Horticultural  purposes,  a  garden,  already  well  stocked  and 
equipped,  situated  in  London  Koad,  Reading.  Schemes  of  in- 
struction for  a  Diploma  and  a  Certificate  in  Horticulture,  have 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Oxford  and  Reading  Joint  Committee. 
On  June  24th,  1904,  the  Horticultural  Gardens  were  formally 
opened  by  the  Earl  of  Onslow,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

In  the  autumn  of  1903  the  College  purchased  Lane  End  Farm, 
Shinfield,  for  the  purposes  of  practical  teaching  and  experimental 
work  in  A^cultmre.  The  Farm  consists  of  145  acres,  and  is 
about  2|  miles  from  the  College. 

Since  1901,  proposals  to  rebuild  the  College  upon  an  ampler 
site  have  steadily  acmiired  force  and  urgency  owing  to  the  growth 
of  the  institution.  Considerable  delay  and  diflScultv,  however, 
arose  in  connexion  with  the  efiort  to  find  a  suitable  site.  In 
January,  1904,  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Principal  in  which  he  oflfered  to  present  to  the  College  a  site  of 
about  six  acres,  centrally  situated  in  London  Road,  Reading. 
This  generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Court  of  Governors. 
About  £80,000  is  required  for  buildings  and  other  purposes, 
and  of  this  sum  more  than  £36,000  has  been  subscribed. 
Apart  from  the  site  the  principal  donations  have  been  those  of 
Lady  Wantage,  £10,000 ;  Mr.  G.  W.  Pahner,  J.P.,  £10,000 ;  Messrs. 
Sutton  &  Sons,  £6,000 ;  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Benyon,  £3,000 ;  Mr.  G. 
Herbert  Morrell,  M.P.,  £1,000 ;  and  the  Hon.  W.  F.  D.  Smith, 
M.P.,  £1,000. 

By  Easter,  1905,  the  range  of  houses  on  the  new  site  in  London 
Road,  formerly  known  as  Portland  Place  (now  Old  Red  Building), 
had  been  adapted  for  teaching  and  administrative  purposes.  The 
head-quarters  of  the  College  was  accordingly  moved  thither, 
together  with  most  of  the  teaching  in  literary  subjects,  mathe- 
matics, and  geography,  and  the  Students'  common  rooms.  At 
the  same  time  the  Department  of  Music  was  accommodated  in 
the  adjacent  house  ^(ureen  Bank),  while  the  Library  and  Staff 
common  rooms  occupied  the  Acacias  Building. 

On  June  7th,  1906,  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Hall  of  the 
new  buildings  was  laid  by  the  Right  Hon.  Viscount  Goschen,  D.C.L., 
F.R.S.,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford.  Upon  this 
occasion  the  Principal  of  the  College  reixd  a  letter  addressed  by 
Mr.  George  William  Palmer  to  the  President  of  the  Coll^;e  (Mr. 
J.  Herbert  Benvon)  in  which  Mr.  Palmer  announced  his  inten- 
tion of  aiding  tne  teaching  work  of  the  College  with  an  endow- 
ment of  £50,000  to  be  called  "the  George  Palmer  Endowment 
Fund." 

The  regular  work  of  the  College  is  organised  in  six  groups : 
Letters  and  Science,  AOTiculture,  Horticulture,  Fine  Art,  Com- 
merce and  Music.  The  Diploma  of  Associate  of  University  College, 
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Reading,  is  awarded  in  Letters,  Science,  Agriculture,  Horticulture, 
Fine  -A^t,  and  Commerce,  under  conditions,  particulars  of  which 
are  given  in  the  Calendar.  The  Day  Classes  are  open  to 
men  and  women  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  With  the 
object  of  rendering  the  work  of  Sessional  Students  more  efficient, 
a  Tutorial  System  of  personal  supervision  has  been  adopted. 
Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  do  not  reside  in  Reading, 
must  live  either  in  one  of  the  Hostels,  or  in  houses  licensed 
by  the  College. 

Evening  Classes  are  held  in  connexion  with  all  the  depart- 
ments.   They  are  open  to  Students  above  the  age  of  fifteen. 

OeTieral  Objects  of  the  College. 

To  maintain  a  College  for  Day  and  Evening  Students,  male 
and  female,  and  to  carry  on  work  at  Reading  or  elsewhere,  in 
furtherance  of  the  aims  of  the  College  as  an  institution  for  the 
promotion  of  General,  Civic,  and  Technical  Education  and 
Research. 

Governing  Bodies. 

I. — The  Court  of  Governors  of  the  College  consists  of: — (a) 
The  Subscribers  to  the  Memorandum  and  Articles  of  Association. 
(6)  Ex-Officio  Governors,  viz.,  the  Visitor  of  the  College,  the 
Principal  of  the  College,  and  the  Mayor  of  Reading  for  the  time 
being,  (c)  Life  Governors — Every  Donor  of  not  less  than  £60. 
{d)  Annual  Governors — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  not  less  than 
£3.  (e)  Representative  Grovernors — Elected  by  County  Councils, 
Town  Councils  and  the  Corporate  Bodies,  who  elect  one  Governor 
for  each  £50  subscribed  annually.  (/)  University  Governor — 
Elected  by  the  University  of  Oxford,  (g)  Education  Committee 
Governor — Elected  by  the  Reading  Education  Committee,  {h) 
Academic  Governors — Every  member  of  the  Academic  Board. 

II. — The  Council  is  the  managing  body  of  the  College.  The 
ordinary  administration  of  the  College  is  m  their  hands  and  they 
are  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  ordinary  discharge  of 
their  functions.  The  Council  consists  of  the  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  the  Principal,  the  Treasurer,  the  University  Governor, 
the  Reading  Education  Committee  Governor,  certain  Represen- 
tative Governors,  ten  Governors  elected  by  the  Coutt  of  Governors 
and  three  Governors  co-opted  by  the  Council. 

III. — The  Academic  Board  consists  of  the  Principal,  the 
University  Governor,  such  of  the  senior  residents  and  Heads  of 
Departments  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Council,  and  certain 
members  of  the  Council  elected  by  and  from  the  Council  whose 
number  shall  not  exceed  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  Academic  Board. 

Their  duties  are  generally  to  regulate  the  education  and 
discipline  oi  the  College. 
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BuUdiTigs, 

The  main  College  Buildings  are  situate  in  the  London  Road 
about  fifteen  minutes  walk  from  the  Railway  Stations.  They 
consist  of  three  blocks — one  containing  the  Library  and  Staff 
Common  Rooms,  one  equipped  as  a  Scnool  of  Music  with  six 
class  and  practising  rooms,  and  one  containing  the  Administra- 
tive Offices,  three  Commercial  rooms,  two  rooms  fitted  as  Labora- 
tories for  Applied  Mathematics,  one  large  Lecture  room,  a 
geographical  room,  four  class  rooms,  four  students'  common 
rooms,  buttery,  and  eight  private  rooms.  The  land  (the  gift 
of  Mr.  Alfred  ralmer),  on  part  of  which  these  blocks  stand,  is 
about  six  acres  in  extent,  and  a  large  new  hall  with  seating  ac- 
commodation for  800  persons  is  in  course  of  erection  thereon. 
New  science  laboratones  will  shortly  be  built,  and  on  their  com- 
pletion the  work  now  carried  on  in  Valpy  Street  will  be  removed 
to  London  Road. 

The  Valpy  Street  Buildings  adjoin  the  Municipal  Buildings 
and  Free  Library.  They  consist  of  an  old  building,  originally 
the  dormitory  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  attached  to  Reading 
Abbey,  now  restored  and  adapted  to  College  purposes ;  a  new 
wing  erected  at  a  cost  oi  £8,000 ;  a  Dairy  Institute ;  and  an  iron 
building  containing  Botanical  Laboratory  and  theatre  and  dass 
rooms.  They  contain  the  following  rooms : — HLall,  Chemical 
Laboratory  and  Theatre,  Physical  Laboratory  and  Theatre, 
Zoological  Laboratory  and  Theatre,  Agricultural  Lecture  Room 
and  Laboratory,  Antique  Room,  Life  Room,  Craft  Room,  Art 
Studio,  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Museum,  Typographical 
Room,  three  Common  Rooms,  three  class  rooms,  eight  private 
rooms,  and  Clerks'  office. 

The  College  is  able,  at  the  present  time,  to  provide  for  the 
instruction  of  over  1,400  students  (Day  and  Evening). 

Tenure  of  Buildings, 

The  London  Road  buildings  and  land  are  the  freehold  pro* 
porty  of  the  College. 

Part  of  the  Valpy  Street  buildings  (comprising  about  one-half 
of  the  site  and  including  the  Hospitium  Buildings)  are  held  on 
a  999  years'  lease  from  tne  Corporation  of  Reading  excepting  on 
one  portion  reserved  for  future  extension  of  the  Town  Hall,  which 
is  held  on  an  Annual  Tenancy.  The  remainder  of  the  College 
Buildings  and  lands  is  the  freehold  property  of  the  CoU^a 

No  students  are  boarded  or  lodged  within  the  College  buildings. 

Arrangements  are  made,  however,  for  boarding  and  lodging 
Students  in  Reading,  in  houses  licensed  by  the  College.  The 
cost  need  not  exceed  £85  for  the  College  Session. 

The  Registrar  supervises  lodgings  of  the  men,  and  the  Censor 
of  Women  Students  those  of  the  women. 

The  College  is  strictly  undenominational,  but  the  College 
authorities  are  prepared,  at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardians, 
to  introduce  students  in  licensed  lodgings  to  a  minister  of  the 
religious  body  to  which  they  belong. 
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There  are  2  Hostels  for  women,  containing  accommodation  for 
about  60  Students.

I.  Preliminary. 
(a)  Constitution. 


The  College  was  constituted  by  Royal  Charter  under  date 
May  11,  1897,  and  was  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  three 
pre-existing  institutions — the  Firth  College,  the  Sheffield  Tech- 
nical School,  and  the  Sheffield  School  of  Medicine.  These  insti- 
tutions had  previously  worked  hand  in  hand,  although  under 
independent  governing  bodies.  By  the  Charter  tney  were 
mereed  into  one  Corporation  with  a  single  Court  of  Governors.  ' 

Inider  the  Charter,  the  ultimate  governing  power  is  vested  in 
a  Court  of  Governors,  the  executive  power  in  a  Council  of  thirty 
members,  and  the  administration  in  a  Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  (1 )  the  President,  the  four 
Vice-Presidents,  and  the  Treasurer ;  (2)  16  Life  Governors ;  (3)  32 
ez-^jfficio  Governors ;  (4)  59  Representative  Governors ;  and  (5)  12 
Governors  appointed  for  ten  years. 

The  Council  consists  of:— The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and 
Treasurer,  and  24  members. 

The  Senate  consists  of: — ^The  Principal,  the  Registrar,  and  22 
members. 

(6)  Objects. 

The  aim  of  the  College  is  to  provide  for  the  people  of  Sheffield 
and  the  district  the  means  of  higher  literary  and  scientific  educa* 
tion  by  University  methods  of  teaching.  Its  doors  are  open  to 
all,  without  distinction  of  sex  or  class,  who  are  over  seventeen 
years  of  age,  though  the  limit  of  age  might  be  lowered  in  excep- 
tional cases. 

(c)  Buildings, 

The  buildings  of  the  College  are  situated  in  four  separate 
blocks.  The  Central  Offices,  Library,  and  Scientific  Laboratories 
and  Lecture  Rooms  are  at  the  comer  between  Bow  Street  and 
Leopold  Street.  Opposite  to  the  entrance  of  the  above  is  the 
Arts  Department,  whilst  the  Medical  Department  is  also  opposite 
in  Leopold  Street,  except  the  Pathological  Section  of  this 
Department  which  has  been  removed  to  premises  adjoinine;  the 
Royal  Hospital  in  West  Street.  The  Technical  Department 
occupies  a  site  in  St.  George's  Square.  New  Buildings  are  being 
erected  for  Arts,  Science,  Medicine  and  Administration  on  a  new 
site  opening  on  Weston  Park.

Founded  1850. 


I. — Preuminary. 


The  Hartley  Institution  (now  the  Hartley  University  College)* 
Southampton,  regulated  by  a  scheme  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  23rd  September,  1902,  made  under  the  Charitable  Trusts 
Acts,  1853  to  1894,  and  the  Board  of  Education  Act,  1899,  and 
the  Board  of  Education  (Powers)  Orders  in  Council,  1900  to 
1902,  was  founded  in  1850  by  will  of  Henry  Robinson  Hartley, 
and  opened  by  Lord  Palmerston  in  1862. 

The  chief  educational  work  undertaken  by  the  Institution 
during  the  first  nine  years  of  its  existence  consisted  in  preparing 
students  for  the  Army  and  Civil  Service.  In  1871  this  part  of 
the  work  of  the  College  was  abandoned.  Class-rooms  were  built 
for  the  teaching  of  Science  and  Fine  Art,  and  the  energies  of  the 
teaching  staif  were  devoted,  almost  exclusively,  to  the  preparation 
of  students  for  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department,  South  Kensington. 

In  1896  the  Institution  was  re-organised  and  a  Principal  and 
a  number  of  Lecturers  competent  to  undertake  teaching  of  a 
University  character  were  appointed. 

During  the  following  five  years  (1896-1901)  the  amount  ot 
advanced  work  done  in  the  Institution  steadily  increased,  and  as 
the  outcome  of  the  report  made  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Treasury  in  1901  the  College  was  placed  upon  the 
list  of  University  CoUeges  and  awarded  a  Treasury  grant  of 
£1,000  a  year.  The  development  and  progress  of  the  College 
since  that  date  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  work  done  in  the  College  will  in. time 
reach  a  high  Standard. 

Constitution, 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Order  of  the  Board  of 
Education  on  the  20th  day  of  November,  1902,  under  the  name 
of  Hartley  University  Collie  at  Southampton  (Founded  1850, 
Registered  1902). 

The  government  of  the  College  is  vested  in  (1)  the  Court  of 
Governors  ;  (2)  the  Council ;  (3)  the  Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  supreme  governing  body  of  the 
College,  and  has  power  to  make  from  time  to  time  Statutes  for 
the  convening  and  regulation  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of 
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Governors,  of  the  Council,  of  the  Senate,  and  of  their  respective 
Committees,  and  for  r^ulating  all  matters  connected  with  the 
government  and  administration  of  the  College,  and  to  manage 
all  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Foundation  Ordi- 
nance or  in  the  Statutes  of  the  College. 

The  Coimcil  manages  the  financial  and  ordinary  business  of 
the  College  and  performs  certain  other  executive  functions. 

The  Senate  regulates  the  education  and  discipline  of  the 
College. 

(a)  The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  the  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  the  Council  of  the  College,  life 
Governors  (donors  of  £100  and  upwards),  Annual  Governors 
(donors  of  £5  per  annum),  the  Governor  of  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
the  Lords  Lieutenant,  Members  of  Parliament,  Chainnen  of 
County  Councils,  and  Mayors  of  County  Boroughs  in  the 
Counties  of  Southampton  (mcluding  the  Isle  of  Wight)  Wilts. 
and  Dorset*;  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College,  Oxford  ;  the 
Warden  and  the  Head  Master  of  Winchester  College  ;  the 
Principal  of  the  College;  the  President  of  the  Soutnampton 
Chamoer  of  Commerce  ;  the  Principal  Medical  OflBicer  of  Netley 
Hospital  and  129  representative  members. 

(6)  The  Council  consists  of  the  President ;  the  two  Vice- 
Presidents  ;  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal — ex-ojfficio.  Three 
members  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education ; 
one  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council  of  the  University  of  Oxford ; 
one  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge; 
one  by  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London ;  one  by  the 
Masters  of  Winchester  College  ;  one  by  the  Court  of  Governors 
from  past  Students  of  the  College  who  have  graduated  at  some 
University  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  ten  by  the  Countv  Borough 
Council  of  Southampton  ;  two  each  by  the  County  Councils  of 
the  "  four  Counties  ,  one  by  each  of  tne  Councils  of  the  County 
Boroughs  in  the  "four  Counties";  fifteen  by  the  Court  of 
Governors  from  amongst  its  own  members,  and  two  members  of 
the  Senate. 

(c)  The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal,  the  Professors,  and 
such  members  of  the  Teaching  StafiF  as  the  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

Object  of  the    College, 

The  trusts  mid  object  of  the  College  are  the  provision  of  a 
liberal  eduttitiou  and  such  instruction  as  may  enable  residents 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton,  and  in  the  Adminis- 
trative Counties  of  Southampton,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Dorset  and 

•  UereiaftUer  referrttd  t^  m  the  *'  four  GoimtteB." 
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Wilts,  and  the  County  Boroughs  of  Portsmouth  and  Bourne- 
mouth and  others,  to  qualify  for  Degrees  at  any  Universities  in 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  the  giving 
of  such  legal,  medical,  technical,  or  other  instruction  as  may  be 
of  service  in  professional,  commercial,  or  industrial  life;  the 
spread  of  higher  education  by  providing  instruction  in  the  form 
of  lectures,  combined  with  class  teaching  and  examinations  at 
such  places  and  in  such  subjects  as  shaU  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  Statutes  of  tne  College,  and  generally  the  pro- 
motion and  increase  of  knowledge. 

Buildings, 

The  buildings  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  College  consist 
of :  — 

(1)  The  main  building  in  High  Street. 

(2)  Two  blocks  of  buildings  in  Back  of  the  Walls  and  Lower 
Canal  Walk. 

These  buildings  and  sites  are  freehold. 

The  main  building  consists  of  the  Library,  which  is  used  as  a 
Reading  Room,  Museum,  Biological  Laboratory,  large  Lecture 
Hall,  Cnemical  Laboratory,  Physical  Laboratory,  Eleven  Lecture 
and  Class  Rooms,  two  Common  rooms.  Council  Room,  Principals 
Room,  College  OflSce,  Cellars,  &c. 

The  two  blocks  of  buildings  at  the  rear  of  the  main  building 
consist  of  Phf^ical  Lecture  Theatre,  Drawing  Office,  Electrical 
Laboratory,  Woodwork  Shop,  Plumbers*  Workshop,  Smiths* 
Workshop,  and  Engineering  Laboratory. 

(3)  Two  Halls  of  Residence  (Leasehold  and  yearly  tenancy) 
with  accommodation  for  60  Women  Students.

1. — Preliminary. 

(a.)    Conatitutioii, 

By  its  Charter  of  Incorporation  the  government  of  the  College  Constitution 
is  Tested  in  (1)  the  Court  of  Governors,  (2)  the  Council,  (3)  the 
Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  Supreme  Governing  Body,  with 
power  to  manage  all  matters  not  otherwise  providra  for  in  the 
Charter,  or  hy  the  statutes  of  the  College,  and  controls  both  the 
Senate  and  the  Council. 

The  Council  manage  the  financial  and  other  ordinary  business 
of  the  College,  and  may  raise  questions  for  the  decision  of  the 
Court  and  determine  the  course  of  Education  at  the  College. 

The  Senate  (subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council)  arrange  and 
carry  into  effect  the  course  of  education  prescribed  .by  tiie  Council 
and  superintend  the  teaching  of  the  students  and  the  examina- 
tions undertaken  by  the  College,  as  well  as  the  discipline 
to  be  maintained  by  the  College  over  its  students. 

The  Senate  are  responsible  to  the  Council,  and  the  Council  to 
the  Court  of  Governors,  for  the  due  discharge  of  their  respective 
functions. 

The  Court  oi  Governors  is  constituted  as  follows : — (1.)  The  • 
President,  the  two  Vice-Presidents,  the  two  Treasurers  and  the 
Principal ;  (2.)  60  Life  Governors :  Some  of  these  were  appointed 
by  the  Charter,  clause  15,  as  "being  actually  Life  Governors 
of  the  existing  institution  above  mentioned,"  viz.,  the 
University  Cdfige  of  Wales,  and  the  remainder  are  qualified 
under  Charter,  clause  16 ;  (3.)  Three  Governors  for  ten  years  as 
donors  of  £60  under  Charter,  clause  16;  (4)  48  Ex-oficio 
Governors :  These  include  the  Representatives  in  the  House  of 
Commons  of  the  constituencies  in  Wales  and  Monmouth ;  (5.) 
125  Representative  Governors;  (6.)  65  Co-optative  Governors, 
5  of  whom  must  be  women.

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The  Council  Th®  Council  is  constituted  as  follows : — (1.)  Ex-^ffido:  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  the  Principal ;  (2.)  Elected 
members,  holding  office  for  three  years,  13  from  October,  1902, 
14  from  October,  1903,  and  13  from  October,  1904  (Charter, 
clause  35);  (3.)  13  Representative  members  (Charter,  clause  35.) 

The  Senate  The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal  (who  is  CJhairman,  with  a 
second  or  casting  vote)  and  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  who 
are  responsible  for  separate  departments. 

(6.)    Objects, 

Objects  The  object  for  which  the  College  is  established,  and  is  in- 

tended to  be  carried  on  is,  and  shall  be,  to  afford  at  a  moderate 
expense  the  means  of  instruction  in  such  branches  of  learning 
and  science,  excepting  Theology,  as  are  or  may  be  at  the  time 
being  usually  studied  in  the  Universities  of  the  United  King- 
dom, or  any  of  them,  and  as  the  Governors  or  other  the  persons 
who  shall  for  the  time  being  have  authority  in  that  behalf,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  in  manner  required  by  the  Charter  and 
statutes  direct;  to  provide  when  expedient  and  practicable, 
such  technical  or  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate 
service  in  professional  or  commercial  life;  and  further  to  pro- 
mote higher  education  generally  by  lectures,  combined  with 
class  teaching,  and  examining  at  such  places  and  in  such 
subjects  (except  Theology)  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to 
time,  in  pursuance  of  statutes  made  in  that  behalf. 

(c.)    Buildings. 

Buildings  ^^^  completed  buildings  were  designed  to  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  500  students,  and  comprise  entrance  hall,  central  hall, 
examination  hall,  museum,  general  library,  Welsh  library,  Princi- 
pal's  private  room,  R^^trar's  private  room.  Registrar's  oflSces, 
bookbinding  room,  men  students'  conmion  room,  men  students' 
reading  room,  two  women  students'  common  rooms,  gymnasium, 
lavatories,  cloak  rooms,  joiners'  workshop,*  and  caretaker's  pre- 
mises. In  the  Arts  Section  there  are  seventeen  lecture  rooms, 
Erofessors'  and  lecturers*  private  rooms  (18),  and  in  the  Science 
ection  there  are  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  for  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Geology,  and  Agriculture. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  having  proved  too  small  for  the  in- 
creasing number  of  students,  temporary  accommodation  has 
been  provided  outside  thfe  College.  A  permanent  Chemical 
Laboratory  is  being  erected  at  a  cost  of  £20,000  in  memorj* 
of  the  late  Mr.   Edward   Davies  by  his  widow  and  children. 

There  is  also  a  well-equipped  dairy  school  iii  the  basemeat  of 
the  building. 
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II. — Students. 

Tkere  is  no  eniranco  examination,  thougli  the  Council  has  the 
power  to  prescribe  one.  Scholarships  are  offered  at  the  com* 
mencement  of  each  Session. 

All  students  are  over  16  years  ol  age. 

The  number  of  students  at  the  opening  of  the  last  academical 
year  1903-1904  was  467. 

The  467  students  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  academical 
year  were  divided  as  follows :  Men,  225* ;  women,  242* ;  total 
467* 

In  addition  to  the  above  regular  students,  28  men,  being 
farmers'  sons  and  others  engaged  in  agriculture,  attended  a 
seven  weeks'  course  on  Agriculture,  Chemistry,  and  kindred 
subiects  during  Michaelmas  Term,  of  the  Session  1903-1904, 
and  9  attended  an  extended  short  crmrse  of  sixteen  weeks  during 
Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms. 

Schoolmasters'  Classes  in  Horticulture  and  Nature  Study 
are  carried  on  in  the  vacation. 

Of  the  467  students,  413t  took  complete  University  courses.

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IV. — ^C!osT  OF  Living  for  Students. 

A  Hostel  for  men  students  was  opened  in  October,  1901* 
(Warden :  Prof.  J.  W.  Marshall,  M.A.).  Fees,  1*3  to  14  guineas 
per  term. 

Most  of  the  men  students,  however,  reside  in  /registered 
lodging-houses.  No  lodging-house  is  registered  until  it  has  been 
inspected  by  the  borough  surveyor  and  certified  satisfactory  in 
respect  of  its  sanitary  arrangements.  Lodging-house  keepers 
are  required  to  notify  (a)  cases  where  students  remain  out  after 
regulation  hours,  (b)  cases  of  contagious  disease.  The  charge  for 
rooms  ranges  from  38.  6d,  to  58.  a  week ;  board  from  98.  upwards. 
With  economy  a  student  can  maintain  himself  at  a  cost  of 
128.  6d.  to  158.  per  week. 

All  women  students  (unless  they  reside  with  their  parents  or 
guardians)  are  requirea  to  reside  at  the  Hall  of  Residence  for 
women  students  (known  as  the  Alexandra  Hall),  under  the 
superintendence  of  Miss  E.  A.  Carpenter  as  Lady  Principal. 

There  are,  during  the  present  session,  200  women  in  residence 
at  the  Alexandra  Hall.

I. — Preuminary. 
(a.)  Origin  of  the  College. 

In  1880  a  Departmental  Committee  was  appointed  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  Intermedi- 
ate ana  Higher  Education  in  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,  and  to 
recommend  measures  which  they  might  think  advisable  for  im- 
proving and  supplementing  the  provision  then  available  for  such 
education  in  the  Principality.  The  University  College  of  North 
Wales  is  a  direct  result  of  the  Report  of  that  Committee. 

(6.)  CoTi^itution  and  Objects  of  the  College, 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter,  dated  June  4th, 
1885,  the  government  being  vested  in  a  Court  of  Governors, 
Coimcil,  and  Senate,  as  described  below.  The  objects  ot  the 
College  are  thus  defined  in  the  Charter : — ''  The  object  of  the 
**  Collie  shiJl  be  to  provide  instruction  in  all  the  branches  of  a 
'*  libenu  education*  except  Theology,  and  especially  such  instruc- 
''  tion  as  may  enable  residents  in  tne  six  counties  of  North  Wales 
" and  elsewhere  toqualify  for  degrees  in  Arts,  Science,  and  other 
"  subjects,  except  Theology,  at  the  University  of  Wales  (whenever 
"  such  University  shall  mive  been  constituted)  or  at  any  of  the 
"  Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  time  being  eiri- 
"  powered  to  grant  d^ees,  and  sSso  to  give  such  technical  or 
"  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate  service  in  professional 
"  or  commercial  Jifej- ;  and  further,  to  promote  higher  education 
"  generally  by  providing  for  persons  who  are  not  matriculated 
''students  instruction  in  the  form  of  lectures,  combined  with 
"class  teaching  and  examining,  at  such  places  and  in  such 
**  subieCiS  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Statutes 
«  of  the  College." 

(c.)  Governing  Bodies  of  tlie  College, 

The  Governing  Bodies  of  the  College  are  three,  viz.,  the 
t)ouncil,  the  Senate,  and  the  Court  of  Governors. 

I.  The  Council  consists  of  31  members,  appointed  as  follows, 
and  all  holding  office  with  the  exception  of  tne  ex-o^cio  members 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Senate  and  the  Town  Council 

*  The  subjects  of  instruction  are  given  under  Head  III. 
t  The  subjects  in  which  technical  courses  are  given  at  the  College  are  Agri- 
eulture  and  Electrical  Kngineering. 
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(who  are  elected  annually)  for  five  years : — The  President,  the 
two  Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal,  exnoficio; 
three  members  appointed  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
one  by  the  Senate,  one  appointed  by  the  CJourt  of  Grovemors 
out  of  the  past  students  of  the  College  who  have  graduated, 
one  appointed  by  the  Town  Council  of  Bangor,  one  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Council  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  one  by  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  one  by 
the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London,  and  17  rej^resentatives 
of  the  Court  of  Grovemors,  who  retire  by  rotation.  The  Council 
manage  the  financial  and  ordinary  business  of  the  College, 
and  discharge  such  other  functions  and  have  such  other  powers 
as  the  Statutes  of  the  College  from  time  to  time  prescriba 

II. — The  Senate  consists  of  the  Princjnal,  Professors,  and 
Permanent  Lecturers  for  the  time  being.  Tne  Senate, "  with  the 
approval  of  the  Council,"  regulate  the  education  and  discipline 
ot  the  College. 

III. — The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  supreme  governing  body 
of  the  College,  and  has  power  to  manage  all  matters  not  other- 
wise provid^  for  in  the  Charter  and  Statutes.  With  it  lies 
the  power  of  making  Statutes  and  also  of  amending  them,  and, 
under  special  circumstances,  of  amending  the  Charter  itself 
with  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  by  special  Statutes. 

(d)  Description  of  College  Buildings. 

The  main  building  was  taken  on  a  lease  of  60  years 
from  Lord  Penrhyn  at  the  opening  of  the  College,  at  an  annual 
rent  of  £200.  As  made  fit  for  College  purposes,  it  contains  an 
Arts  side,  and  Chemical  and  Physical  Departments,  which  are 
entirely  separated  from  the  Arts  end.  The  Arts  wing  includes  the 
following  rooms : — Lecture  rooms — English,  Greek,  Mathematics, 
Latin,  Hulosophy,  Hebrew,  Modern  languages — seven  private 
rooms  for  the  Professors,  Registrar's  office.  Clerks'  office,  four 
rooms  devoted  to  library  purposes,  Professors'  common  room,  men's 
common  room,  students  smoking  room,  dining  room  (kitchen, 
&c.,  attached),  women's  common  room,  and  private  room  for 
the  Lady  Superintendent  of  women  students.  The  head  porter 
resides  upon  the  College  premises,  but  there  is  no  provision  for 
lodging  students  or  members  of  the  staff.  About  half  an  acre  of 
grouna  attached  to  the  College  is  laid  out  as  a  garden. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building  there  is  a  Biological  Depart- 
ment, in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  sections  of  Botany, 
Zoology,  and  Agriculture,  and  a  large  temporary  structure 
devoted  more  especially  to  the  needs  of  the  Day  Training  Depart- 
ment, but  also  containing  a  hall  for  College  purposes,  capable  of 
accommodating  600  persons. 

The  Physical,  Chemical,  and  Biological  Laboratories  occupy  an 
extensive  area  to  the  west  of  the  inain  buildings  of  the  College, 
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(e.)  Accominodation  of  Students. 

The  establishment  of  a  Day  Training  Department  made  it 
necessary  for  the  College,  in  1895,  to  proviae  at  once  further 
building  accommodation  in  some  form  or  other,  and  the  erection 
of  the  temporary  structure  (of  wood  and  slate)  referred  to  under 
head  (d.)  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  the  minimum   ac- 
commodation for   the   students    now    in  residence.    But    this 
provision,  besides  being  a  makeshift,  is  each  session  proving  more 
and  more  inadequate,  and  the  Collie  authorities  have  now  in 
view  the  erection  of  permanent  buildings  suited  to  the  needs  and 
character  of  the  institution.     In  January,  1900,  the  Court  of 
Governors  of  the  College  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that 
these  buildings  should  be  erected  upon  a  new  site,  the  present 
one  being  inconveniently  situated  and  inadequate  in   extent. 
The  City  Council  of  Bangor  wa«  accordingly  approached,  and  in 
March,  1902,  the  Corporation  formally  offered  the  College,  as  a 
free  gift,  a  valuable  site  of  rather  more  than  ten  acres  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  15,000Z.    This  offer  was,  on 
April  30th,  accepted  by  the  Court  of  Governors.    The  College 
authorities  are  now  engaged  in  the  task  of  raising  the  necessary 
funds  for  new  buildings,  and  a  large  and  representative  Per- 
manent Buildings  Committee  has  been  appointed  for  the  purpose. 
It  is  estimated  that  a  total  sum  of  about  I75,000i  will  he  ulti- 
mately required  and  subscriptions  amounting  to  32,000^  2s.  Id. 
have  already  been  promised.

The  Report  in  each  case  is  for  the  academical 
year  next  following  the  year  for  which  the  Returns 
included  in  the  last  published  Report  were  furnished. 

The  Form  of  "  Heads  for  Return  "  under  which, 
so  far  as  has  been  found  conveniently  possible,  the 
Reports  have  been  compiled  is  printed  on  pages  vii-x. 
This  Form  is  on  substantially  identical  lines  with  the 
one  used  in  previous  years,  but  some  slight  re-arrange- 
ments and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Form 
jfrom  which  the  present  volume  is  compiled.  Of  these, 
apart  from  enquiries  as  to  the  previous  education  of  the 
students  and  the  area  from  which  they  are  drawn,  the 
principal  change  consists  in  an  additional  alternative 
Form  of  Return  (designated  A),  imder  which  is  given,

I. — Preliminary. 


(a)  The  Charter  defines  that  the  University  shall  be  both  a 
Teaching  and  an  Examining  University,  and  shall  further  the 
prosecution  of  original  research  in  all  its  branches. 

(6)  ConstitiUion, — ^The  University  of  Birmingham  was  in- 
corporated bjr  Royal  Charter  on  the  24th  of  March,  1900 ;  and, 
by  the  Birmingham  University  Act,  1900,  Mason  University 
UoUege  was  merged  in  the  University  as  from  the  1st  of  October, 
1900.  The  University  officers  include  the  Chancellor  and  Pro- 
Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Pro-Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Principal,  the  Vice-Principal,  and  Deans  of  each 
of  the  Faculties  within  the  University.  The  Supreme  Governing 
Body  of  the  University  is  the  Court  of  Governors.  The  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  of  the  University  and  of  the 
discipline,  practical  repairs,  business,  and  work  of  the  University, 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the  University,  subject  to  the 
Statutes  and  to  the  control  of  the  Court  of  Governors.  The 
Members  of  the  Council  number  twentv-nine.  The  Senate  of 
the  University  consists  of  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  Deans 
of  Faculties,  and  all  the  Professors  of  the  University,  and, 
subject  to  Statutes  of  the  University  and  the  control  and 
approval  of  the  Council,  the  Senate  has  the  regulation  and 
control  of  the  curriculum  and  education  afforded  by  the 
University  and  the  discipline  of  its  students.  The  Principal  is 
ex'oficio  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  Charter  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  Guild  of  Graduates 
of  the  University  and  a  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  each  of  whom 
shall  have  Representatives  on  the  Court  of  Governors. 

The  Coiurt  of  Governors  consists  of  about  ninety  Life 
Governors ;  of  five  persons  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  City 
of  Birmingham  ;  of  Representatives  of  County  Councils,  and 
of  other  local  authorities  in  the  coimties  of  Warwickshire, 
Worcestershire,  Staffordshire,  Shropshire,  Leicestershire,  Derbv- 
shire,  and  Rutlandshire;  of  representatives  appointed  by  tfie 
Chancellor  for  the  time  being  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,London, Wales, Victoria  University,  and  the  University 
of  Birmingham ;  of  Representatives  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  London  and  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England ;  of  ten  of  the  Members  of  Parliament  in 
the  seven  counties  above-mentioned ;  of  a  number  of  Govemorp, 
eX'Ojfficio,  and  of  Governors  representative  of  Public  Schools,  and 
Municipal  Societies  and  Institutions ;  and  of  the  Principal,  Vice- 
Principal,  Deans  of  Faculties,  and  Professors  of  the  University.

The  Council  consists  of  about  twenty-eight  persons,  including 
the  University  officers,  at  least  twelve  raemoers  ol  the  Court 
appointed  by  the  Court,  and  five  persons  appointed  by  the 
Birmingham  City  Council  to  be  members  of  the  Court. 

(c)  Buildings  in  the  City, — The  site  extends  from  Edmimd 
Street  to  Great  Charles  Street,  and  comprises  about  an  acre  of 
land,  with  a  frontage  of  150  feet  in  rldmund  Street,  and  a 
depth  of  313  feet.  The  building,  which  is  of  great  solidity  and 
excellent  workmanship,  cost  65,0002.,  and  additions  recently 
completed  have  involved  a  further  expenditure  of  about  15,000l 
Part  only,  however,  of  the  new  buildings  are  used  in  the 
Faculties  of  Science,  Arts  and  Commerce. 

The  whole  of  the  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold  land 
forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

JBuUdings  at  Bov/mbrook. — Additional  buildings  have  been 
erected  or  are  in  course  of  erection  upon  a  freehold  site  of 
about  twenty-five  acres  at  Bournbrook,  three  miles  from  the 
centre  of  the  City  of  Birmingham,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about 
350,000i.  The  Departments  of  En^eering  (Civil,  Mechanical 
and  Electrical),  Metallurgy,  and  Mining,  are  already  housed 
in  these  buildings,  which  will  also  include  a  University  Hall,  to 
be  used  on  ceremonial  and  other  occasions.

Regulations  for  Degrees  in  the  Faculties  of  Science,  Arts  and 

Commerce. 

No  undergraduate  can  obtain  a  degree  without  attendance  upon 
certain  prescribed  courses  of  study  m  the  University,  extenolng 
over  a  period  of  at  least  three  sessions  after  matriculatipn ;  ana 
no  attendance  upon  lectures  in  the  University  prior  to  matricula- 
tion will  be  accepted  as  any  part  of  the  qualification  necessary 
for  a  degree  without  special  leave  from  the  Senate.  The  work  of 
candidates  is  estimatea  (1)  by  means  of  periodical  exercises,  class 
examinations,  and  inspection  of  laboratory  note-books  throughout 
the  session,  and  (2)  by  means  of  examinations  at  the  end  of  the 
session,  and  the  same  total  of  marks  is  obtainable  in  each  of 
these  two  portions  of  the  student's  work.  At  the  tod  of  each 
session  every  undergraduate  is  required  to  present  a  certificate  of 
Qualification,  stating  that  he  has  attended  to  the  satisfaction  of 
tne  Professors  concerned  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  lectures, 
laboratory  and  exercise  classes,  and  that  he  has  passed  such 
class  examinations  and  performed  such  other  exercises  as  his 
teachers  majr  prescribe  in  connexion  with  their  own  courses,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty,  before  being  admitted  to  the 
University  examination. 

Begvlations  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Degrees. 

The  University  confers  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of 
Medicine  (M.B.  and  M.D.)  and  ofTBachelor  and  Master  of  Surgery 
(Ch.B.  and  Ch.M.).  The  course  for  the  Bachelors'  degrees  extends

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over  five  years  from  the  date  of  registration  with  the  Greneral 
Medical  Council. 

■  As  a  rule  the  first  four  of  these  years  must  be  spent  in  the 
University,  but  the  Senate  has  power  of  recognising  attendance 
at  another  University  as  part  of  the  attendance  qualifying  Tor 
these  degrees  and  oi  recognising  examinations  passed  at  such 
other  Universities  as  exempting  from  the  examinations  in 
Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Elementary  Biology.  In  the  case  ot 
such  students  at  least  three  years  must  be  spent  in  attendance 
upon  classes  at  the  University.  The  fifth  year  may  be  spent  at 
any  other  school  or  schools  of  medicine  recognised  oy  the 
University. 

Candidates  are  allowed  to  enter  for  Part  L  of  the  First  Pro- 
fessional M.B.,  Ch.B.  Examination  (Chemistry  and  Physics)  before 
commencing  residence  at  the  University,  provided  that  they  have 
already  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  or  some  Pre- 
liminary Examination  accepted  by  the  University  in  lieu  of  its 
Matriculation,  such  candidates  to  be  eligible  for  the  Final 
Examination  for  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  after  four  years  residence  in  the 
University,  and  by  producing  evidence  that  they  have  been 
registered  Medical  students  by  the  General  Medical  Council  for 
a  period  of  five  years. 

Candidates  for  the  degrees  must  have  complied  wit/i  the 
foUovnng  regulations : — 

They  must  have  passed  (a)  the  Matriculation  Examination 
of  the  University  in  Chemistry  or  Experimental  Mechanics, 
English  Language,  Literature  and  History ;  Latin ;  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  one  other  fdreign  language ;  or  (b)  some  other 
examination  recognised  as  equivalent  to  the  Matriculation. 

The  following  Ordinances  deal  with  the  conditions  of  tenure 
of  Professorships  and  other  Teacherships,  and  of  entrance  for 
Students:— 

The  manner  of  appointment  and  the  duties  of  the  Professors, 
Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  External  Examiners  and  Librarian, 
shall  in  each  case  oe  determined  by  the  Council  after  report 
thereon  by  the  Senate. 

The  emoluments,  allowances  and  salaries  of  the  OflScers  of  the 
University,  its  Professors,  Lecturers,  Teaching  Staff,  Secretary 
Registrar,  and  servants  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council 

Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers  shall  hold  office  during 
good  behaviour,  but  may  be  removed  by  the  Council  for  good 
cause  as  defined  bv  the  SUitutes  of  the  University;  provided 
also  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Senate,  either  on  its  own 
initiative  or  upon  request  by  the  Council,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  case  of  any  Professor  or  Independent  Lecturer, 
and  for  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present  and 
voting  at  a  duly  convened  meeting  of  the  Senate  (such  voting 
to  be  oy  ballot),  to  represent  to  the  Council  that  in  the  generw 
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interest  of  the  University  or  for  some  special  reason  it  is 
desirable  that  the  engagement  of  any  Professor  or  Independent 
Lecturer  should  be  &termined,  and  upon  receipt  of  such 
representation  the  Council  may  terminate  the  engagement  of 
such  Professor  or  Lecturer  by  six  months'  notice  in  writing. 

The  engagements  of  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  (other 
than  Professors  and  Independent  Lecturers)  and  of  the 
Secretary,  Kegistrar,  officers  and  servants  of  the  University  may, 
subject  to  any  special  provision  in  the  terms  of  their 
engagements,  respectively,  be  determined  by  three  months' 
notice  in  writing  on  either  side. 

Every  person  who  has  been  matriculated  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  membership  of  the  University  and  of  the 
Guild  of  Undergraduates,  so  long  as  he  is  in  actual  attendance 
on  a  course  of  study  in  the  University  approved  by  a  Faculty  of 
the  University,  but  no  longer. 

The  University  may  admit  all  persons  who  shall  have  satisfied 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescrioed  by  regulations  to  any  of 
the  courses  of  study  ofiored  by  the  University,  although  they 
have  not  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  or  any 
examination  exempting  from  the  Matriculation  Examination ; 
but  such  students  shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  matriculated  or  to 
be  members  of  the  Guild  of  Undergraduates,  nor  shall  they  be 
entitled  to  wear  the  academic  dress  prescribed  for  Under- 
graduates.

University  ExtensiAm. 

After  some  years  of  experimental  work  the  University  is  now 
proceeding  on  an  organised  plan  which  briefly  is  the  constitution 
of  local  committees  to  organise  centres,  in  the  first  instance  in 
the  near  neighbourhood  of  Birmingham,  and  then  gradually 
extending  outwards.  Seven  such  centres  are  now  either  working 
actively  or  on  the  point  of  commencing. 

All  those  working  this  Session  have  enjoyed  a  remarkable 
success.  Lectures  can  now  be  arranged  by  tne  Extension  Com- 
mittee on  all  Scientific  Subjects,  Arts,  Literature  and  History. 

Course  of  Social  Stvxly, 

An  experiment  has  been  tried  of  giving  five  sets  of  lectures  on 
Social  Subjects.  The  Course  lasted  throughout  last  Session  and 
was  very  successful.  This  year  the  Workers'  Education  Associa- 
tion requested  that  a  similar  Course  might  be  given  to  working 
men  in  the  evening.  Up  to  date  (December  20th)  10  lectures 
have  been  given — tne  audiences  of  working  men  have  averaged 
300,  and  have  followed  the  lectures  most  intelligently;  a  very 
satisfactory  feature  being  discussions  after  each  lecture  and  a 
goo(i  amount  of  paper  work.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 


There  are  no  hostels  for  men  students  at  present  connected 
with  the  University.  A  hostel  for  women  stuaents  was  opened 
in  October,  1904. 

The  University  does  not  provide  any  accommodation  for 
residence  of  students,  but  a  list  of  approved  lodgings  is  kept  by 
the  Secretary  for  their  use. 

The  charges  made  by  the  owners  of  lodjEfing-houses  vary  from 
25s,  to  2L  2«.  per  week  for  board  and  lodgmg.

No  denominational  or  religious  test  is  demanded  from  or 
applicable  to  any  member  of  tne  teaching  staff,  or  any  of  the 
students. 

IX. — Rblations  with  othbr  Bodies. 

^  The  University  is  in  touch  with  a  number  of  Public  and 
Secondary  Schools  in  the  Midlands  with  a  view  to  their  scholars 
preparing  for  entrance  to  the  University,  and  particularly  has 
oiganizea  a  School  Leaving  Examination  which  under  specified 
conditions  is  accepted  in  heu  of  the  Matriculation  Exanmiation. 
The  University  further  undertakes. the  inspection  of  the  Schools 
mentioned  above  and  presents  reports  theron. 

Education  Authorities  in  Birmingham  and  in  the  adjoining 
counties  offer  numerous  Scholarships^  tenable  in  the  University, 
and  in  many  instances  the  University  is  represented  on  the 
Authority  by  a  nominee.  The  University  undertakes  the  examin- 
ation of  Candidates  for  such  Scholarships. 

The  I]^y  Training  Collies  for  men  and  women  students  are 
conducted  imder  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  University  is  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as 
an  Inspecting  Agency  for  Secondary  Schools  under  the  Board 
of  Education  Act,  1899. 

X. -OTHER  INFORMATION. 
Faculty  of  Medicine. 

This  faculty  was  transferred  from  Queen's  College,  Birming- 
ham, on  the  Ist  of  October,  1892. 

The  total  number  of  individual  students  attending  classes  in 
the  Medical  Faculty  during  the  year  1904-1905  was  180. 

The  existing  accommodation  m  the  college  buildings  is  suffi- 
cient ior  about  double  the  number  now  attending. 

The  University  does  not  provide  accommodation  for  residence 
of  medical  students,  but  the  Secretary  keeps  a  list  of  approved 
lodgings. 

The  whole  of  the  medical  buildings  are  erected  upon  freehold 
land  forming  part  of  the  endowment. 

The  staff  consists  of  18  Professors,  22  Lecturers,  and  11 
Demonstratora

I. — Membership  Fees, 

Ck)mposition  Students  on  entering  pay  a  Membership  Fee  of 
£3  38.,  which  admits  diem  to  the  TJmversity  for  live  years.  At 
the  exmration  of  this  period  they  may,  at  tne  discretion  of  the 
Dean,  be  called  upon  to  pay  tne  membership  fees  demanded 
from  occasional  students. 

Occasional  or  Class  Students  are  required  to  pay  £1  Is.  for 
each  Winter  Session  and  10&  6d.  for  each  Sunuoier  Session 
during  which  they  are  in  att^idance  at  the  TJuiveruty. 

//. — Composition  Fee. 

The  Composition  Fee,  £85,  is  inclusive  and  payable  in  four 
annual  instalments,  viz.:— £25,  £25,  £15,  and  £20  at  the 
commencement  of  each  year.  This  fee  covers  -all  tile  oomse^ 
necessary  for  the  Degrees  of  this  and  other  Universities,  and 
the  ordinary  qualifications  of  the  Licensing  Boards.  It  does  not 
include,  however,  courses  foY  PubKfe  Health  Diplomas,  nor  tJiose 
for  the  PreUmiriary  Scientific  Examination  of  the  UniVertiKj^of 
London,  nor  the  aaditional  courses  required  for  the  FelloKp^ 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  other  intch  l^tm 
diplomas  and  di^prees.

L— ^Preuminart. 

(1) — Origin. 


The  University  comprises  (1)  The  Leeds  School  of  Medicine, 
founded  in  1881,  and  the  Yorkshire  College  established  (first  as 
a  College  of  Science)  in  1874,  which  became  united  in  1884. 
From  J  887  to  1903  the  Yorkshire  College  formed  part  of  the 
Victoria  University;  from  October  1908  until  April  1904  it  was 
associated  with  the  Owens  College  in  the  Victona  University  ot 
Manchester ;  and  in  1904  it  became  an  independent  University, 
with  the  name  of  "The  University  of  Leeds,"  the  Yorkshire 
College  being  merged  in  the  University  by  Act  of  Parliament 
passeS  in  the  same  year. 

(2)— Objects, 

The  objects  of  the  University  are  not  defined  in  the  Charter, 
but  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Charter  upon  the  University  are 
mainly  (1)  to  confer  D^ees,  Diplomas,  etc.;  (2)  "to  provide 
for  instruction  in  such  branches  of  learning  as  t]xe  University 
may  think  fit,  and  also  to  make  provision  for  research  and  for 
the  advancement  and  dissemination  of  knowledge";  (3)  to  examine 
and  inspect  schools  and  to  provide  Extension  Lectures ;  (4)  to 
affiliate  other  Colleges  or  Institutions ;  and  (5)  "  to  do  all  such 
other  acts  and  things,  whether  incidental  to  the  powers  aforesaid 
or  not,  as  may  be  reauisite  in  order  to  further  the  objects  of  the 
University  as  a  teacning  and  examining  body,  and  to  cultivate 
and  promote  Arts,  Science  and  Learning." 

(8) — Cmifititut  ion, 

Tlie  Authorities  of  the  University  are  the  Chancellor,  the 
Pro-Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Pro- Vice- Chancellor, 
the  Court,  the  Council,  the  Senate,  the  Facultias,  the  Boards  ot 
Faculties,  and  the  Convocation. 

The  Court  is  the  governing  body  of  the  University.  It 
consists  of  the  Chanceflor,  Pro-Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Treasui'er ;  of  representatives  of  (1)  County  and  Countv  Borough 
Councils  in  Yorkshire ;  (2)  certain  Associations  which  have 
contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  College ;  (3)  the  Faculties  and 
Convocation ;  (4)  certain  Universities  and  Schools ;  of  members 
of  the  Council;  of  those  who  were  Life  Governors  of  the 
Yorkshire  College;  of  donors  of  1,000?.;  of  three  persons 
appointed  by  the  Crown ;  and  of  ten  persons  elected  iby  the 
Court. 
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'  The  Council  is  the  executive  body  of  the  Univenity.  It 
consists  of  the  Chancellor,  Pro-Chancdlor,  Vice-Chanoellor,  tad 
Treasurer ;  of  representatives  (1)  of  Coun^  and  County  Borouflh 
Councils;  (2)  of  the  Cloth  workers'  dompany;  (3)  of  toe 
Faculties ;  and  (4)  of  Convocation ;  of  one  member  appointed 
by  the  Crown,  and  of  twdve  dected  by  the  Court 

The  Senate,  subject  to  review  by  the  Court,  has  the  control 
and  general  reg^ulation  of  the  academicrwork  in  the  Umversity. 
It  consists  of  tne  Yice-Chancellor,  the  Professors,  and  not  more 
than  three  other  members  of  the  Boatds  of  Faculties  appointed 
by  the  Court. 

(a)  The  princinal  University  buildings,  all  of  which  are  free* 
hold  and  are  hela  by  the  University  in  its  coi*porate  name,  consist 
of  two  blocks : — 

^i)  The  College  Road  block,  in  which  all  the  work  of  the 
University  is  carried  on,  except  the  professional  teaching  of 
medical  students,  and  the  expemnental  and  demonstrative  work 
of  the  Agricultural  Department.  These  buildings,  with  their 
fittings  and  the  building  site,  together  with  the  land  available 
for  further  buildings,  have  cost  tne  University  about  204,0001. 
of  which  70,000{.  nas  been  centributed  by  the  CSothworkfers' 
Company  of  London  for  the  accommodation  of  the  teelinkml 
departments  in  which  that  Company  is  specially  interested^and  t^ 
remainder  has  been  contributed  hjr  the  founders  and  supporlets  of 
the  Yorkshire  College,  who  are  chiefly  resident  in  Torkmira 

The  Collie  Road  buildings  include  a  laige  examination  hall, 
a  librarv  whidi  is  also  used  as  a  reading-room ;  laboratories,  sonie 
of  the  oest  arranged  of  their  kind  to  be  found  in  any  institution, 
for  the  practical  teaching  of  all  the  various  sdences  comprised  in 
the  University  cm^^ncida ;  large  and  small  lecture  and  class-i\x)ms ; 
drawing  offices,  &c.  Excluding  professors'  or  lecturers*  private 
rooms,  council  room  and  offices,  there  are  84  rooms  in  this  block 
used  for  teaching  purposes.  The  number  of  students  who  could 
be  accommodated  in  them  has  not  been  precisely  ascertained, 
but  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  departments,  which  are 
nearly  or  quite  fun,  a  larger  number  than  those  actualfy  in 
attendance  nas  been  provided  for. 

(ii^  The  Medical  School,  at  Mount  Pleasant,  in  immediate 
proxunity  to  the  Leeds  Qeneral  Infirmary.  This  block  has, 
mcluding  site,  cost  the  University  50,0002.,  and  provides  ample 
space  and  adequate  teaching  apparatus  for  the  professioDal 
training  of  medical  studenta 

(6)  The  practical  work  of  the  Ag^cultural  D^rtment  is  carried 
on  at  Garforth  (about  seven  miles  distant  from  Leeds)  on  a 
farm  of  mixed  arable  and  grass  land  of  upwards  of  30O  acres 
which  has  been  provided  for  educational  purposes  by  the  Joist 
Agricultural  Council  of  the  three  Ridings  of  Yorkshire, 
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(c)  The  University  is  not  a  residential  institution,  but  certain 
membdn  of  the  Court  have  buitt  a  hostel  for  the  residence  of  30 
aiudento.  This  building  belongs  to  a  limited  company.  Other 
residential  accommodation  for  University  students  is  provided 
by  means  of  lodgings,  which  are  placed  upon  the  register^  after 
a  Committee  has  been  satisfied  of  the  suitability  ottJbte  house- 
J^^ners  and  pf  the  sanitary  and  other  conditions  of  the  houses.' 
Students,  unJesfe  they  belong  to  the  Leeds  Day  Training  Collie, 
are,  however,  not  under  tne  obligation  to  reside  in  such 
registered  lodgings. 

(d)  About  6  acres  of  land  at  Headingley  have  been  purchased 
by  the  University  for  students'  use  as  a  recreation  ground. 


II.— Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  University  Faculties  are  those  of  Arts  ^includinff  Laws  and 
Commerce),  Science,  Technology,  and  Medicine  ana  Surgery. 
Degrees  in  these  faculties  and  diplomas  in  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
are  conferred  under  the  following  conditions  r— 

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  in  Arts,  Science,  Law 
OF  Oonunerce  are  required  to  have  completed,  after  Matriculation, 
not  less  than  three  yeats  of  studjr.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  and  Surg^  and  in  Dental  Surgery  five  years' 
attandanee  is  rmuired.  Cfandidates  for  the  Ordmaiy  Degree  of 
B.A.,  B^SCi  LL.B.,  or  B.  Com.  are  reauired  to  pass  an  Inter- 
mediate and  a  Final  Examination.  Tnere  are  special  courses 
and  examinations  for  the  Honours  Degree  of  B. A.  (which  may  be 
taken  in  any  of  the  following :  (1)  Classics,  (2)  English  Lan^age 
and  Literature,  (3)  Modem  Languages  and  Literatures,  (4)  History, 
(5)  Philosophy  or  Economic  ana  Political  Science),  and  the 
Honours  Degree  of  B.Sc.  (which  may  be  taken  in  Mathematics, 


Manu&cture],  Applied  Ctemistry  [Colour  Chemistry  and  Dyeing] 
or  Agriculture).  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  M.B.  and  Ch.fi., 
or  for  the  Degree  of  B.Ch,D.  are  required  to  pass  a  First,  a 
Second,  and  a  Final  Examination.  The  University  also  confers 
the  D^rees  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Science,  Master  of 
Surgery,  Doctor  of  Letters,  Doctor  of  Science,  Doctor  of  Ijaws 
and  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  requirements  for  the  Diploma  in  Public  Health  and  that 
in  Dental  Surgery  are  similar  to  those  of  other  examining  bodies. 
For  the  Diplomas  in  Goal  Mining,  Dyeing,  Civil  Engmeering, 
Electrial  Enrineering  Mechanical  Engineering,  Leather  Manu- 
&cture  and  Textilelndu^tries  a  course  of  three  years  is  usually 
raquired.  Diplomas  are  also  awarded  in  Education,  in  Commerce, 
for  Teachers  of  French,  and  for  Teachers  of  German.

Total — 129  persons,  in  addition  to  the  office  staffs  librarians, 
housekeepers,  and  other  workpeople  not  enumemted  above. 

The  remuneration  of  professors  now  consists  of  fixed  stijx^nds 
which  vary  from  400Z.  to  1.000/.  a  j'-ear.  Lecturers*  salaries  range 
from  200/.  to  460/.  Tlie  salaries  of  assistant  lecturers  and 
demonstrators  vary  from  100/.  to  260/.  a  year. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  and  particulars  of  entrance  and 
scholarship  examinations  are  contained  in  the  University 
Calendar. 

The  length  of  the  session  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science, 
&c.,  is  33  weeks,  divided  into  three  terms,  for  day  students,  and 
26  weeks  for  evening  students.  Work  in  Evening  Classes  does 
not  qualify  for  a  degree  or  diploma.  In  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  the  session  is  the  customary  academic  year  for  medical 
students  of  about  38  weeks. 

In  addition  to  the  classes  held  in  the  University  itself,  classes 
in  Law  are  taken  during  the  first  and  second  tenns  at  Hull,  and 
a  considerable  part  of  the  Agricultural  Course  is  given  at  the 
Manor  Farm  at  Garforth.  Extension  Lectures  under  a  special 
scheme  are  also  provided. 


III. — Students.

1904-5  was  1,326,  of  whom  486  were  evening  students  and  7 
wore  in  attendance  on  short  courses  only  of  day  lectures.

The  composition 
fee  for  the  entire  M.B.  course  is  971.  0«.  6d.  The  fees  for  a  full 
yesar's  course  in  one  of  the  applied  sciences  vary  from  25Z.  to  SOL, 
with  the  exception  of  Agriculture,  for  which  the  fee  is  151,  The 
fees  above-mentioned  are  exclusive  of  entrance  fee,  University 
Union  fee,  examination  fees  and  degree  fees.  The  total  amount 
received  from  students  for  University  teaching  (excluding 
examination  and  other  fees)  for  session  1904-5  was  12,6902.,  of 
which  the  fees  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science,  &c.,  amounted 
to  11,218Z.,  and  those  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  to  1,4722. 

The  information  possessed  by  the  University  as  to  the  previous 
education  of  students  is  not  very  full,  but  about  70  per  cent,  of 
the  registered  day  students  are  Kno\yn  to  have  attenaed  Second- 
ary Schools.  The  University  has  no  information  as  to  the 
previous  education  of  evening  students.

IV. — Fellowships,  Scholarships,  and  Exhibitions. 

Particulars  of  tenure  and  conditions  of  fellowships,  scholar- 
ships, and  exhibitions,  and  as  to  the  provision  made  for  post- 
gra!auates  are  contained  in  the  University  Calendar.

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Most  of  the  above  Scholarships  were  established  by  private 
benefection.  The  Entrance  Scholarships  are,  as  a  rule,  awarded 
on  the  results  of  the  Matriculation  Examination. 

The.  provision  made  for  post-graduate  work  is  as  follows : — 

The  University  awards  annually  a  certain  number  of  Fellow- 
ships and  Scholarships  to  students  who  have  shown  special  merit 
in  the  Honours  Degree  Examinations,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
them  to  prosecute  research  and  study  of  a  post-graduate  charac- 
ter. Fellowships  are  of  the  value  of  lOOZ.,  and  the  Scholarships 
501.  or  25iw  There  is,  in  addition,  a  Research  Scholarship  of 
601.  for  one  year  in  Dyeing,  also  awarded  on  the  results  of  the 
Degree  Examinations.

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VIII. — Denominational  or  Religious  Tests. 

There  are  no  denominational  or  religious  tests  whatever  de- 
manded from  or  applicable  to  any  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  or  any  of  the  students. 

By  the  Charter  of  the  University  it  is  provided — 

•  "  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Court,  by  any  Statute  or 
otherwise,  to  adopt  or  impose  on  any  person  any  test  whatever 
of  religious  beliet  or  profession  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  be 
admittm  as  a  Professor,  Teacher,  Student,  or  Member  of  the 
University,  or  to  hold  office  therein,  or  to  graduate  thereat,  or  to 
enjoy  or  exercise  any  privilqs^  thereoC" 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(a)  The  Entrance  Examination  to  the  University  is  the 
Examination  of  the  Joint  Matriculation  Board  of  the  Univer- 
sities of  Manchester,  Liverpool,  Leeds  and  Sheffield. 

New  Ordinances  dealing  with  specific  subjects  have  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Universities  ot  Manchester  and  Liverpool 
before  they  can  come  into  operation. 

The  College  of  the  Resurrection  at  Mirfield,  and  the  Technical 
Collie  of  Huddersfield  are  affiliated  to  the  University  and  a 
part  of  the  course  of  study  requisite  for  a  degree  may  tie  taken 
at  those  colleges. 

The  University  is  represented  upon  the  Governing  bodies 
of  the  most  important  Secondary  Schools  of  the  county. 

(b)  The  County  Councils  of  the  North,  East  and  West 
Ridings  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Agricultural 
work  of  the  University,  and  elect  scholars  to  attend  University 
Classes,  both  ior  degrees  and  for  special  agricultural  training. 

The  East  and  West  Riding  County  Coimcils  also  make  grants 
out  of  rates  in  support  of  the  University  generally,  and  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  makes  special  grants  for  mmfng  and 
other  subjects. 

The  Leeds  City  Council  also  makes  a  grant  in  aid  of  the 
University  and^  nominates  to  scholarships.  A  scheme  of  co- 
ordination of  Evening  classes  for  the  whole  city  has  lately  been 
adopted  in  which  the  Evening  Classes  of  the  University  are 
comprised. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Agriculture  inspects  the  work  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  and  makes  an  annual  giant  of  1,00W.  in 
support  of  it.

I.— Phblimihabt. 


(a)    Objects  of  the  University. 

The  Uniyersity  shall,  so  far  as  and  to  the  full  extent  which 
its  resources  from  time  to  time  penniti  provide  for : — 

(a)  lastniction  and  teaching  in  every  Faculty. 

(b)  Such  infltructicn  in  all  branches  of  Education  as  may  enable 

students  to  become  proficient  in  and  qualify  for  Degrees,  Diplomas 
and  Certificates  in  Arts,  Science,  Meoicine,  Law,  Engineering,  and 
all  other  branches  of  knowledge. 

(c)  Such  instruction,  whether  theoretical,  technical,  artistic,  or  other- 

wise, as  may  be  of  service  to  persons  engaged  in,  or  about  to 
engage  in  education,  or  in  the  commerce,  manufactiires,  industrial 
or  artistic  pursoits  of  the  City  of  .Liverpool,  and  the  a4jacent 
Counties  and  Districts. 

(d)  Facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  original  research  in  Arts,  Science, 
Medicine,  Law  and  Engineering,  and  in  all  other  branches  of 
knowledge. 

(e)  Such  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  Exhibitions,  PrijESS  and  rewards, 

and  pecuniary  and  other  aids  as  shall  facilitate  or  encourage 
proficiency  in  the  subjects  taught  in  the  University,  and  also 
original  research  in  all  such  subjects. 

(/)  Such  extra -university  instruction  and  teaching  as  may  be 
sanctioned  by  Ordinances. 


(6)  ConstittUion, 

The  supreme  governing  body  is  the  Court  of  Grovemors,  while 
very  large  executive  powers  are  entrusted  to  the  Council  (mainly 
composed  of  elected  representatives  of  the  Grovemors),  and  the 
Senate  (consistii^s^  of  Professors),  upon  whom  in  their  respec- 
tive spheres  rests  the  responsibility  for  the  practical  working 
of  the  University. 
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The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  —  the  Chancellor,  t  h 
Pro-Chancellors,  the  Vice-Chancollor,  and  the  Treasure  r 
members  for  life  (80)  ;  Representative  Governors,  appointed  by 
Public  Bodies,  Universities,  and  others  (52) ;  Members  of  Par- 
liament, ex  officio  (10)  and  by  appointment  (12) ;  Members  ex 
offijcio  (86) ;  Members  appoint&d  for  a  period  by  theOourt  (11) ; 
tne  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Senate,  the  Deans  of  Faculties, 
the  Registrar  and  the  Librarian. 

The  Council  includes  6  Members  ex  ojjUciOy  15  elected  hy  the 
Court,  5  appointed  hy  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of 
Liverpool,  6  representmg'the  Senate  and  the  Faculties  of  the 
University,  and  1  appointed  by  Convocation.

II. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  Staff  consists  of  31  Professors,  1  Honorary  Assistant 
Professor,  7  Readers,  89  Lecturers  and  Assistant  Lecturers, 
Demonstrators,  and  Junior  ^issistants  {see  Schedule  G  for 
Salaries,  etc.,  page  60). 

Payment  of  Staff. 

1.  Profesaorships, — It  is  laid  down  (a)  that  in  ordinary 
cases  the  emoluments  of  a  Chair  snould  be  a  fixed 
amount  of  5002.,  with  one-tliird  of  the  fees,  but  that  when  a 
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total  of  1,000{.  a  year  is  reached,  no  further  increase  should  be 
made,  all  fees  in  excess  of  that  amount  passing  to  the  University ; 
and  that  the  emoluments  of  a  Professor  shall,  as  a  general  rule, 
be  not  less  than  600^.  per  annum,  the  payments,  if  any,  to  a 
Professor  as  Internal  Examiner  bein^  reckoned  in  such  emolu- 
ments for  this  purpose ;  {h)  that  while  the  above  terms  should 
in  general  be  adopted,  full  liberty  should  be  reserved  to  the 
Council  upon  making  any  appointment  of  a  Professor,  whether 
for  life  or  for  a  term,  to  aaopt  conditions  differing  from  the 
general  rule  above  stated,  having  the  effect  of  increasing  or 
diminishing  the  emolument  in  any  case  in  which  it  shall  ap]^ear 
to  them  expedient  to  do  so ;  (c)  that  in  the  case  of  any  appomt- 
ment  it  should  be  understood  that  nothing  in  the  terms  of 
agreement  is  in  any  way  to  affect  the  power  of  the  University 
to  subdivide  the  duties  attached  to  any  Professorship  by  trans- 
ferring any  part  of  such  duties  to  any  Professorship  or  Lecture- 
ship subsequently  created,  although  such  change  might  affect 
prejudicially  the  share  of  fees  of  any  existing  Professorship. 

2.  Lectv/reships, — The  general  rule  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts, 
Science,  and  Engineering,  is  as  follows : — (a)  That  Lecturers  in 
charge  of  Departments  who  devote  substantially  their  whole 
time  to  their  University  duties  should  receive  a  fixed  stipend 
of  not  less  than  250/.  per  annum,  rising,  on  special  recom- 
mendation, to  350i.,  together  with  one-third  share  of  fees ;  (6) 
that  Lecturers  in  charge  of  Departments  whose  time  is  not  so 
required  should  receive  such  snare  of  fees  as  the  Council  may 
determine  in  each  case,  with  or  without  stipend ;  (c)  that  in  the 
case  of  Lecturers  not  in  charge  of  Departments,  the  Senate 
when  recommending  the  appointment43  should  suggest,  in  each 
case,  the  remuneration. 

3.  Assistant  Lectv/reahips  and  oilier  Assistant  Staff. — ^The 
general  rule  is  (a)  that  the  assistant  staff,  whether  Assis- 
tant Lecturers,  Demonstrators,  or  Tutors,  should  receive  no 
share  of  fees,  and  should  be  paid  through  the  Office  for  all 
University  work;  (6)  that  the  salary  of  each  member  of  the 
assistant  staff  should  be  reported  annually  when  applications  are 
made  for  grants;  (c)  that  the  salary  of  such  members  of  the 
assistant  staff  should,  as  a  rule,  be  not  less  than  1501.  per  annum, 
and  not  more  than  2001. ;  but  that  in  cases  where  the  service 
required  is  slight,  the  salary  might  be  less  than  1502. 

Degrees. 
Every  candidate  for  a  degree  in  the  University  of  Liverpool 
must  (a)  have  passed  the  examination  of  the  Joint  Matriculation 
Board,  or  such  other  examination  as  may  be  recognised  bv  the 
Board  in  place  thereof;  (b)  furnish  certificates  of  attendance 
upon  approved  courses  of  study  during  each  of  three  sessions, 
subsequent  to  matriculation^  to  qualify  for  admission  to  the  ex- 
aminations in  the  Faculties  of  Arts,  Science,  Law,  and  Engineer- 
ing; and  during  five  sessions  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine; 
(c)  satisfy  the  Examiners  ip  the  prescribed  exam.ination& 
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See  Calendar,  Ed.  19u5,  for  Ordinances  aid  Regulations  for   the 
granting  of  the  following  Degi-ees,  Diplomas  and  Certificates  :—

Length  of  Session  {Day  Classes). 
Arts,  Science,  Iaiw,  and  Engineering. — Three  terms — ^varying 
from  10  to  12  weeks  each — average  about  11  weeks  each. 
Medicine. — ^Winter  session,  October  3  to  end  of  March. 

Summer  session,  May  1  to  end  of  July. 
Summer  vacation  courses  are  arranged  in  Engineering. 
Evening  Classes. — Three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each. 

The  University  Exten^imi   Work  of  the  University 
of  Liverpool. 

This  work  is  administered  by  two  Committees,  an  Academic 
and  an  Executive  Committee.  The  Academic  Committee  con- 
sists of  representatives  of  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science,  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  together  with  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Secretary  ex  o^io.  The  Academic  Committee  has  the 
function  of  approving  lecturers,  appointing  examiners,  and 
granting  certificates ;  it  fixes  the  fees  chaiged  to  Centres  and 
negotiates  with  other  Universities.  The  Ibcecutive  Committee 
organises  Centres  and  fixes  the  fees  payable  to  lecturers.  The 
Council  is  a  body  representing  educational  organisations  in  the 
district  which  acts  through  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
necessary  funds  are  provided  by  subscriptions  of  members  of 
this  Society,  by  commissions  on  fees  charged  to  Centres,  and 
by  a  grant  from  the  University. 

During  the  session  1904-5  six  months  were  added  to  the 
financial  year  of  the  Society  in  order  to  make  it  correspond  with 
the  Academic  year  of  the  University.  The  most  important 
business  of  the  year  was  the  conclusion  of  negotiations  with  the 
Boa^  of  Education,  whereby  the  Academic  Committee  was 
enabled  to  grant  certificates  to  uncertificated  teachers  in  elemen- 
tary schools  after  an  approved  course  of  study  and  an  approved, 
examination.  These  certificates  are  recognised  by  the  ^ard  of 
Education  as  exempting  from  examination  in  the  corresponding 
subjects  of  the  Board's  Certificate  Examination.  One  Centre 
where  this  work  is  carried  on  has  been  established  at  Blackburn. 

Four  Centres,  three  in  Liverpool  and  one  in  Blackburn,  for 
Pupil  Teachers  were  working  during  the  session  1904-5,  and  242 
candidates  passed  the  exammation  for  the  certificate  which  was 
recognised  oy  the  Board  of  Education  as  exempting  from  the 
corresponding  subject  in  the  King's  Scholarship  examination. 
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The  Board  has  since  oeased  to  recognise  these  certificates.  Short 
courses  of  lectures  were  delivered  to  students  in  Training  Colleges 
at  Bangor  and  Warrington. 

A  Centre  for  the  instruction  of  Midwives  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  1902,  was  organised  in  Ashton-in-Makerfield. 

A  short  course  on  "Some  Principles  of  Education"  was 
organised  for  Sunday  School  Teachers  in  Liverpool ;  there  was 
an  average  attendance  of  612  at  these  lectures. 

In  adoition  short  courses  of  lectures  to  the  general  public  were 
delivered  at  18  centres  of  the  usual  type ;  altogether  courses  were 
arranged  at  30  different  centres  and  15  lecturers  were  engaged 
in  the  work,  of  whom  7  were  members  of  the  University  of 
Liverpool,  and  8  were  lecturers  brought  from  outside.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

Two  Halls  of  Residence  have  been  established  in  connexion 
with  the  University  under  the  control  of  Resident  Wardens  and 
separate  Committees,  one  for  men  and  the  other  for  women :  in 
the  former  the  inclusive  fees  for  board  and  residence  are  from 
258.  to  308.  a  week,  or  42i.  per  session :  in  the  latter,  which  is 
also  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  providing  accom- 
modation for  women  students  in  training,  the  fees  are  from  35 
guineas  to  43  ^neas  per  session,  according  to  the  rooms 
required.  A  third  Hall,  managed  by  the  Board  of  the  Day 
Traimng  College,  is  the  Ash  ton  Sathbone  Hostel.  This  is  recog- 
nised by  the  Board  of  Education  as  providing  accommodation 
for  17  men  students.  The  annual  fee  payable  by  such  students, 
includmg  the  fee  to  the  Training  College,  is  £15. 

A  register  of  approved  lodgings  and  boarding  houses  is  kept 
in  the  University  office  for  the  convenience  of  undergraduates,  or 
post^aduateandresearchstudentSjthetermsforboardandlodging 
varying  from  188.  to  40«.  per  week,  according  to  requirements.

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VIII. — Denominational  or  Religious  Tests. 

Religious  tests  are  excluded  by  the  Charter  of  the  University 
in  the  following  terms : — 

''It  is  a  fundamental  condition  of  the  constitution  of  the 
University  that  no  religious  tests  shall  be  imposed  upon  any 
person  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  be  admitted  as  a  member, 
professor,  teacher,  or  student  of  the  University  or  to  hold  office 
therein  or  to  graduate  thereat,  or  to  hold  any  advantage  or 
privilege  thereof,  and  that  no  theolorical  teaching  shall  be  given 
by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Tmiversity ;  but  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  Clause,  or  in  any  Statutes,  Ordinances,  or  Regula- 
tions made  in  pursuance  of  this  Charter  shall  in  any  way  affect 
the  power  of  tne  University  to  give  teaching  in  the  Semitic 
Languages,  Hellenistic  Greek,  and  Ecclesiastical  History,  or  to 
recognise  whether  by  affiliation  or  otherwise  any  Collie  or 
Institution  in  which  Theological  teaching  may  be  given,  or  any 
member  of  the  staff  or  any  students  thereof." 

The  University,  as  stated  below,  has  affiliated  St.  Aidan's 
College,  which  is  a  Theological  Institution,  and  has  recognised 
certain  members  of  its  staff  for  the  provision  of  instruction  in 
Semitic  Languages,  Hellenistic  Greek,  and  Ecclesiastical  History. 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

1.  (a)  The  University  has  established  (in  accordance  ^vith 
Charter)  relations  with  the  Universities  of  Manchester,  Leeds,  and 
Sheffield  for  the  conduct  of  a  Joint  Matriculation  Examination, 
controUed  by  a  Board  representing  the  four  Universities  con- 
cerned. The  Joint  Board  has  made  an  agreement  with  (i) 
Oxford,  (ii)  Cambridge,  for  mutual  recognition  of  certificates 
obtained  in  various  examinations  qualifying  for  entrance. 
Through  the  Joint  Board  the  University  examines  and  recom- 
mends for  the  award  of  scholarships  given  by  the  Education 
authorities  of  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  the  West  Riding  of  York- 
shire, the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  Liverpool,  Birkenhead, 
Bootle,  Manchester,  Salford,  Leeds,  Scarborough,  Sheffield, 
Rotherham. 

2.  It  has  affiliated  (i)  St.  Aidan's  College,  Birkenhead,  (ii) 
Edge  Hill  Training  College,  Liverpool,  (hi)  Mount  Pleasant 
Training  College,  Liverpool ;  and  recognises  certain  courses  of 
instruction  given  in  those  institutions  as  equivalent  to  lectures 
given  in  the  University,  and  has  recognised  the  teachers  con- 
cerned as  University  teachers. 

(6)  The  University  has  direct  representation  on  the  following 
local  education  authorities : 

The  City  of  Liverpool,  the  County  of  Lancaster,  the  County 
of  Chester,  the  City  of  Chester,  the  Boroughs  of  Birkenhead, 
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Boode,  St.  Helens,  \^^gan,  Southport,  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Ashton-in-Makerfield,  Wallasey,  Waterloo. 

It  has  also  direct  representation  on  the  following  Schools  and 
Colleges : 

Ashton-in-Makerfield  Grammar  School,  Calday  Grange 
Grammar  School,  Lancaster  Royal  Grammar  School,  Liverpool 
Institute,  Ormskirk  Grammar  School,  Warrington  Training 
College  Board  of  Studies. 

Certain  scholarships  awarded  bv  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Liverpool  are  tenable  only  at  the  University  of 
Liverpool. 

The  University  has  recently  made  arran^ments  with  the 
City  Council  of  Liverpool  for  closer  relations  between  the 
Museums  and  Libraries  belonging  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the 
University  respectively. 

The  University  has  direct  relations  with  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, and  receives  a  grant  for  specific  purposes.

1. — Preliminary. 


The  objects  of  the  University  are  defined  in  Clause  II  of  the 
Charter,  and  include  among  other  objects  the  conferment  of 
Degrees,  Diplomas  and  other  distinctions,  provision  for  instruc- 
tion and  research,  the  provision  of  Fellowships,  Scholarships, 
Exhibitions  and  Prizes  and  the  licensing  of  Halls  of  Residence. 

The  authorities  of  the  University  are  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  two  Pro-Vice-Chancellors,  the  Court  now  consisting 
of  93  members,  which  is  the  supreme  governing  body  of  the 
University ;  the  Council  now  consisting  of  22  members,  which 
is  the  executive  body  of  the  University ;  the  Senate  which  con- 
sists of  42  Professors  and  the  Dean  ot  tne  Faculty  of  Technology, 
and  which  subject  to  the  Court  and  Council  has  the  control  and 
general  regulation  of  the  instruction  and  education  of  the  Univer- 
sity ;  and  the  Boards  of  Faculty  of  Arts,  Science,  Law,  Music, 
Commerce,  Theology,  Medicine  and  Technology  which,  subject 
to  the  control  of  the  Senate,  are  responsible  for  the  arrangements 
of  the  examinations  and  for  the  courses  of  study  in  the  subjects 
assigned  to  each  Faculty  respectively. 

The  main  site  of  the  University  buildings  comprises  about 
240,000  square  yards  of  freehold  land,  and  was  acquired  at  a  cost 
of  i>40,193.  Buildings  have  been  erected  at  various  dates  on  the 
site,  the  cost  of  which  and  their  necessary  equipment  amounted 
in  July  1905  to  £415,492.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  Library  of 
about  100,000  volumes  and  of  equipment  and  apparatus  pur- 
chased yearly  out  of  income. 

The  principal  Buildings  are  as  follows : — 

The  central  buildinjj  which  was  completed  in  1874,  containing 
the  Chemistry  and  History  Lecture  Theatres,  the  Hydraulic 
Laboratory,  the  Engineering  Drawing  Room,  Reading  Room  and 
numerous  Lecture  and  Cla^  Rooms,  as  well  as  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor's rooms  and  the  administrative  offices.  The  Chemical 
Laboratories,  which  were  extended  in  1895  and  again  in  1905  by 
the  addition  of  the  Dalton  and  Schunck  Research  Laboratories, 
are  joined  by  a  covered  way  to  this  block.    The  Museum  and  the 
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Beyer  (Natural  History)  Laboratories,  costing  £95,000,  were  added 
in  1887.  The  Christie  Library,  containing  upwards  of  96,000 
volumes,  was  built  and  presented  to  the  University  by  the  late 
Mr.  K  C.  Christie  in  1897,  at  a  cost  of  £23,000.  The  Whitworth 
Hall,  which  was  erected  in  1901,  at  a  cost  of  £57,000,  and  which 
has  seating  accommodation  for  upwards  of  1,000  persons,  was 
the  gift  of  Mr.  Christie,  as  one  of  the  residuary  legatees  of  the 
late  Sir  Joseph  Whitworth.  The  organ  and  organ  screen  were 
the  gift  of  Mrs.  Rylands.  West  of  the  main  buildings  are  situ- 
ated the  Medical  School,  which  has  been  twice  enlarged,  and  which 
now  covers  an  area  of  27,000  square  feet,  the  Engineering  Labora- 
tory and  the  Gymnasium.  The  Physical  Laboratories,  erected  in 
1900,  at  a  cost  of  £36,000,  are  on  the  North  side  of  the  main 
buildings,  with  which  they  are  connected  by  a  subway.  The 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  erected  in  1903,  at  a  cost  of  £12,000, 
are  situated  in  York  Place,  about  half  a  mile  from  the  main 
buildings.  The  Athletic  Ground,  consisting  of  about  13  acres, 
situated  on  the  Firs  Estate  at  Fallowfield,  has  been  levelled 
and  a  pavilion  erected  at  a  cost  of  £7,000.  The  Women's  Hall 
of  Residence  in  Victoria  Park  is  also  the  property  ot  the  Univer- 
sity. The  University  rents  separate  buildmgs  for  a  Refectory 
and  Men's  and  Women's  Unions. 

II. — Staff  and  Educatioxal  Work. 

The  information  under  this  head  is  as  arranged  at  the  end  of 
the  Session  1904-5  for  the  Session  1906-6. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Session  1905-6  there  were  eight 
Faculties  in  the  University:  Arts,  Science,  Law,  Music,  Com- 
merce, Theoloffy,  Medicine,  including  the  Dentistry  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Public  Health  Departments,  and  Tech- 
nology. There  were  42  Professors  and  127  Lecturers  and 
Assistants. 

The  total  stipends  (inclusive  of  a  share  of  fees)  of  Professors 
who  give  their  whole  time  to  the  University  vary  from  £1,500 
or  thereabouts  to  £550  or  thereabouts.  The  stipends  of  those 
Medical  Professors  who  are  also  engaged  in  practice  are  really 
nominal.  The  stipends  of  Lecturers  in  charge  of  a  subject 
average  about  £300.  A  Senior  Lecturer  or  Demonstrator 
usually  receives  about  £180,  and  a  Junior  Lecturer  or  Demon- 
strator £125  a  year,  exclusive  of  payments  for  Evening  Classes.

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The  minimum  period  required  for  degrees  in  all  the  Faculties 
is  three  years,  except  in  the  case  of  Music,  in  which  it  may  be 
two  years ;  in  Medicine,  in  which  it  is  five  years ;  and  in  Dentistry, 
in  which  it  is  four  years.  For  all  students  entering  on  or  after 
the  1st  October,  1906,  the  period  of  study  necessary  to  qualify 
for  graduation  will  not  be  less  than  three  years,  all  of  which  will 
be  subsequent  to  the  date  on  which  the  student  passed  the 
Matriculation  Examination.  Students  proceeding  to  the 
ordinary  degree  of  B.A.  and  B.Sc.  must  pass,  after  the  Matricula- 
tion Examination,  the  Intermediate  and  Final  Examinations. 
Students  for  Honours  in  these  Faculties  must  pass  a  Final 
Examination  at  the  end  of  three  years  of  Honours  study,  and  in 
some  cases  must  also  pass  the  Intermediate  Examination  or 
portions  of  it. 

Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Law  are  required  to  pass  the  Inter- 
mediate and  Final  LL.B.  examinations. 

Graduates  of  a  University  in  the  United  Kingdom  may 
graduate  in  Commerce  or  Theology  in  two  years. 

Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Theology  are  required  to  pass  the 
First  and  Second  B.D.  Examinations.* 

Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Commerce  are  required  to  pass 
separately  in  the  various  suhjects  of  examination. 

Students  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  are  reauired  to  pass  the 
First,  Second  and  Final  M.B.  Examinations,  tne  last  of  which  is 
divided  into  two  parts. 

As  regards  the  Master's  degree,  except  Honours  students  in 
the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science,  all  students  are  expected  to 
show  further  evidence  of  study  and  pass  a  further  examination 
of  present  a  thesis.  For  the  deeree  of  Doctor,  candidates  are 
expected  to  show  evidence  of  having  conducted  original 
research-t 
The  following  Diplomas  are  granted  by  the  University : 

(a)  Teacher's  Diploma,  for  which  a  year's  study  in  the  Uni- 
versitv  is  required  and  which  is  only  ogen  to  persons 
who  have  passed  the  final  degree  examinations  of  an 
approved  University, 
(6)  Diploma  in  Public  Health. 

(c)  Diploma  in  Veterinary  State  Medicine.  Both  of  these 
latter  require  about  a  year's  study  at  the  University 
or  under  recognised  teachers  or  at  recognised  institu- 
tions. Candidates  must  have  already  obtained  a  quali- 
fication in  Medicine  or  in  Veterinary  Surgery. 
{d)  A  Diploma  in  Dentistry  has  been  instituted  which 
reqmres  a  four  years'  course  of  study. 

*  Persons  who  have  passed  a  Final  degree  examination  in  any  other  Facnlty 
or  have  i^radoated  in  any  other  University  are  excused  from  the  main  portion  of 
the  First  Examination. 

t  Under  ordinances  ratified  during  the  Session  1905-6  Graduates  of  other 
approved  Universities  or  other  qualiti^  persons  may  obtain  a  master's  degree  in 
Arts  or  Science  after  a  period  of  research,  and  masters  or  similarly  qualified 
persons  of  approved  foreign  and  colonial  Universities  may  proceed  to  the  doctor's 
degree  after  a  period  of  research. 
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The  Session  for  all  Faculties  except  Medicine  is  divided  into 
three  terms,  Michaelmas  about  eleven  weeks.  Lent  about  eleven 
weeks,  and  Easter  about  eight  or  nine  weeks.  These  are  exclusive 
of  vacations.  In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  the  academic  year  is 
divided  into  two  tenns,  the  winter  and  the  summer  sessions. 
The  winter  session  exclusive  of  vacation  lasts  about  twenty-two 
weeks  and  the  summer  session  amounts  to  about  fourteen 
weeks. 

Evening  work  Evening  courses  do  not  qualify  for  degrees 
except  in  the  Faculty  of  Commerce,  in  which  the  courses  are 
generally  duplicated  in  the  evening.  In  addition  to  these  a 
number  of  evening  courses  are  held,  namely,  in  Latin,  French, 
German,  Italian,  Spanish,  Chinese,  Literature,  rolitical  Philosophy, 
Political  Economy,  Mathematics,  Engineering,Electro-Metallurgy, 
Chemistry  and  Botany. 

University  Extension  courses  are  organised  by  the  University. 
During  1904-5  four  courses  of  twenty-four  lectures  each  were 
delivered  and  four  terminal  courses.  Examinations  are  conducted 
and  certificates  are  granted  in  connection  with  these  courses 
which  were  up  to  1905  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  in 
connection  with  the  King's  Scholarship  Examination. 

A  number  of  lectures  (both  Scientific  and  Literary),  open  to 
the  public  without  charge,  are  given  during  the  year. 

Full  information  as  to  ordinances,  regulations,  and  courses  of 
study  will  be  found  in  the  University  Calendar. 

III.  Students. 
(1)  Oeneral. 

In  the  Session  1904-5  there  were  1,205  day  students,  of  whom 
265  were  women. 

There  were  199  persons  attending  evening  classes  of  whom  17 
were  women.  This  number  is  exclusive  oi  about  400  students 
attending  lectures  on  Railway  Economics  and  of  about  200 
attending  courses  in  Law  and  Economics  at  the  Bankers' 
Institute.

Of  the  day  students  about  60  per  cent  come  from  Secondary 
Schools,  about  7  per  cent  from  Universities  and  University 
(JoUeges,  and  the  remainder  from  other  sources  (including 
PupilTeachers'  Centres).  It  has  been  impossible  at  present  to 
ascertain  the  places  of  previous  education  of  most  of  the  even- 
ing class  students.  They  are  persons  mostly  engaged  in  business 
or  teaching. 

About  76  ner  cent  of  the  day  students  come  from  a  district 
within  a  radius  of  30  miles  from  the  University.  About 
22  per  cent  come  from  the  British  Isles,  outside  a  radius  of  30 
miles,  and  the  remaining  2  per  cent  came  from  outside  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  number  coming  from  other  countries 
has  considerably  increased  in  the  Session  1905-6.

VI. — ^CosT  OF  Living  for  Students. 

There  are  four  halls  of  residence  associated  with  the  Univer- 
sity, two  being  for  men,  and  two  for  the  women  students.  At 
the  Hulme  Hall  the  charcfes  ar^  sixty^tbree  pounds  (£63)  per 
annum.  There  are  several  scholarships  of  from  twenty  pounds 
to  fifty  pouDds  per  annum  each,  tenable  at  this  Hall  for  three 
years ;  nve  or  more  of  these  are  offered  annually  for  public 
competition. 

At  the  Dalton  Hall  the  charges  are  ninety  pounds  (£90)  per 
annum.  There  is  a  scholarship  offered  annually  tenable  for  two 
years  at  this  Hall  of  the  valuie  of  twenty-five  pounds  a  year. 

At  Ashburne  House  (a  Hall  of  Residence  for  Women)  the 
charges  vary  from  thirty-six  guineas  to  fiftv  guineas  per  session, 
according  to  the  rooms  sheeted.  At  feast'  one  oursary  of 
fifteen  pounds  a  year,  and  renewable  for  two  additional  years, 
is  offered  annually. 

At  the  Victoria  Church  Hostel,  for  women  students,  the  fees 
for  board  and  residence  for  University   training  students  are 
-fifteen  pounds  (£15)  a  year. 

A  list  of  lodgings  is  also  kept  at  the  University  froiri  which 
students  may  select  apartments.  The  terms  vary  frona  eight 
shillings  a  week  upwaras  without  board,  and  from  twenty-one 
shiQin;^  per  week  and  upwards  with  board.  A  Refectory  is 
maintameJi  on  premises,  leased  by  the  University,  opposite  the 
University  Buildings,  where  there  is  accommodation,  etc.,  for 
students  desiring  luncheon,  dinner  or  tea  at  a  moderate  charge. 
Another  house  is  used  for  a  Refectory  for  Women  Students.

No  denominational  or  religious  tests  may  be  imposed  on  any 
teacher  or  student  of  the  University. 

By  Provision  (1)  Clause  X.  of  the  Charter  it  is  provided  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Court  by  any  statute  or  otherwise 
to  adopt  or  impose  on  any  person  any  test  whatever  of  reli^ous 
belief  or  profession  in  order  to  entitle  him  or  her  to  be  admitted 
as  a  Professor,  Teacher,  Student,  or  Member  of  the  University, 
or  to  hold  office  therein,  or  to  graduate  thereat,  or  to  enjoy  or 
exercise  any  privilege  thereof. 


IX. — Relations  with  Other  Bodies. 

The  Matriculation  Examination  of  the  University  is  conducted 
jointly  with  the  Universities  of  Liverpool,  Leeds,  and  Sheffield, 
and  a  reciprocal  recognition  of  that  examination  and  of  certain 
of  the  examinations  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
has  been  arranged  under  certain  conditions. 

The  University  has  the  power  of  objecting  in  some  cases 
specified  by  Charter  to  ordinances  of  the  Universities  of  Liver- 
pool, Leeds,  and  Sheffield  with  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  Privy 
Council  after  conference.  A  reciprocal  power  of  objection  is 
possessed  by  the  Universities  of  Liverpool  and  Leeds. 

The  University  has  established  a  scheme  for  the  inspection 
and  examination  of  Schools,  of  which  a  number  of  Schools 
annually  avail  themselves.  This  is  recessed  at  present  under 
the  Board  of  Education  Act,  1899,  for  joint  inspections  by  the 
Board  and  the  University. 

The  University  appoints  representatives  under  schemes  of  the 
Board  of  Education  on  the  governing  bodies  of  two  Universities 
and  a  large  number  of  Secondary  Scnools  and  other  educational 
institutions,  and  recommends  for  appointment  representatives 
on  about  20  Education  Committees.  It  also  appoints  repre- 
sentatives on  some  other  Educational  Bodies  wnich  do  not 
come  under  the  above  categories.  There  are  tour  representatives 
of  the  University  on  the  Council  of  the  John  R}rland8  Library, 
and  the  Vice-Cnancellor  is  Chairman.  The  University  is  also 
represented  on  the  City  Art  Gallery  Committee  and  on  the 
Council  of  the  Whitworth  Institute.

I.  Preliminary. 

(a)  Objects, 

The  aim  of  the  College  is  to  provide  for  the  people  of  Sheffield 
and  the  district  the  means  of  higher  literary  and  scientific  educa- 
tion by  University  methods  of  teaching.  Its  doors  are  open  to 
all,  without  distinction  of  sex  or  class,  who  are  over  seventeen 
years  of  age,  though  the  limit  of  age  might  be  lowered  in  excep- 
tional cases. 

(b)  Constitution. 

The  College  was  constituted  by  Royal  Charter  under  date 
May  11,  1897,  and  was  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  three 
pre-existing  institutions — the  Firth  College,  the  Sheffield  Tech- 
nical School,  and  the  Sheffield  School  of  Medicine.  These  insti- 
tutions had  previously  worked  hand  in  hand,  although  under 
independent  governing  bodies  By  the  Charter  they  were 
merged  into  pne  Corporation  with  a  single  Court  of  Governors. 

Imder  the  Charter,  the  ultimate  governing  power  is  vested  in 
a  Court  of  Governors,  the  executive  power  in  a  Council  of  thirty 
members,  and  the  administration  in  a  Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  (1>  the  President,  the  four 
Vice-Presidents,  and  the  Treasurer ;  (2)  16  Life  Governors ;  (3)  32 
eX'Ojfficio  Governors;  (4)  59  Representative  Governors;  (5)  45 
Governors  appointed  for  ten  years ;  and  20  Governors  appointed 
for  one  year. 

The  douncil  consists  of :— The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and 
Treasurer,  and  25  members. 

The  Senate  consists  of: — The  Principal,  the  Registrar,  and  22 
members. 

(c)  Buildhigs,     (1904-5.) 

The  buildings  of  the  CoUe&^e  are  situated  in  four  separate 
blocks.  The  Central  Offices,  Library,  and  Scientific  Laboratories 
and  Lecture  Rooms  are  at  the  corner  between  Bow  Street  and 
Leopold  Street.  Opposite  to  the  entrance  of  the  above  is  the 
Arts  Department,  whilst  the  Medical  Department  is  also  opposite 
in  Leopold  Street,  except  the  Pathological  Section  ot  this 
Department,  which  has  been  removed  to  premises  adjoining  the

I. — ^Preliminary. 

(a)  Objects. 

The  objects  of  the  College,  as  defined  in  the  Articles  of 
Association  are  as  follows : — 

''  To  found,  establish,  endow,  maintain,  and  conduct,  in  or 
near  the  city  of  Bristol,  a  College  or  Colleges,  and  by  such  other 
means  as  the  Association  may  think  proper,  to  promote  the 
education  of  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  the  study  and  advance- 
ment of  Science,  Literature,  and  the  Fine  and  Mechanical  Arts," 
subject  to  the  condition  set  forth  under  Heading  VIII.  of  this 
Report. 

(b)  Covstitiition'. 

The  Governors  of  the  College  are  the  supreme  Governing 
Body. 

The  Grovemors  of  the  College  consist  of: — 

(1.)  Three  Subscribers  of  the  Memorandum  of  Association ; 

(2.)  Ex-officio  Governors,  being  61  in  number  in  addition  to 
all  Members  of  the  Council ; 

(3.)  Representative  Grovemors  as  well  as  a  Rejjresentative  from 
any  and  every  CoUege,  Society,  or  Institution  which,  by 
reason  of  its  contributions  or  assistance,  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  of  the  University  College, 
Bristol,  as  worthy  to  appoint  a  Representative  Governor  ; 
and 

(4)  A  large  number  of  persons  who  are  Governors  by  virtue  of 
Donations  or  SuDscriptions. 

The  Coimcil,  which  is  the  Executive  Body,  consists  of  29 
members. 

(c)  Buildings, 

The  College  buildings,  which  are  situated  on  freehold  land,  the 
property  of  tne  Governors,  comprise  four  wings,  containing  lecture 
rooms,  a  Lecture  Hall  capable  of  accommodating  nearly  1,000 
persons,  laboratories  for  Chemistry,  Physics,  Electrotechnics, 
fc^neering.

VL — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

University  CoU^fe,  Bristol,  is  not  a  residential  College,  nor  are 
there  any  Halls  of  Residence  in  connection  therewith,  except  in 
connection  with  the  Day  Training  College  Department.  A  list 
of  approved  lodgings  is  kept  by  the  Registrar  for  the 
use  oi  Students,  the  terms  for  board  and  lodging  varying  fixim 
158.  to  42«.  per  week,  according  to  requirements. 

A  Hostel,  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education,  is  open  for 
the  accommodation  of  women  students  of  the  Day  Training 
College,  coining  from  a  distance.  Fee  \bl.  \Qs,  per  Session, 
including  tuition,  board,  lodging  and  medical  attendance. 
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(b)  Grants  from  Local  Authorities. 

The  Bristol  Education  Committee  contributed  the  following 
sums  during  the  session  under  review  : — 

(1)  £600  on  condition  that  15  Free  Students  were  received, 

such  Free  Students  being  nominated  by  them  after  open 
competitive  examination. 

(2)  £500  for  Capital  Expenditure  towards  the  establishment 

of  a  Day  Training  College  for  Men. 

(3)  £350  towards  maintenance  of  the  College. 


VIII. — ^Denominational  or  Religious  Tests. 

No  denominational  or  religious  test  is  demanded  from  anv 
member  of  the  Teaching  Staff  or  any  of  the  students,  sucn 
test  being  excluded  by  the  following  regulation  of  the  College, 
viz. : — "  That  no  Student,  Professor,  Teacher,  or  other  Officer,  or 
Person,  connected  with  the  College,  or  the  operations  of  the 
Association,  shall  be  required  to  make  any  declaration  as  to  his 
or  her  religious  opinions,  or  submit  to  any  test  of  his  or  her 
religious  opinions,  and  that  nothing  shall  be  introduced  in  the 
matter  or  mode  of  education  or  iTtstruction  in  reference  to  any 
religious  or  theological  subject,  which  can  be  reasonably  con- 
sidered offensive  to  the  conscience  of  any  Student."

I. — ^PBELIMINAmT. 


(a)  Objects. 

The  College  originated  in  the  wish  to  do  something  to 
promote  the  higher  education  of  the  commercial  and  industrial 
classes  in  the  populous  centre  in  which  the  work  is  carried  on. 
It  was  towards  tne  end  of  the  year  1880  that  the  late  Dr.  John 
Boyd  BsCxter  announced  that  he  was  empowered  to  oflFer  the  sum 
of  120,000i.  as  a  subscription  by  the  late  Miss  Baxter  of  Balgavies 
towards  the  institution  of  a  College  in  Dundee,  which  should 
have  the  same  aims  as  the  Owens  College,  Manchester.  This 
sum  was  aftenvards  increased  to  140,000Z.  by  Dr.  Baxter's  own 
contribution  of  10,000i.,  and  by  a  further  subscription  of  10,000i. 
from  Miss  Baxter.  Of  the  total,  the  sum  of  100,000i.  was  appro- 
priated as  a  permanent  endowment  fund,  and  the  balance  was 
expended  on  the  purchase  and  adaptation  of  properties  in  a 
central  part  of  the  town.  Further,  in  January,  1883,  Miss  Baxter 
intimated  to  the  Council  an  additional  subscription  of  10,000i. 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  chemical  laboratory,  and 
furnishing  it  with  the  necessary  fittings  and  apparatus. 

Since  its  foundation  the  College  Endowments  have  been 
largely  extended  by  other  donors.  £13,700  has  been  given  for  a 
Chair  in  Natural  History  ;  £6,260  for  a  Chair  of  Botany ; 
£12,750  for  a  Chair  of  Anatomy ;  £9,300  for  a  Chair  of  Physiology ; 
£15,100  for  a  Chair  of  Physics  ;  sums  amounting  to  £15,840  to 
found  Bursaries  and  Scholarships  and  £47,500  for  completion  of 
the  Medical  School  and  General  Extensions. 

The  funds  and  estates  of  the  College  are  vested  in  a  body  of 
Official  Trustees :  the  Lord  Provost  of  Dundee,  the  Member  of 
Parliament  for  the  Montrose  District  of  Burghs  the  two 
Members  of  Parliament  for  the  City  of  Dundee,  the  Sheriff- 
Substitutes  for  Forfershire  and  Dundee,  and  the  Lord  Dean  of 
Guild  of  the  City  of  Dundee. 

The  deed  of  endowment  and  trust  directs  the  Trustees  to  apply 
the  means  put  in  their  hands  to  "  founding,  establishing,  enaow- 
"  ing,  maintaining,  and  conducting  a  College  lor  promoting  the 
"  education  of  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  the  studv  of  Science, 
"  Literature,  and  the  Fine  Arts ;  "  and  it  is  specified  as  a  funda- 
mental condition  "  that  no  Student,  Professor,  Teacher,  or  other 
"  officer  or  person  connected  with  the  College  or  the  operations 
"  thereof,  shall  be  required  to  make  any  declaration  as  to  his  or 
"  her  religious  opinions,  or  to  submit  to  any  test  of  his  or  her 
"  religious  opinions,  and  that  nothing  shall  he  introduced  in  the 
"  manner  or  mode  of  education  or  instruction  in  reference  to  any 
"  religious  or  theological  subject  which  can  reasonably  be  con- 
"  sidered  offensive  to  the  conscience." 
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(b)  Conetitution. 
Under  the  Deed  of  Endowment  and  Trust  the  authorities  of  the 
College  consist  of:  — 

(1.)  The  Governors,  who  are  the  supreme  UoYemin{^  Bodj  ; 
(2.)  The  Council,  which  is  the  Managing  Body  of  the  CoUei^, 

and  is  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  proper  dis* 

charge  of  its  functions ;  and 
(3.)  The  Education  Board,  which  organises  and  directs  the 

education   of  the  College,   and  is  responsible  to  the 

Council. 

(c)  College  Buildings. 

The  most  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  practical  work  in 
all  the  scientific  departments.  The  laboratories  are  large  and 
thoroughly  equippea,  and  Students  are  taught  from  the  first  that 
laboratory  practice  is  as  important  as  lecturing.  Besides  the 
general  library,  special  collections  of  books  are  housed  in  each 
department,  where  they  are  readily  accessible  to  both  Students 
and  teachers. 

There  are  common  rooms,  reading  rooms,  lavatories,  etc. 

The  new  Building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  School  oi 
Medicine  has  now  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  £21,000; 
as  also  the  addition  to  the  Department  of  Chemistry  on  which 
a  sum  of  £3,000  has  been  spent. 

A  piece  of  ground  extending  to  about  three  acres  adjoining^ 
the  original  property  has  been  acquired  by  purchase,  and  will 
afford  space  for  further  additions  to  the  College  Buildings.  Two 
commodious  Dwelling-houses  occupying  the  new  site  have  been 
temporarily  converted — the  one  mto  a  General  Library,  with 
accommodation  also  for  Geology,  Museum,  Lecture  and  Private 
Rooms,  &c.,  and  the  other  into  a  Students'  Union.  Another  of 
tho  Buildings  on  this  new  site  has  during  the  past  year  been  con^ 
verted  into  a  Gymnasium,  and  two  Fives  Courts  have  been  added 
at  a  total  cost  of  about  £3,000. 

There  is  no  provision  for  the  lodging  or  boarding  of  Students. 

II. — Stafp  and  Educational  Work. 

There  are  13  professors,  of  whom  seven  are  engaged  on  both 
day  and  evening  work.  There  is  a  lecturer  in  the  Department 
of  English,  one  in  Classics,  one  in  French,  one  in  Logic  and 
Moral  Philosopher,  one  in  Scots  Law,  one  in  Education,  and  one 
in  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Public  Health.  Lectureships 
have  also  been  established,  but  without  endowment,  in  Mental 
Diseases,  Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine,  Ophthalmology, 
Clinical  Midwifery  and  Gyn8ecologv%  Diseases  of  Throat,  Nose  and 
Ear,  Diseases  of  Children,  and  Fevei-s.  There  is  a  teacher  of 
Fine  Arts,  also  without  endowment.  More  recently  Lectureships 
in  Geology  and  in  Conveyancing  haye  been  established  in  the 
College. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  included  in  the  curriculum  will  best 
be  understood  from  the  programme  as  printed  in  the  College 
Calendtir.  .  ^ 
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Though  the  classes  are  open  to  all,  an  entrance  examination 
must  be  passed  by  all  Students  who  wish  to  begin  a  course  of 
study  for  University  degrees,  as  under:  — 

/.  Arts. — ^Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
must  pass  a  preliminary  examination  in  (1)  English ;  (2)  Latin 
or  Greek ;  (3)  Mathematics ;  (4)  one  of  the  following :  Latin  or 
Greek  (if  not  already  taken),  French,  German,  Italian, 
Dynamics. 

//.  Science. — Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  ot 
Science  must  pass  the  preliminary  examination  prescribed  for. 
candidates  for  graduation  in  Arts,  except  that  (1^  French  or 
Grerman  may  be  substituted  for  Latin  or  Greek ;  (2)  Mathematics 
must  be  passed  on  the  higher  standard ;  (3)  a  degree  in  Arts 
shall  exempt  from  the  preliminary  examination. 

III.  Medicine. — Eveiy  candidate  for  graduation  in  Medicine 
must,  before  commencing  his  medical  studies,  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  in  (1)  English ;  (2)  Latin ;  (3)  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  (4)  Greek  or  French  or  German. 

The  whole  of  the  teaching  given  in  the  College  is 
mainly  directed  to  the  various  Arts,  Science,  Law,  and  Medical 
Degrees  in  the  Scottish  Universities.  Class  examinations  are 
hela  regularly  in  the  various  Departments.

IV. — Bursaries  and  Scholarships. 

No  Student  is  permitted  to  hold  at  one  time  more  than  one 
College  Bursary  or  Scliolarship. 

General  Bursaries. 
A.   Entrance  Scholarships, 

Twelve  Scholarships  of  the  value  of  £15  each,  and  tenable  for 
one  year,  are  awardea  upon  the  results  of  an  examination. 

B.  Second  and  Third  Year  Scholarships. 

Fourteen  Scholarships,  eight  of  the  value  of  20i.  each,  and  six 
of  15i.,  are  offered  to  Students  of  the  second  and  third  years. 
In  ordinary  circumBtances  eight  of  these  Scholarships,  four  of 
20i.  and  four  of  15i.,  are  awarded  to  Students  of  the  second  year, 
and  the  remaining  six  to  Students  of  the  third  year ;  but  the 
Education  Board  has  power  to  vary  the  allocation  as  regards  the 
number  of  Scholarships  applicable  to  each  year  as  circumstances 
may  require. 

The  Council  reserve  the  right  oi  withholding  any  of  the 
Scholarships,  in  the  event  of  the  Examiners  reporting  that  no 
Candidate  of  sufficient  merit  has  come  forward. 

The  foregoing  Scholarships  include : — 

The  Armitstead  Bursaries,  which  consist  of  the  free  annual 
income  of  a  sum  of  2,500?.,  gifted  to  the  College  in  1883  by  Lord 
Armitstead  of  Castle  Hill.  Six  Bursaries  of  the  value  of  15/. 
each  are  provided  annually.  In  the  above  List  three  have  been 
apportioned  to  the  Entrance  Scholarships,  and  three  to  the 
Second  Year  Bursaries.  .         . 
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The  David  Myles  Bursaries,  which  consist  of  the  free  proceeds 
of  a  sum  of  9,000i.  (10,000?.,  less  legacy  duty),  bequeathed  by  the 
late  Mr.  David  Myles,  C.A.,  Dundee,  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
Bursaries  and  Scholarships.  Sixteen  Bursaries  have  meantime 
been  allocated  by  the  Council,  eight  of  15i.  each,  and  eight  of 
201.  Of  these  six  are  apportioned  to  the  first  year,  six  to  the 
second,  and  four  to  the  third. 

The  Smart  Bursary  in  Engineering,  which  was  founded  in  1883 
by  Mr.  James  Smart,  of  Brechin.  It  consists  of  the  free  proceeds 
of  the  sum  of  500i.,  and  is  tenable  for  one  year.  The  Bursary  is 
of  the  value  of  151.,  and  has  been  apportioned  to  the  second  year. 

The  Laing  Bursary  in  Engineering,  which,  founded  in  1890  by 
the  late  Mr.  James  Laing,  consists  of  the  income  of  a  sum  of  450^. 
The  Bursary,  of  the  value  of  151.,  is  included  in  the  List  of  First 
Year  Scholarships. 

C.  Sctcolardhips  for  PosUGrad/wate  Research. 

The  William  Strong  Bursaries,  consistii^g  of  the  free  proceeds 
of  a  sum  of  3,240?.  settled  by  the  late  Afiss  Jessie  Strong,  will 
comprise  two  or  three  Scholarships,  as  the  case  may  be,  tenable 
by  Post-Graduate  Students  who  have  taken  the  whole  (or  such 
portion  as  the  Education  Board  may  approve)  of  their  course  at 
University  College,  Dundee,  to  enable  them  to  prosecute  a  year's 
research  work  at  the  College. 

The  Council  reserve  the  right,  in  the  event  of  no  candidate  of 
suflBcient  merit  coming  forward,  to  add  the  amount  of  the  year's 
Bursaries  to  the  General  Bursary  Fund,  and  award  the  same 
imder  the  name  of  William  Strong  Bursaries  to  fourth  and  fifth 
year  Students. 

For  Post-Graduates  there  are  Carnegie  Trust  Post-Graduate 
Research  Scholarships  in  Science,  Arts^  and  Medicine. 

Special  Scholarships. 

Patrick  A.  Lowson  Memorial  Scholarahip, 

This  Scholarshii),  of  not  less  than  601.  per  annum,  is  tenable 
for  two  years  at  this  College,  or  at  any  Umversity  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Educational  Eiidovyment  Sursariee. 

Two  Bursaries,  of  the  annual  value  of  26L,  and  tenable  for 
three  years  "either  at  University  College,  Dundee,  or  at  any 
Scottisn  University,  or  at  the  Technical  Institute,  Dimdee,*'  are 
awarded  under  the  above  Trust. 

BtUe  Bursary. 

This  Bursary  consistu  of  the  free  annual  income  of  a  sum  of 
lOOOZ.,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  Provost  of  Dundee,  on 
15th  November  1893  by  the  Most  Honourable  the  Marquis  of 
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Bute,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Scholarship  or  Bursary  in 
the  University  of  St.  Andrews.  The  Bursary  is  tenable  by  the 
holder  at  University  College,  Dundee. 

Mrs,  Isabella  Blyth  Martin's  Bursaries. 

These  Bursaries  consist  of  the  free  proceeds  of  a  Bequest  of 
2,000?,,  made  in  1898,  by  the  late  Mrs.  Blyth  Martin  of  Newport. 
Two  Bursaries  have  been  established,  each  of  251.,  and  tenable  for 
three  years.  Preference  is  given  to  Students  belonging  to  Newport, 
and  particularly  to  those  studying  Engineering  and  the  Mechanical 
Sciences.     The  patronage  is  vested  in  Tnistees. 

Gladstone  Memorial  Prize. 

This  Prize,  of  the  value  of  IQl.  (in  books),  was  founded  in  1900 
by  the  Gladstone  Memorial  Fund  Committee  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  the  late  Right  Honourable  William  Ewart  Gladstone, 
and  is  directed  to  be  annually  awarded  by  competition  for  special 
proficiency  in  History,  Political  Science,  and  Economics,  or  any 
one  of  these  subjects,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Senatus  Academicus. 

The  Gamegie  Trust  for  the  Universities  of  Scotland. 

provides  for  the  payment  of  the  Class  Fees  of  Students  requiring 
assistance  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.  The  conditions 
generally  are: — The  beneficiary  must  be  over  16,  must  be  of 
Scottish  birth  or  extraction,  must  have  passed  the  Arts  or  Science 
Preliminary  Examinations,  and  must  undertake  to  observe  certain 
conditions  in  the  course  of  his  or  her  graduation  and  attendance 
at  classes.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

Ko  return  is  made  under  this  head,  as  the  College  does  not 
exercise  any  authority  or  supervision  over  the  Students  in  the 
matter  of  residence. 
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VIII.— Conditions    of  Tenure   of  Professorships   and   of 
Entrance  to  the  College. 

No  denominational  or  religious  tests  are  demanded  from  or 
applicable  to  any  member  of  the  Teaching  Staff  or  any  of  the 
Students. 

Such  tests  are  expressly  excluded  by  the  regulations  of  the 
College  in  the  following  terms :  "  No  Student,  Professor,  Teacher, 
"or  other  officer  or  person  connected  with  the  College  or  the 
"  operations  thereof  shall  be  required  to  make  any  deckration  as 
"  to  his  or  her  religious  opinions  or  submit  to  any  test  of  his  or 
"  her  religious  opinions,  and  nothing  shall  be  introduced  in  the 
"  manner  or  mode  of  education  or  instruction  in  reference  to  any 
"  religious  or  theological  subject  which  can  bo  reasonably  con- 
"  sidered  offensive  to  the  conscience." 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(1.)  The  Technical  Instit'vute.  Sir  David  Baxter,  the  brother  of 
the  Foundress  of  University  College,  Dundee,  had,  ten  years 
before  the  College  was  established,  left  a  bequest  for  the  building 
and  endowment  of  a  Mechanics'  or  Technical  Institute.  Miss 
Baxter  empowered  the  college  authorities  to  amalgamate  or  co- 
operate with  this  Institution,  which,  from  inadequate  means,  had 
not  been  established  till  after  the  College  was  begun.  An  agree- 
ment was  accordingly  entered  into  between  the  two  Institutions 
intended  for  their  mutual  advantage.  The  Technical  Institute 
limits  itself  mainly  to  preparing  Students  for  the  examinations  of 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  and  of  the  City  and  Guilds  of 
London  Institute,  and,  wnile  the  Institute  has  undoubtedly  drawn 
Students  away  from  the  College,  especially  from  the  evening 
classes,  its  prosperity  cannot  but  redound,  in  the  future,  to  a 
larger  measure  of  numerical  success  in  the  operations  of  the 
College  itself.  The  settlement  arrived  at  provided  for  a  graded 
scheme  of  teaching,  such  as  has  not  been  generally  realised  else- 
where, seeing  that  the  evening  classes  of  the  various  University 
Colleges  are  often  conducted  without  reference  to  the  work  of 
other  institutions  in  the  same  town.  The  Technical  Institute, 
under  separate  management,  but  in  an  adjoining  building,  under- 
takes all  teaching  that  coines  under  the  head  of  "  grant-earning  " 
work ;  the  evening  classes  offered  in  the  College  (which  are  an 
essential  part  of  any  scheme  of  education  adopted  for  the  College 
by  its  constitution)  while  in  some  respects  parallel,  are  mainly 
reserved  for  higher  and  more  systematic  study.  The  result  has, 
however,  been  the  withdrawal  of  a  large  number  of  young  men 
who  might  otherwise  have  joined  the  College  classes,  and  the 
Technical  Institute  has  at  present  between  1,000  and  1,100 
students. 

(2.)  T}ie  Training  College  for  Teachers.  A  Training  Collie 
has  been  established  in  the  City  by  the  Provincial  Committee 
for  the  district  of  St.  Andrews  acting  und^r  the  authority  of  the

Scotch  Education  Department.  The  new  Institution  is  closely 
associated  with  University  College  and  many  of  the  Students  in 
training  take  advantage  of  the  College  Classes  for  higher  study 
in  particular  subjects. 

(3.)  St  Andrews  University, — The  College  commenced  its 
teaching  work  in  1883,  and  is  now  in  its  twentieth  session.  In 
its  earlier  years  it  had  no  University  connexion,  and  its  work  in 
consequence  was  largely  of  a  pioneer  nature.  In  1885,  however, 
an  arrangement  was  come  to  with  St.  Andrews  under  which  the 
Science  Degree  ot  the  University  was  thrown  open  to  Students 
of  the  College.  The  privilege  was  at  once  taken  advantage  of, 
and  in  each  of  the  four  following  years  an  increased  number  of 
Students  from  Dundee  and  the  district  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  entering  upon  a  curriculum  directed  towards 
graduation. 

The  Universities  (Scotland)  Act  of  1889  contains  a  special 
clause  providing  for  the  affiliation  of  the  College  to  the  University 
and  in  1890  the  University  Commissioners  issued  an  order  con- 
stituting the  union  subject  to  the  terms  set  forth  in  a  mutual 
agreement.  This  new  arrangement  leaves  the  College  financially 
independent  of  St.  Andrews  University,  the  agreement  providing 
that  "  the  funds  and  Estates  of  Dundee  College  shall  remain 
"  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  Council  of  said 
"  College,  who  shall  bear  and  pay,  as  they  have  heretofore  done, 
"  all  the  charges  and  expenses  of,  and  incident  to  the  mainten- 
"ance  of  the  said  College,  including  its  buildings,  furniture, 
"  furnishings  and  apparatus  of  every  kind,  and  all  other  annual 
"  outgoings,  including  also  the  Salaries  of  its  Principal,  Professors, 
"Lecturers  and  Officers."  The  teaching  in  all  the  recognised 
classes  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Senate,  and  opened 
up  a  pathway  to  the  Arts  Degree  as  well  as  to  that  in  Science. 
In  the  early  years  of  the  union  the  College  made  rapid  strides, 
and  a  large  addition  took  place  to  the  number  of  Students  pursu- 
ing qualifying  courses  of  study. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  union  was  set  aside  on  technical 

f rounds  in  the  course  of  the  Session  1894-95.  During  the 
essions  1895-96  and  1896-97,  the  College  was  bereft  of  all 
University  connection,  save  the  partial  recognition  in  Science  and 
Medicine  which  the  Scottish  Universities  are  empowered  to  grant 
to  extra-academical  bodies.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Session 
1897-8,  the  union  with  St.  Andrews  was  restored  on  the  original 
basis  of  the  agreement  of  1890,  and  the  College  classes  in  Arts 
and  Science  were  re-admitted  to  qualifying  privileges. 

The  chief  object  of  the  union  of  the  College  with  the  Univer- 
sity promoted  by  the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act,  1889,  was 
declared  to  be  the  foundation  in  Dundee  ofa  fully-equipped  con- 
joint University  School  of  Medicine,  and  in  the  affiliating 
ordinance  the  Commissioners  empowered  the  University  Court 
to  devote  a  sum  not  exceeding  3,000^.  per  annum  to  purposes  at 
Dundee,  directing  that  the  maintenance  of  the  necessary  new 
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chairs  and  lectureships  in  the  School  of  Medicine  should  be  the 
first  charge  upon  the  allowance.  The  new  chairs,  five  in  number, 
and  one  permanent  lectureship,  have  been  founded  by  ordinance 
and  are  declared  to  be  chairs  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews 
conducting  classes  at  Universitv  College,  Dundee,  for  graduation 
in  Medicine  and  under  the  exclusive  control  and  management  of 
the  University  Court.  The  greater  part  of  the  allowance  has 
been  set  aside  for  the  upkeep  of  these  chairs ;  and  the  remainder 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  provision  for  pensions,  has  been 
devoted  towards  the  expenses  of  the  two  medical  chairs 
(^Anatomy  and  Phvsiology)  otherwise  entirely  maintained  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  (JoUege.  The  result  of  the  arrangement  is  that 
the  University  gains  a  complete  Faculty  of  Medicine  including 
altogether  12  chairs,  five  only  of  which  are  maintained  by  the 
University  Court.  For  the  support  of  the  others,  those  common 
to  the  Faculties  of  Arts,  Science,  Law  and  Medicine,  and  for  any 
deficit  in  the  upkeep  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  the  Council  of 
the  Dundee  College  continues  to  be  entirely  responsible. 

The  College  remains  financially  independent,  and  receives 
from  the  University  no  relief  of  any  kind. 

Apart  from  the  new  chairs  alluded  to  above,  the  CoU^e 
contains  altogether  eight  professorships  and  seven  lectureships, 
the  teaching  of  which  qualifies,  under  the  union,  for  graduation 
in  the  University  of  St.  Andrews.  The  subjects  represented  are 
Mathematics.,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Engineering,  English,  Latin,  Logic  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  French,  Geology,  Scots  Law,  and  Conveyancing. 
An  adequate  course  for  the  degree  in  Science  and  to  that 
in  Arts  are  thus  provided.  The  necessity,  imposed  by  the 
Universities  Act,  for  the  formation  of  a  fully  equipped  conjoint 
University  School  of  Medicine  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  allow- 
ance applicable  to  classes  for  graduation  in  Medicme  carried  on 
in  Dundee  shuts  off  any  chance  of  the  employment  of  funds 
coming  from  the  St.  Andrews  University  Grant  for  other  than 
purposes  in  connection  with  the  School  of  Medicine.  It  is  only 
under  such  an  arrangement  that  the  Council  can  secure  that 
which  it  has  always  regarded,  from  its  own  standpoint,  as  the 
chief  object  of  the  union — qualifying  recognition  of  its  classes 
for  University  degrees.

(h)    Constitution, 

The  College  consists  of  persons  elected  by  the  College  in 
General  Meeting  (such  Meeting  to  be  held  "once  in  each 
"  academical  year,")  "  on  the  nomination  alternately  of  the 
"  Visitor  ani  of  two  members  of  the  College,  but  so  that  a 
"  least  one  in  every  three  persons  appointed,  or  elected,  shall  be  a 
"  woman,  and  so  that  the  whole  number  of  Members  of  the 
'College  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  Two  Hundred."  {Vide 
Articles  of  Association,  Nos.  5  and  19.) 

The  College  appoints  a  permanent  Committee  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  College,  under  the  name  of  the  Council ;  this 
Council  consists  of  "  not  less  than  ten,  and  not  more  than  twenty, 
"  Members  of  the  College  elected  by  the  College  in  General 
"  Meeting,  and  not  less  than  one-third  of  such  Members  shall  be 
"  women."    (  Vide  Articles  of  Association,  N  os.  23  and  30.) 

The  Council  at  the  present  time  consists  of  18  members,  of 
whom  one-fifth  retire  annually. 

The  Principal  and  two  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff,  elected 
by  the  Staff,  attend  meetings  of  the  Council. 

(c)  Buildings. 

The  buildings  of  the  College  comprise  four  houses  in  the 
centre  of  York  Place,  behind  which  a  solid  block  of  buildings 
has  been  erected.  Besides  the  Central  Hall  there  are  twelve 
lecture  rooms,  six  laboratories  (for  Zoolo^,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Physics,  Physiology  and  Bacteriology),  a  research  room, 
a  studio,  three  libraries,  a  study,  a  gymnasium.  Students*  common 
room,  Professors*  common  rooms,  &c.,  &c. 

The  increased  accommodation  provided  by  the  acquisition 
until  1909,  of  an  adjoining  house  in  York  Place  has  enabled  the 
Council  to  establish  an  aaditional  course  of  training  to  begin  in 
October  of  each  Session.  Extra  lecture  rooms  and  rooms  for 
resident  Students  have  also  been  provided  by  this  extension. 

Forty-two  Students  can  be  lodged  and  boarded  in  the  resi- 
dence on  the  premises.

11. — Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  Stai!  (30)  consists  of  the  Principal,  Lecturers,  Assistant 
Lecturers,  and  Assistants,  apart  from  Administrative  Staff. 

The  College  is  recomised  as  a  School  of  the  University  in  the 
Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  it  has  Special  Departments 
for  (a)  the  Training  of  Secondary  Teachers,  (b)  Scientific  Hygiene 
(c)  an  Art  School. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  include — 

Anthropology,  Bacteriology,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Crystall- 
ography, Geology,  Hygiene,  Slathomatics  (Pure  and  Applied), 
Physics,  Physiolwy,  Zoology,  Elocution,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Ethnology,  French  (MedisBval  and  Modem),  German 
(Mediaeval  and  Modem),  Greek,  Italian,  Latin,  Historj- 
(Greek,  Roman,  Enriish  and  European),  Logic,  Political 
Economy,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Philosophy. 

The  Training  Department 

Recognised  as  a  Training  College  by  the  University  of  London 
and  Cambridge  Syndicate. 

This  Department  provides  a  professional  training  in  teaching 
for  women  over  19  years  of  age. 

Courses  for  the  Training  of  Secondary  Teachers  begin  in 
October  and  January  respectively  and  extend  over  three  Terms, 
thirty  weeks  in  each  Session.  Those  courses  include  full  pre- 
paration for  the  examinations  for  the  "Teaching  Diplomas" 
granted  by  the  Universities  of  London  and  of  Cambridge. 

Any  Student  having  satisfactorily  passed  through  a  full  course 
of  traming  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  granted  by  the  Council 
of  Bedford  College. 

The  Hygiene  Department 

The  Bedford  College  Hygiene  Course  is  designed  to  furnish 
women  with  the  necessary  training  for  such  posts  as  are  now 
open  to  them — as  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  metropolis  [as 
recognised  by  the  Local  Government  Board]  and  elsewhere, 
Factory  Inspectors,  or  as  teachers  of  Hygiene,  under  County 
Councils  ana  other  public  bodies;  but  attendance  on  the  course 
would  prove  useful  to  v/omen  who  intend  taking  part  in  any 
kind  or  public  work,  The  Course  has  been  arranged  to  provide 
the  Scientific  Instruction  essential  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
Sanitation,  the  Laws  of  Health  and  Personal  Hygiene.  It  thus 
provides  a  comprehensive  training  of  high  educational  value, 
the  subject  being  constantly  treated  in  connection  with  the 
various  exact  Sciences  upon  which  it  is  based. 

A  Certificate  is  awarded  by  the  Coimcil  of  Bedford  Col- 
lege to  Students  who  have  satisfactorily  attended  the  whole 
course,  and  have  passed  in  all  subjects  the  Examination  held  at 
the  end  of  the  Session.  Students  can  also  enter  for  the  ex- 
amination held  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors*  Examination  Board, 
the  only  examination  qualifying  for  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the 
metropolis. 
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Art  School. 

Students  may  attend  the  Art  School  although  they  are  not 
taking  other  subjects  at  the  College. 

The  course  of  instruction  includes  the  early  stages  of  Drfiwing 
from  Casts  and  Solid  Objects,  Drawing  from  the  Antique,  the 
Draped  and  Figure  Model ;  Painting  in  Oil,  Water  Colour,  and 
Pastel ;  and  the  technique  of  drawing  for  reproduction  in  the 
press.

IX.    Relations  With  Other  Bodies. 

(a)  With  University  of  London  : — 

The  College  is  recognized  as  a  School  of  the  University  in  the 
Faculties  of  Arts  ana  Science,  for  Preliminary  Medical  studies, 
and  for  Advanced  Medical  studies  in  Chemistry  and  Physiology. 
The  Senate  nominates  two  representatives  upon  the  Council 
of  the  College.  The  College  Lecturers  serve  upon  the  University 
Faculties  and  Boards  of  Studies.  The  matriculated  students 
are  registered  as  Internal  Students  of  the  University. 

The  College  avails  itself  of  the  teaching  given  by  the  Uni- 
versity Professors  and  Readers  in  German,  and  in  Education, 
who  lecture  in  the  College,  and  of  special  University  lectures. 

With  other  Colleges  of  the  University  : — 

The  College  co-operates  in  a  scheme  of  Inter  Collegiate 
teaching  for  honours  and  post-graduate  work. 

With  the  University  of  Cambridge : — 

The  College  is  recognised  in  respect  of  the  Training  Course 
for  Secondary  Teachers. 

With  the  Sanitary  Inspectors'  Joint  Examination  Board 
(London) : — 

The  College  is  recognised  in  respect  of  the  Hygiene  Course. 
With  Schools  :— 

In  connection  with  its  Training  Department  the  CoU^je  has 
facilities  for  School  Practice  in  vanous  secondary  and  elementary 
schools  in  the  neighbourhood. 

(6)  Local  Education  Authorities. 

London :  From  the  London  County  Council  the  College  re- 
ceives an  annual  grant  of  £800,  and  as  a  condition  receives 
twenty-five  free  scholars. 

It  also  undertakes  to  admit  for  degree  courses  a  certain 
number  of  King's  Scholars  of  the  London  Day  Training  Colleg^e. 
About  fifty  King's  Scholars  are  admitted,  some  of  whom  (ten  m 
1904-6)  are  included  among  the  twenty-five  free  scholars. 

Special  lectures  for  London  Teachers  are  given  in  the 
College  bv  members  of  the  College  Staff  and  maintained  by 
the  Lonaon  County  Council  (two  courses  in  1905-6,  four 
courses  are  arranged  for  1906-7). 
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Oilier  Counties:  During  session  1904-5,  nine  scholars  of 
seven  other  counties  held  Senior  County  Scholarships  in  the 
College. 

X.    Other  Information. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  containing  over  15,000 
volumes,  to  which  new  volumes  and  periodicals  are  added  each 
term,  are  open  to  all  students  daily  from  ten  to  six  without  fee. 

There  are  six  separate  Laboratories  open  daily  from  ten  to  five. 
No  additional  fee  is  charged  for  re-agents,  specimens,  and  the  use 
of  microscopes.    Each  Laboratory  has  its  own  museum. 

Special  facilities  are  offered  to  foreign  students. 

Day  students  can  obtain  luncheon  and  tea  on  the  College 
premises. 

For  session  1906-7  special  facilities  are  to  be  offered  for 
physical  instruction  and  recreation  under  the  direction  of  a  fully 

Siualilied  teacher  and  woman  doctor.  Students  have  opportunities 
or  hockey,  lawn-tennis,  boating,  swimming,  gymnastics  and 
fencing. 

There  is  a  Loan  Fund  available  for  students  in  any^Depart- 
ment  of  the  College  to  enable  them  to  continue  their  studies  for 
one  year. 

The  Common  Room  is  managed  by  a  Committee  of  students. 

The  Bedford  College  Students'  Association  includes  past  and 
present  students,  and  holds  at  least  two  meetings  a  year. 

There  are  various  College  Societies  and  Clubs — Literary, 
Scientific,  Athletic. 

Site  and  Building  Scheme. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  College  premises  are  leasehold, 
and  that  the  leases  are  approaching  a  termination,  a  fund  has 
been  started  to  provide  for  the  permanent  and  adeauate  housing 
of  the  College.  Contributions  and  promises  have  oeen  received 
amounting  to  £25,700  (June  1906),  including  £3,700  from  old 
students,  £10,000  from  Lady  Tate  for  a  Library,  £1,000  from  the 
Goldsmiths'  Company,  £1,000  from  Mrs.  Ludwig  Mond,  £1,000 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  T.  Pilcher,  and  £1,000  from  Miss  Shaen.

FOUNDED    1829. 


I. — Preliminary. 

Origin,  Constitution,  and  Objects. 

Original  Charter, 

This  Collie  was  founded  by  Royal  Charter  dated  August  14, 
1829,  as  "  a  College  in  which  instruction  in  the  doctrines  and 
duties  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  the  Church  of  England 
should  be  for  ever  combined  with  other  branches  of  useful 
education." 

Accordingly  the  Charter  provided  "that  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  said  College,  to  be  called 
'King's  College,'  the  followmg  persons  should  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  oflBces,  be  perpetual  Governors,  viz.,  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  the  Archbishop  of  York,  the  Bishop  of  London,  the 
Chief  Justice  of  England,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  London,  the  Dean  ot  St.  Paul's,  and  the 
Dean  of  Westminster.  The  Charter  further  appoints  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  as  Visijbor,  eight  Governors  for  life  (whose 
places  were  to  be  filled  by  the  Visitor  as  vacancies  occurred),  and 
a  Council  consisting  of  the  seventeen  Governors,  the  Treasurer, 
and  twenty-four  persons  elected  from  the  members  of  the  Cor- 
poration, viz.,  its  Shareholders  and  Donors. 

It  further  provided  "  that  no  person  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
United  Church  of  England  ana  Ireland,  as  by  law  established, 
shall  be  competent  to  act  as  Governor  by  virtue  of  his  oflSce,  or 
to  be  nominated  or  act  as  Life  Governor,  or  to  fill  anv  office  in 
the  College,  except  only  the  professorships  of  Oriental  literature 
and  modem  languages. 

King*8  College,  London,  Act,  1882. 

The  Charter  of  the  College  was  "  annulled "  by  the  King's 
College  Act,  1882.  This  Act  confirmed  the  regulations  of  the 
Charter  as  to  the  government  of  the  College,  but  extinguished  all 
claims  to  any  profit  on  the  part  of  proprietors  of  shares  (converting 
the  proprietorsinto  Donors),and  authorised  the  election  of  Fellows 
of  the  (JoUege.  It  also  extended  the  objects  of  the  College  to  the 
education  of  women,  conferred  powers  of  carrjing  on  its  work  in 
other  premises  within  fifteen  miles  from  the  College,  and  consti- 
tuted Its  Fellows  and  Donors  as  the  future  members  of  the 
Corporation, 
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The  Act  provides  in  Clause  5  that  "  the  College  shall  continue 
as  a  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  literature  and  science  ana 
the  doctrines  and  duties  of  Christianitv  as  the  same  are  incul- 
cated by  the  Church  of  England  shall  be  taught  in  the  College/' 
and  in  Clause  12,  "  that  no  person  who  does  not  declare  himself 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England  shall  be  competent  to 
act  as  a  Governor  by  virtue  of  his  office  or  to  be  a  Life  Governor 
or  a  member  of  the  Council  or  to  fill  any  office  in  the  College  except 
professorships  of  Oriental  literature  and  modem  languages." 

King's  College,  London,  Act,  1903. 

This  Act  amends  the  Act  of  1882  in  the  following  respects: — 
It  repeals  Section  12  of  the  Act  of  1882,  and  enacts  "  No  religious 
declaration,  condition  or  test  shall  be  imposed  or  required  as  a 
condition  or  Qualification  for  any  office,  position  or  membership 
in  or  under  tne  College  or  the  Council  thereof  except  for  the 
office  or  position  of  a  Professor  or  Lecturer  in  the  Facultv  of 
Theology  in  the  College.  No  person  shall  be  competent  to  hold 
the  office  or  position  of  or  to  act  as  a  Professor  or  Lecturer  in  the 
said  Faculty  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  declared  himself  to 
be  a  Member  of  the  Church  of  England."  It  further  allows 
additional  members  being  added  to  the  Council  as  "  appointed 
members"  to  represent  bodies  empowered  to  make  gifts  or 
payments  for  educational  purposes. 

It  alters  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Court,  and  of 
the  closing  of  the  audited  accounts. 

The  Governing  Bodies :  their  Constitution  and  Fun/^tion^. 

1.  The  Annual  Court  of  Members  of  the  College, — ^This  body 
meets  annually  in  November  or  December  and  as  often  as  is 
required : — 

(1)  To  elect  the  Council  and  Auditors. 

(2)  To  receive  a  report  on  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding 

year,  and  the  accounts  up  to  the  preceding  September 
1st. 

2.  Offioial  and  Life  Governor's, — These  are  members  of  the 
Coimcil,  but  their  only  special  duties  are : — 

(1)  To  fill  up  any  vacancy  in  the  list  of  Life  Governors  which 

the  Visitor  has  omitted  to  fill  up  for  six  months. 

(2)  To  confirm,  or  otherwise,  any  appointment  or  removal  of 

the  Principal  or  Head  Master. 

3.  The  Council. — The  King's  College  Act  gives  the  following 
powers,  amongst  others,  to  tne  Council  (Clauses  16,  17, 18,  and 
30):— 

**  The  Council  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Common  Seal  of 
the  College  with  power  to  use  the  same  for  all  the  aflfairs  thereof 
and  shall  direct  and  manage  all  such  affairs  and  shall  whenever 
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necessary  appoint  the  Principal  and  the  Head  Master  and  all  the 
Professors,  Tutors,  Masters,  and  Instructors  and  the  Secretary  and 
all  officers,  agents,  and  servants  except  the  Auditors  and  may  also 
remove  all  such  persons  from  their  offices  whenever  they  think  fit. 
Provided  always  that  no  appointment  or  removal  of  the  Principal 
or  Head  Master  shall  be  final  until  it  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
Governors. 

"  The  Council  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  make,  alter 
and  rescind,  bve-laws  and  regulations  so  as  the  same  be  not 
repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  the  Ilealm  or  to  the  general  obiects  and 
provisions  of  this  Act  touching  the  government  of  the  College,  the 
appointmentandremoval,  thenumberand  rank,  powers  and  duties, 
stipends  and  emoluments  of  the  several  persons  employed  therein 
and  the  mode  of  convening  meetings  oi  the  Governors  and  the 
Council  and  the  General  Courts  respectively  and  all  other  matters 
regarding  the  College  and  the  interests  of  the  Donors  and  Fellows. 

"The  Council  may  accept  gifts  and  endowments  for  promoting 
particular  obiects  of  education  or  otherwise  in  aid  of  the  general 
purposes  of  the  College  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  on  between  them  and  the  persons  ofiering  such  gifts. 

•*  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  elect  as  Fellows  persons 
who  have  been  Principal  or  Head  Master  or  for  not  less  than  five 
years  a  Professor  or  a  Lecturer  or  Assistant  Master  or  Secretary 
of  the  College  or  have  served  the  College  in  a  conspicuous  manner 
and  also  such  number  of  former  students  of  the  College  who  have 
become  eminent  at  the  Universities  or  in  public  life  as  the  Council 
may  think  fit  and  they  may  by  bye-law  from  time  to  time  fix  the 
number  to  be  elected  annually  and  also  the  total  number  of  such 
Fellows."

4.  In  the  Hospital  in  Portugal  Street,  several  rooms,  including 
two  lecture  theatres,  are  used  by  the  teaching  staff  and  by  the

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The  above  buildings  afTord  adequate  room  for  all  the  students 
enumerated  in  Section  III.,  to  the  number  of  4,658,  and  a  con- 
siderable number  of  additional  students  could  be  accommodated.

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Departments,  have  in  general  to  pass  an  entrance  examinatioii, 
unless  they  have  previously  passed  the  Matriculation  Examina- 
tion of  the  University  of  London.  In  the  latter  case  they  are 
enrolled  as  Internal  students  of  the  University  and  prejjare  for 
the  Degrees  of  the  University.  The  Intermediate  Examination 
is  taken  in  the  College,  the  College  Professors  examining  in 
concert  with  external  examiners  appointed  by  the  University. 
The  Final  Examination  for  the  degree  is  taken  at  the  University, 
the  teachers  being  represented  on  the  Examining  Boards. 

Students  may,  either  in  addition  to  the  degree  of  the  Uni- 
versity or  without  it,  compete  for  the  Associateship  of  King's 
College,  which  is  awarded  under  certain  regulations  at  the  end  of 
a  three  years'  course. 

In  addition  a  certificate  in  Engineering  is  given  at  the  end  of 
a  three  years*  course,  and  Honours  Certificates  are  awarded  in 
various  subjects. 

Non-matriculated  students,  i.e,,  those  who,  being  unable  to 
attend  the  whole  course,  take  up  particulai*  subjects,  are  only 
eligible  for  Honours  Certificates  in  the  subjects  in  which  they  are 
examined.

IV.— Fellowships,  Scholarships,  and  Exhibitions. 

Fellowships, 

The  rank  of  "  Honorary  "  Fellow  of  King's  College,  London,  was 
first  established  February  19,  1847. 

This  Name  is  now  changed  to  "  Fellows,"  and  the  "  King's 
College  London  Act,  1882,'*  incorporates  all  Fellows  of  the  Col- 
lege as  members  of  the  Corporation. 

The  rank  may  be  granted — 

(a)  To  "former  Students  of  the  College  who  have  become 
eminent  at  the  Universities  or  in  Public  Life." 

The  number  of  former  Students  so  elected  is  not  to  exceed 
three  in  any  year. 

The  Principal  and  the  Boards  of  the  various  Faculties  and 
Divisions  submit,  in  Mav  of  each  year,  to  the  Council  the  names 
of  those  considered  by  them  to  be  deserving  of  this  distinction, 
and  the  Council  elect  at  one  of  their  meetings  before  the  close 
of  the  Academical  year. 

(6)  To  those  "  who  have  been  Principal  or  Head  Master  or  for 
not  less  than  five  years  a  Professor  or  a  Lecturer  or  Assistant- 
Master  or  Secretary  of  the  Collie  or  have  sei-ved  the  College  in 
a  conspicuous  manner."

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

There  are  now  no  residential  rooms  in  the  College,  but  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Staff  take  boarders  at  25  guinciis 
per  t^rm.

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VIII. — Denominational  or  Religious  Tests. 

There  are  no  denominational  or  relieious  tests  for  any  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  (other  than  theological  teachers);  such  tests 
were  removed  under  the  King's  College,  London,  Act,  1903.  See 
page  160. 

There  are  similarly  no  such  tests  for  Students.  The  rules  for 
the  Associateship  require  attendance  at  Chapel  and  at  the  weekly 
Divinity  lecture  unless  the  student  is  eocempted  on  the  ground  of 
conscientious  scruples. 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(a).  King's  CoUege  is  (by  the  University  of  London  Act  1898) 
a  school  of  the  University  of  London  in  all  its  Faculties — and 
its  Students  prepare  for  the  Degrees  of  that  University. 

(6).  The  College  receives  Grants  from  the  London  County 
Council  and  from  the  Surrey  County  Council,  which  bodies  have 
the  right  of  nominating  each  one  representative  as  an  "  appointed 
memfer  "  of  the  Council  of  the  College. 

(c).  The  College  is  allotted  a  share  of  the  Annual  Grant  made 
by  Parliament  lor  "  University  Colleges  in  Great  Britain." 

It  further  receives  an  Annual  Grant  from  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  respect  of  its  Day  Training  College  for  Men ;  and  a  Grant 
from  the  same  Board  for  Evening  classes.

I. — Pkeliminarv. 
(a).     Objects. 


The  purpose  of  the  College  as  expressed  in  the  Act  is  "  to 
*'  afford  at  a  moderate  expense  the  means  of  education  in 
"  Literature,  Science  and  the  Fine  Arts,  and  in  the  knowledge 
**  required  for  admission  to  the  Medical  and  Legal  Professions, 
*•  ana  in  particular  for  so  affording  the  means  of  obtaining  the 
**  education  required  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  degrees  now 
**  or  hereafter  granted  by  the  University  of  London." 

(6).  Constitution. 

The  Members  of  the  College  are  the  Governors,  Fellows,  and 
Life  Governors.  Governors  are  the  representatives  of  the 
original  shareholders,  and,  though  divested  oy  the  Act  of  1869  of 
all  pecuniary  inteiest  in  the  College,  have  the  right  of  nominat- 
ing a  substitute  or  successor.  Fellows  are  students  of  the 
College  who  have  passed  a  distinguished  examination  for  a  degree, 
and  who,  after  nomination  by  the  Council,  have  been  elected  by 
the  Members  of  the  CoUege  at  their  annual  meeting.  Life 
Governors  are  persons  who,  being  distinguished  in  certain  special 
ways  named  in  the  Act,  have  been  admitted  to  membership 
of  the  CoUege  at  a  general  meeting.  The  number  of  Fellows 
and  Life  Governors  who  may  be  admitted  at  any  one  time 
is  limited  by  the  by-laws. 

The  Members  of  the  College  elect  from  among  themselves  a 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer,  who,  together  with  not 
less  than  16  nor  more  than  21  other  members,  form  the  Council. 
Under  the  Act  of  1869,  ^'  The  Council  shall  have  the  sole  and 
"  entire  management  and  superintendence  of  the  said  College, 
''as  well  relating  to  the  income  and  funds  thereof  as  to  the 
'^  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of  literature,  science,  and  art 
'*  therein,  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  and  dismissal  of 
"  professors,  lecturers,  and  teachers,  and  all  other  the  affairs  and 
*' concerns  thereof,  and  shall  also  have  the  government  of  the 
''said  hospital  and  of  its  funds.  And  shall  or  may,  but  not 
"  inconsistently  with  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
"  or  any  by-laws  for  the  time  being  in  force,  or  the  laws  and 
"  statutes  of  the  realm,  do  all  such  acts  as  shall  appear  to  them 
''necessary  or  proper  to  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
"  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  College."  The  Council  meets  at 
least  once  a  month  during  the  Session. 
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Every  year  the  Council  ballot  for  six  of  their  number  to 
retire  :  the  retiring  members  are  eligible  for  re-election.  But 
the  Council,  though  possessed  of  certain  powers  of  re-nomination, 
arc  required  to  leave  three  vacancies  to  be  filled  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  others. 

The  body  next  in  importance  to  the  (Council  is  the  Senate. 
Under  the  by-laws  of  the  College,  the  Professors,  with  the  Head 
Master  of  the  School,  constitute  the  Senate,   "for  the  better 
"  regulation  of  the  academic  business  of  the  College."    The  Princi- 
pal, or  in  his  absence,  one  of  two  Vice-Presidents,  appointed  by  the 
Council,  presides  at  each   meeting  of  the  Senate.    The  pro- 
fessors are  divided  into  Faculties  who  choose  the  Deans,  and 
each  Faculty  has  power  to  meet  and  discuss  any  business  connected 
with  its  work.     The  powers  of  the  Senate  are  of  special  importance 
with  regard  to  the  appointment  and  dismissal  ot  professors.     They 
must  be  consulted  by  the  Council  as  to  the  creation  of  any 
new  professorship,  the  appointment  of  any  person  as  pro&BSory  or 
the  removal  of  any  professor,  and  the  title  of  Emeritus  Professor 
can  be  conferred  only  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Senate. 
The   Senate    also   appoint   three   professors,   who,   with    three 
membera  of  the  Coimcil,  form  the  Court  of  Discipline,  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  students  in  serious  cases.     Six  professors 
represent  the  Senate  on  the  Council. 

The  chief  executive  officers  of  the  College  are  the  Principal 
and  the  Secretary.  They  receive  instructions  either  direct  from 
the  Council,  or  from  a  committee  of  the  Council,  annually 
elected  by  ballot,  and  called  the  Committee  of  Management. 
During  the  session  this  Committee  meets  fortnightly. 

Under  the  University  College,  London  Transfer  Act  (1905)  the 
College  will  be  incorporated  in  the  University  of  London.  The 
date  for  incorporation  to  take  effect  that  has  been  fixed  by  the 
Commissioners  is  January  1st,  1907. 

(c).  Buildings, 

University  College,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital,  occupies  a 
site  of  5  J  acres,  and  contains,  at  present,  196  rooms,  be- 
sides libraries,  the  Flaxman  Gallery,  the  Museum  of 
Anatomy,  Council  Room,  and  Offices.  There  are  laboratories 
for  instruction  and  research  in  the  following  branches  of 
Science,  namely,  Chemistry,  Physics,  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, Mechanical  Engineering,  Hygiene,  Physiology,  PaihoYoffieal 
Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Experimental  Psvchology,  Pathology, 
Bacteriology,  Botany,  and  Zoology.  Besides  the  Museum  of 
Anatomy  mentioned  above,  the  Museums  of  Egyptology, 
Geology,  Botany,  and  Zoology  contain  numerous  ana  vaJuable 
specimens.    There  are  also  important  collections  iUustrative  of 
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various  other  subjects,  notably  of  Applied  Mathematics.  The 
libraries  contain  about  100,000  volumes,  and  16,000  pamphlets. 
There  are  about  1,350  students  in  the  College,  and  about  400 
boys  in  the  school,  which  occupies  nearly  the  whole  of  the  South 
Wmg,  and  71  boys  in  the  Branch  Preparatory  School  at  Hamp- 
stead.  Provision  could  probably  be  made  for  2,000  students, 
but  most  of  the  scientific  and  technical  laboratories  are  as  full 
as  is  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  teaching  and  research; 
indeed,  in  certain  cases,  they  are  over-crowded.  No  students  are 
lodged  in  the  College,  but  a  register  of  approved  residences  is 
kept.  There  is  a  large  refectory  where  meals  can  be  obtained 
during  the  day. 

The  land  and  buildings  are  the  freehold  property  ot  the 
Corporation. 

II. — Staff  and  Educational  Woek.— Session  1904-1905. 

The  work  of  the  College  is  carried  on  in  three  Faculties :  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  I^ws,  the  Faculty  of  Science,  and  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine.

Students  are  admitted  without  previous  examination,  but  they 
are  advised  by  the  Deans  of  Faculties^  and  by  the  professors  as 
to  the  classes  they  should  attend. 

There  is  at  the  end  of  tbe  session  an  examination  in  every  class 
by  printed  questions,  to  which  written  answers  are  given; 
from  these  answers  it  is  determined  to  whom  prizes  and  certifi- 
cates of  honour  shall  be  awarded.

School  of  Modem  Oriental  Studies  established  by  the  Imperial 

Institute  in  conTiexion  with  University  College  and  with

The  fees,  which  are  paid  to  the  teachers  in  fidl,  are  three 
guineas  per  term  for  eacn  language.  This  payment  entitles  the 
student,  in  addition  to  tuition,  to  the  general  privileges  cf 
studentship  in  the  College,  including  the  use  of  the  Librar}', 
which  contains  most  of  the  text-boots,  dictionaries;  and  other 
works  of  reference  required. 

The  Indian  SehooL 

The  College  has  long  been  recognised  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Inaia,  from  whom  a  grant  of  £300  per  annum  is 
now  received,  as  a  place  where  selected  candidates  for  the 
Indian  Civil  Service  may  pass  their  period  of  probation,  and  the 
Indian  School  is  specially  organised  with  a  view  to  their  require- 
ments. A  composition  fee  of  25  guineas  is  charged  to  each 
student.  The  subjects  principally  studied  are  Indian  Law  and 
History,  Sanskrit,  Persian,  and  the  vernacular  languages  of  India. 

Extension  Work, 

What  is  usually  known  as  Extension  Work  is  not  undertaken 
by  the  College  as  there  is  a  special  organisation  within  the 
University  known  as  the  University  Extension  Board  for  that 
purpose.  The  College  does,  however,  a  great  de«l  of  work  that 
appeals  to  the  general  public,  and  that  is  in  a  certain  sense 
similar  to  Extension  Work.  It  is,  however,  of  a  higher  standard 
than  most  of  the  Extension  Work,  and  assumes  and  requires 
from  those  who  profit  from  it  a  considerable  preparatory  know- 
ledge. In  the  Session  1905-06,  there  were  for  example  169 
persons  working  at  one  subject  regardless  of  University  require- 
ments, who  could  not  be  classified  either  as  Undergraduate  or 
Post-graduate  students. 

There  were  in  addition  some  700  persons  attending  the 
various  public  Lectures  given  at  the  College  in  the  late  after- 
noon or  evening,  and  there  \^ere  some  188  Students  attending 
Special  Evening  Courses  in  technical  subjects. 

There  were  also  271  teachers  attending  special  Courses 
organised  for  teachers.

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IV. — Fellowships,  Scholarships,  and  Exhibitions. 

Fellowship  of  the  College  is  an  honorary  distinction  ^ranted  to 
students  (eitner  men  or  women)  who  have  passed  a  distinguished 
examination  for  a  degree.

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VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

Most  of  the  Students  live  at  home. 

A  Register  of  approved  Boarding  Residences  is  kept  in  the 
Office  of  the  College :  the  Residences  are  not  under  the  control 
of  the  College  Authorities. 

College  Hall  (Principal,  Mrs.  Viriamu  Jones)  offers  the  ad- 
vantages of  Collegiate  residence  to  Women  Students.  The  Hall 
is  witnin  five  minutes'  walk  of  University  College. 

VII. — ^Finance. 

The  invested  funds  held  by  the  College  amount  (taking  their 
cost  price)  to  £463,187  12s.  lid.  Of  this  sum,  £148,891  2s.  6d. 
are  held  in  trust  for  the  Hospital,  £309,460  4s.  2d.  are  College 
endowments,  the  income  of  which  has  been  specifically  allotted 
bv  deed  or  bequest,  while  the  balance  of  £4,836  6s.  3d.  represents 
tne  total  capital  of  the  College  available  for  general  purposes. 

In  May  1903  a  Fund  was  started  by  a  Meeting  at  the  Mansion 
House  for  the  better  endowment  and  equipment  of  the  College. 
This  Fund  now  (Jan.  1906)  amounts  to  £272,244  2«.  8d 

It  includes  £80,000  munificently  given  by  Sir  Donald  Currie 
for  the  new  buildings  for  the  School  of  Advanced  Medical 
Studies;  £30,000  given  by  the  Drapers'  Company;  £30,000  given 
by  a  former  student  who  desires  to  remain  anonymous  ;  £50,000 
by  another  anonymous  donor,  and  £20,000  for  the  endowment  of 
CSiairs  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Astor.

ARMSTRONG  COLLEGE,  NEWCASTLE-UPON-

(In  the  University  of  Durham). 

[Formerly  known  as  Durham  College  of  Science.] 
Founded  1871. 


I. — Preuminary. 

(a)   Objects. 
The  objects  of  the  College  are : — 

"  To  carry  on,  maintain,  and  conduct,  in  or  near  the  Borough 
"  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  the  College,  at  present  known  as  tne 
"  University  of  Durham  College  of  Physical  Science,  Newcastie- 
"  upon-Tyne,  but  under  the  name  or  style  of  Armstrong  College, 
**  and  to  found,  establish,  endow,  maintain,  and  conduct  other 
"  Colleges,  in  or  near  the  said  Borough,  and  by  means  of  such 
"  College  or  Colleges,  and  by  such  other  means  as  the  Association 
"  may  flhink  proper,  to  promote  the  education  of  persons  of  both 
"  sexes,  and  tne  study  and  advancement  of  Science,  Philosophy, 
"  literature,  and  the  Fine  and  Mechanical  Arts,  or  other  kindred 
"  branches  of  learning." 

The  College  forms  an  important  part  of  the  University  of  the 
North  of  England.  The  degrees  of  Durham  in  Science  and 
Letters  and  its  diplomas  in  Engineering  are  open  to  Students  of 
the  College.  The  courses  of  instruction  in  all  Natural  Sciences, 
in  Mathematics,  and  in  every  department  of  Engineering  are 
very  practical  and  complete,  and  the  Chemical,  Physical,  and 
Engineering  Laboratories  are  among  the  finest  in  the  country. 
In  addition  to  the  Biological  Laboratories  at  the  College,  a 
Marine  Biological  Laboratory  has  been  opened  at  Cullercoats, 
and  by  the  generosity  of  the  Northumberland  Sea  Fisheries 
Committee  is  available  for  College  Students. 

The  Agricultural  Department  has  been  carefully  organised. 
It  is  subsidised  by  the  Counties  of  Northumberland  and  Durham 
as  well  as  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland,  and  it  has  the  recog- 
nition and  approval  of  H.M.  Board  of  Agriculture.  It  has  been 
entrusted  witn  the  scientific  direction  of  the  Northumberland 
County  Agricultural  Experimental  Station,  extendiMf  to  400 
acres,  at  Cockle  Park ;  carries  on  a  Dairy  Research  Station  for 
the  Durham  County  Council  at  Offerton  Hall,  near  Sunderland^ 
and  has  been  entrusted  by  H.M.  Office  of  Woods  with  the 
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Chopwell  Woods,  extending  to  about  900  acres,  all  of  whioh  add 

Seatly    to    the   educational    advantages    of   the    Agricultural 
epartment.    A  thorough  training  is  offered  in  every  branch  of 
agriculture. 

(6)    Constitutiaa. 

The  College  is  an  incorporated  Society,  registered  under 
the  Companies  Acts  as  a  company  limited  by  guarantee. 
Its  members  are  called  Governors,  and  consist  of  persons  who 
subscribe  annually  not  less  than  2i.  to  the  funds  of  the  College, 
or  have  contributed  a  donation  of  not  less  than  25i.,  of  representa- 
tives of  persons  who  bequeath  not  less  than  lOOi.,  of  nominees  of 
public  companies  or  corporations  who  subscribe  not  less  than  101. 
per  annum  or  have  made  a  donation  of  not  less  than  2502.,  and  of 
representatives  of  firms  subscribing  lOi.  per  annum  or  contributing 
a  donation  of  not  less  than  lOOl  to  the  College  funds.  The 
Grovemors  also  comprise  the  peers  of  the  realm  connected  with  the 
counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  Cumberland,  and  West- 
moreland, the  Members  of  Parliament  for  the  divisions  and 
boroughs  of  the  said  counties,  and  a  number  of  representatives  of 
learned  societies  and  other  pubUc  bodies. 

Jlooecutive  Council, — The  executive  of  the  CoU^e  is  vested  in 
a  Council,  consisting  of  the  Warden  of  the  University  of  Durham, 
who  is  President  of  the  College,  and  forty-four  other  members, 
of  whom  two  at  least  must  be  members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
University  of  Durham,  and  two  others,  members  of  the  Chapter 
or  of  Convocation,  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors,  Of  the 
others,  ten  are  elected  out  of  and  by  the  Governors,  and  the 
remainder,  including  five  nominated  by  the  Corporation  of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  by  the  other  members  of  tne  Council. 
Any  county  council  or  other  local  authority  contributing  to  the 
funds  of  the  College  is  entitled  to  representation  on  the  Council 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  its  contribution. 

Departmental  CoTnmittees. — In  addition  to  the  ordinary  com- 
mittees of  the  Council,  there  are  certain  Committees  appointed 
for  the  management  of  particular  departments.  These  Com- 
mittees consist  of  members  of  Council  and  of  other  gentlemen 
specially  qualified  to  take  part  in  the  supervision  of  certain 
sections  of  the  College  work.  These  Committees  are  entrusted 
with  the  duty  of  advising  the  Council  on  all  questions  connected 
with  the  management  of  their  several  departments.  The  Council 
acts  generally  upon  their  recommendations,  but  retains  its  right 
of  veto. 

(c)    BuildiTiga, 

The  College  buildings,  which  have  been  carried  out  at  a 
cost  of  about  £150,000,  are  capable  of  accommodating  about 
3,000  students,  of  whom  1,000  may  be  simultaneously  at  work 
without  inconvenience.  The  buildings  form  a  quadrilateral. 
The  front  provides  permanent  accommcSation  for  the  administra- 
tion offices  and  the  departments  of  Mathematics,  Languages 
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and  Literature,  Zoology,  Botany,  Electrical  Engineering  and 
Naval  Architecture,  together  with  the  students'  common  room, 
library,  museum,  refreshment  rooms,  the  principal  rooms 
connected  with  the  Day  Training  College,  and  a  large  examina- 
tion hall. 

The  other  three  win^  afford  the  i)ermanent  accommodation 
for  the  departments  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  Metallurgy,  Geolojgy, 
Mineralogy,  Agriculture,  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  Civil 
Engineenng,  and  the  various  branches  of  Fine  Art;  while 
temporary  accommodation  is  aflForded  in  them  for  the  other 
departments.  The  Chemical,  Physical,  and  Engineering 
laboratories  are  among  the  most  complete  of  their  kind  in  the 
country. 

Lodgvngs, — No  students  are  lodged  in  the  buildings.  Women 
students  who  do  not  live  with  their  parents  or  guardians  are 
required  to  reside  in  certain  approved  houses.  Men  students 
may  reside  at  the  Hostel  for  men,  or  in  certain  approved 
houses. 

Normal  students  not  living  in  Newcastle  are  required  to 
reside  in  a  Hostel  or  in  certain  approved  houses.

PreliTThina/ry  ExamiTiation  in  Arts  for  Oraduaiion  in 

Science. 

All  students  in  Science  after  Matriculation,  at  any  con- 
venient time  before  taking  their  degree,  must  pass  the  Prelimin- 
ary Examination  in  Arts  for  Graduation  in  Science.  If  this 
examination  is  passed  before  entering  the  University,  students 
are  not  required  to  take  the  Matriculation  Examination. 

Students  must  pass  at  one  and  the  same  Examination  in  four 
only  of  the  following  subjects,  of  which  two  at  least  shall  be 
languages  other  than  English,  and  are  expected  to  show  a  satis- 
factory knowledge  of  the  Grammar  of  the.  language  chosen : — 

Oreek,  Latin,  French,  Oerman,  Mechanics  with  HydrostcUica 
and  Pnemnatics,  Euclid,  English  History,  English  Literature. 

Students  in  Science  may  quaUfy  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  by  adopting  either  of  the  following  courses : — 

(a)  Pure  Scierace, 

By  attending  for  three  terms  from  date  of  matriculation 
courses  of  study  in  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  either 
Geology  or  Natural  History  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Profi^sors 
in  the  several  subjects;  and  by  proving  his  knowledge  of 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Geology  or  Natural 
History,  including  practical  exercises  at  an  examination,  to  be 
styled  the  First  Examination.  A  candidate  who  has  satisfied 
the  examiners  in  three  only  of  these  subjects  must  satisfy  in 
the  remaining  subject  at  some  subsequent  examination  before 
proceeding  to  the  Final  Examination. 
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After  completing  the  First  Examination  he  may  qualify  for 
admission  to  the  Final  Examination  by  attending  for  two 
academical  years  the  courses  of  study  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements set  forth  below,  provided  he  can  produce  certificates 
of  attendance  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professors  concerned,  and 
shall  at  the  Final  Examination  be  required  to  prove  his  know- 
ledge in  three  different  subjects,  one  chief  and  two  auxiliary 
subjeets.  In  a  chief  subject  a  qualifying  coui*se  must  extend  over 
two  years,  whereas  in  an  auxiliary  subject  it  may  extend  over  one 
year  only.  The  examination  in  auxiliary  subjects  may  be  taken 
at  the  end  of  the  qualifying  courses. 

The  following  form  chief  subjects — one  to  be  selected: — 
Mathematics,  Pnysics,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Zoology  and  C!om- 
parative  Anatomy,  Botany  and  Vegetable  Physiology,  Animal 
and  Human  Physiology. 

The  following  form  Auxiliarj^  subjects — two  to  be  selected : — 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Crystallography, 
Mineralogy,  Zoology  and  Comparative  Anatomv,  Botany  and 
Vegetable  Physiology,  Animal  and  Human  Physiology,  Education. 

In  the  Final  Examinations  Honours  may  be  awarded  in  the 
Chief  subject  only.

Awarded  to  the  best  Student  in  Natural  History. 

The  Royal  (1851)  Exhibition  Scholarship  and  Probationary 
Bursaries. — Scholarship  tenable  for  two  years,  and  of  the 
annual  value  of  150i.  Candidates  must  be  Students  of  three 
years'  standing,  and  the  scholar  is  required  to  take  up  some 
special  subject  of  research. 

Bursaries  of  the  value  of  70i.,  and  tenable  for  one  year. 
Candidates  for  a  Bursarv  must,  except  as  to  evidence  of  capacity 
for  original  research,  fulfil  all  the  conditions  for  appointment  to 
a  Science  Research  Scholarship. 

Johnston  Chemical  Scholarship  and  Prize. — Of  the  value 
of  601.  for  one  year  and  a  prize  in  Dooks  value  51.  Competition 
restricted  to  Biachelors  of  Science  of  any  British  University  of 
not  more  than  three  years'  standing.  Awarded  on  the  results 
of  an  examination  in  Chemistry,  with  CrystaUography  or 
Mineralogy,  held  annually  about  the  commencement  of  each 
session.  The  successful  candidate  will  be  required  to  work  in 
the  College  Chemical  Laboratory  and  to  devote  himself  to  some 
subject  of  Chemical  Enquiry  approved  by  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry. 
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Mining  Scholarship. — A  Scholarship  of  SOL,  tenable  for  one 
year,  may  be  awarded  in  June  to  the  best  student  takin^^  his  B.Sc. 
m  Mining  or  Metallur&pr,  to  enable  him  to  take  a  practical  course 
in  mines  or  works  in  tnis  country  or  abroad,  under  conditions 
approved  by  the  donors,  the  Institution  of  Mining  and 
Metallurgy,  London. 

Engineefi*ing  and  Naval  Architecture  Scliola/raliip, — ^Canies 
free  admission  to  the  two  years'  course  for  the  Diploma  in 
Engineering  or  in  Naval  iirchitecture.  Candidates  must  be 
nominated  by  a  firm  or  company  contributing  £10  or  more  per 
annum  to  the  Engineering  Department. 

Hie  Surveyors*  Institution  Scholarships. — ^Three  Scholarships, 
each  of  the  value  of  50i.  per  annum,  have  been  oflFered  to  the 
College  by  the  Surveyors'  Institution.  Open  only  to  Students 
of  the  Surve)'ors*  Institution  under  conditions  approved  by  the 
Council  of  the  Institution. 

Lloyd's  Register  Scholarships  in  Naval  Architecture. — Three 
Scholarships,  each  of  the  value  of  £50  per  annum,  have  been 
offered  to  the  College  by  the  Committee  of  Lloyd's  Bister  of 
British  and  Foreign  Shipping.  One  Scholarship  will  be  awarded 
in  each  year  and  will  be  tenable  for  three  years. 

The  Osbeck  Exhibitions  in  Mining  and  Metallurgy. — One 
Exhibition  of  Ten  Guineas  is  awardea  to  the  candidate  for  the 
B.Sc.  in  Mining  or  the  Diploma  in  Mining,  who  at  the  end  of  the 
last  year  of  his  course  does  best  in  the  Surveying  Examination, 
provided  that  he  at  the  same  time  passes  the  examinations 
entitling  him  to  the  Degree  or  Diploma,  as  the  case  may  be. 

One  Exhibition  of  Ten  Guineas  is  awarded  to  the  candidate 
who  in  the  last  year's  examination  for  the  Degree  of  B.Sc.  in 
Mining  or  Metallurgv  does  best  in  the  examination's  in 
Metallur^,  provided  tnat  he  at  the  same  time  passes  the  other 
examinations  entitling  him  to  the  Degree. 

The  Pemberton  Fellowship. — Of  the  annual  value  of  12W. 
for  three  years.  The  Electors  are  the  Warden  and  Senate  of 
the  University.  Open  to  Graduates  in  Science  of  Durham 
University  of  not  more  than  six  years'  standing  from  their  first 
Degree, 

College  Fellowships, — ^Two  FeUowships  of  £125  each  will  be 
offered  for  competition  in  June  of  each  year,  tenable  upon  con- 
dition of  the  holders  engaging  in  advanced  study  or  research. 
Appointment  to  the  Fellowships  is  made  by  the  Council  of  the 
CoUege  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Boai^  of  Professors.  Open 
to  any  graduate  of  Durham  University,  in  whatever  Faculty, 
who  studied  in  Armstrong  College  during  the  final  two  years  of 
his  or  her  curriculum  for  the  degree  of  bachelor.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

College  Hall  of  Residence, — Members  of  the  Hostel  for  Men 
Students  (16  and  18,  Jesmond  Road)  pay  52i.  lOs.  per  session  for 
board  and  lodging. 

Students  not  residing  at  their  homes  generally  pay  17s.  to 
258.  per  week  for  board  and  lod^g,  or  a  total  of  about  40^.  for 
the  session.  This  amount  provides  them  with  good  accommoda- 
tion, approved  by  the  College,  but  students  with  more  means  at 
their  oisposal  will  probably  expend  50i.  to  60i.  per  session  on  their 
living. 

VII.— Finance. 

The  sum  ot  38,967i.  16^.  4t/.  has  been  received  towards 
the  New  Building  Completion  Fund.  And  further,  the 
Armstrong  Memonal  Fund,  which  was  instituted  to  com- 
memorate the  life  and  work  of  the  first  Lord  Armstrong 
by  the  completion  of  the  college  buildings  and  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  statue  of  the  late  Lord,  has  reached  50,000i. 
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VIIL— Conditions  of  Tenure  of  Professorships  and  fob 
Teachbrships,  and  of  Entrance  for  Students  to  the 
College. 

All  relipous  tests  are  expressly  forbidden  by  Clause  3  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Association.  After  setting  forth  that  the 
objects  of  the  Association  are  (inter  alia)  to  carry  on,  maintain, 
and  conduct  the  College,  it  is  stated  that  this  shall  be  done 
"  subject  to  the  following  as  fundamental  conditions,  namely: — 
That  no  student,  professor,  teacher,  or  person  connected  with  the 
College,  is  to  make  any  declaration  as  to,  or  submit  to  any  test 
of,  his  or  her  religious  opinions,  and  that  nothing  shall  be  intro- 
duced into  the  matter  or  mode  of  education  or  instruction  in 
reference  to  any  religious  or  theological  subject,  which  can  be 
reasonably  considered  offensive  to  the  conscience  of  any  student" 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

The  College  has  appointed : 

(a)  Governors  on  the  Governing  Bodies  of  various  Schools 

in  the  North  of  England. 
{b)  Representatives  on  Local  Education  Committees. 

The  College  has  a  large  Day  Training  Department  which  is 
recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  classes  in  the 
Fine  Art  Department  and  some  of  the  Evening  Science  Classes 
are  also  recognised  by  the  Board. 

X. — Other  Information. 

It  has  been  the  principle  of  the  College  that  no  promising 
student  should  be  excluded  from  participating  in  its  eaucational 
advantages  on  account  of  inabilitv  to  meet  the  College  fees,  and 
the  fees  nave  been  partially  or  wnoUy  remitted  in  special  cases, 
with  very  satisfiEictory  results. 

The  regular  students  of  the  College  are  drawn  from  all  classes 
of  society,  but  evening  students  consist  very  largely  of  apprentices 
or  workmen  from  the  various  works  in  the  district. 

In  addition  to  the  various  grades  of  work  conduct-ed  in  the 
College  itself,  considerable  assistance  has  been  given  to  the 
county  councils  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  and  Cumberland 
in  the  provision  of  technical  education  within  their  adminiRtrative 
comities. 

On  July  11th,  1906,  the  New  Buildings  of  the  College  were 
formally  opened  by  His  Majestv  Kins  Edward  VIl.,  and 
addresses  were  presented  to  His  Majesty  oy  the  Governors  and 
Council,  the  Professoi-s  and  the  Students. 
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REPORT  FROM 
NOTTINGHAM  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE. 


Founded  1881. 
I. — Preliminary. 

Objects. — The  object  of  the  College  is  primarily  to  supply 
higher  literary  and  scientific  education  for  the  people  of  Notting- 
ham over  the  age  of  1(5  without  any  distinction  of  sex  and  re- 
ligion. A  few  students  under  the  age  of  16  years  are  admitted 
at  the  discretion  of  the  heard  of  the  department  in  which  their 
work  chiefly  lies. 

Constitviion. — The  College  is  incorporated  under  a  Royal 
Charter,  dated  Aufpst  27th,  1903,  and  regulated  by  Statutes 
approved  by  the  Pnvy  Council. 

Govemina  Body. — The  ultimate  authority  is  the  Court  of 
Governors  described  in  the  above  Charter.  Their  authority  is  to 
a  great  extent  delegated  to  a  Council,  also  therein  described. 
The  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  each  nominate  two 
members  of  the  Council 

University  Collie  occupies  a  site  of  about  2^  acres  in  the 
centre  of  the  city  which  was  given  by  the  Corporation.  The 
Buildings  originally  cost  £70,000,  but  many  thousands  have  been 
spent  on  them  since.

These  laboratories  are  fully  equipped  for  instruction  in 
Practical  Chemistry  in  aU  its  branches.  Ample  stores  for 
chemicals  and  apparatus  are  attached,  and  every  provision  is 
made  for  carrying  out  original  investigations  in  Pure  or  Applied 
Chemistry. 
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Physical. 

Six  laboratory  rooms  for  general  use,  total  area  about  3,421 
square  feet,  workshop  and  preparation  room  560  square  feet, 
dynamo,  battery  and  accumulator  rooms  508  square  feet.  Three 
research  rooms  903  square  feet,  lecture  theatre  1,200  square 
feet,  lecture  room  591  square  feet. 

There  is  provision  for  160  elementary  or  100  advanced 
students  in  the  physical  laboratories.  The  maximuai  attend- 
ance at  one  time  so  fieir  has  been  60. 

Biologwal  and  Oeological. 

The  laboratory  is  fitted  with  work  benches,  and  every  requisite 
for  carrying  on  Biological  and  (Jeological  work,  and  accommo- 
dates 30  students  working  at  the  same  time.  In  connection 
with  the  laboratory  there  is  a  complete  equipment  in  specimens, 
models  and  apparatus,  as  well  as  a  library  of  text  books  and 
works  of  reference  in  all  branches  of  Biological  and  Geological 
Science  to  which  the  students  have  access.

The  whole  of  the  College  Staft*  give  Lectures  or  Classes  in  the 
evening  as  well  as  the  day.

The  Collie  does  not  grant  d^ees,  but  trains  for  those  of  the 
University  of  London.  The  title  of  Associate  of  University 
Collie,  Nottingham,  is  panted  to  students  who  have  compUea 
with  the  followmg  conditions : — 

1.  On  those  who  have  been  for  three  years  regular  students  at 
the  Collie,  and  have  during  that  period  reached  the  inter- 
mediate standard  of  the  University  of  London  Examinations. 

2.  On  those  who  have  satisfactorily  attended  for  three  years, 
and  passed  the  Examinations  required  by  any  one  of  the  follow- 
ing systematic  Associate  Courses,as  they  are  hereinafter  defined : — 
(1)  Engineering,  (2)  Chemistry,  Pure  or  Applied,  (8)  Day  Train- 
ing CoUege,  (4)  Other  courses  sanctioned  by  the  Senate. 

3.  On  those  who  have  complied  with  the  regulations,  and 
passed  the  Examinations  of  the  Three  Years'  course  required  by 
the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Affiliation  Scheme. 

The  College  Session  consists  of  three  Terms  each  of  eleven  weeks. 

During  the  past  session  Mr.  P.  H.  Wickstead,  M.A.,  has 
deUvered  two  Courses  of  Lectures  and  Classes  on  Dante  in 
connection  with  the  Cambridge  University  Extension  Scheme. 
Tliey  were  largely  attended. 
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III.      STUDENT& 

(1)  General. 

In  the  last  Session  there  were  486  Day  Students  (exclusive  of 
those  who  attended  the  Dante  Extension  Courses)  and  1,774 
Evening  Students.  These  represented  2,082  individual  Stud^its, 
of  whom  415  were  women. 

The  number  under  sixteen  is  extremely  small,  and  is  practically 
confined  to  Evening  Students. 

Fees. — These  are  very  varied.  For  the  London  Matriculation 
Course,  8Z.  per  term.  Inter-Science,  Prelim.  Scientific  and  Engi- 
neering, 61.  per  term. 

Chemical  Course,  full  time,  71.  per  term.  These  are  the  only 
composition  fees.  Class  fees  vary.  In  Languages,  10».  6d.  for 
one  nour  weekly  (per  term),  158.  two  hours,  20s.  tnree  hours,  etc 

In  Laboratories  they  vary  considerably.  In  Chemistry,  40a 
for  six  hours  per  week,  5«.  per  hour  after^vards. 

Physics,  158.  for  three  hours  weekly,  258.  six  hours,  and  Ss. 
per  hour  afterwards.     Natural  Sciences  same  as  Physics. 

In  the  Evening  Classes  the  Lectures  avera^  28.  6d,  per  hour 
per  term.     Laboratories,  108.  per  session  (two  nours  weekly). 

We  have  no  particulars  as  to  the  previous  education  of  stu- 
dents. Practically  all  Day  Students  have  attended  a  Secondary 
School  and  a  large  number  of  the  Evening  Students  ab»o. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  Students  are  drawn  from  within  thirty 
miles  of  Nottingham.  Not  more  than  thirty  or  forty  come  from 
beyond  that  limit.  Occasionally  a  foreign  student  or  foreigners 
living  in  the  city  join  the  classes,  principally  the  evening  ones.

IV.    Scholarships  and  Exhibitions. 

During  the  past  Session  the  sum  of  £541  has  been  given  in 
Scholarships  besides  £56  in  prizes.  £70  was  also  given  out  of 
the  Day  Training  College  Funds  in  Scholarships  to  Third  Year 

t  Thene  namben  include  respectively  fifty-five  men  and  eighty  women  stn- 
dento  in  training  under  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  for  theTiuining  of  Teachers. 
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Students.    The  Scholarships,  &c.,  are  generally  held  for  three 
years,  occasionally  for  four.    The  following  are  the  particulars : —

(4)  College  work  done  by  Evening  Students  in  the  previous

by  the  University  of  London  as  alternative  for  Matricu- 
lation. 
Scholars  and  Exhibitioners  must  follow  a  course  of  study 
approved  by  the  Principal  or  by  one  of  the  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments.   Scholarships  and  Exhioitions  can  be  renewed  annually, 
or  can  be  forfeited  at  any  time  for  misconduct  or  want  of  diligence. 
The  Awards,  Renewals,  and  Forfeitures  are  at  the  absolute 
discretion  of  the  Council 

PoaUOradAJbote  and  Research  Scholarahips. 

Three  Post-Graduate  Scholarships  have  been  awarded  for  the 
session  1906-7,  two  of  £45  and  one  of  £30.  Two  more  are 
offered  in  September  and  December  of  £50.  In  all  these  Post 
Graduate  Scholarships  free  admission  to  Lectures  and 
Laboratories  is  given  in  addition.

(b)  It  has  no  direct  relations  with  the  Local  Education 
Authority  and  is  quite  independent  of  them. 

(c)  There  is  a  Day  Training  Department  in  connection  with 
the  Board  of  Education,  Whitehall.  Many  of  the  Evening  Classes 
follow  the  syllabuses  of  the  Board  of  Education,  South  Kensington. 
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REPORT  FROM 
UNIVERSITY    COLLEGE,    READING. 


I.  Preliminary. 


University  College,  Reading,  is  the  outcome  of  a  move- 
ment inaugurated  in  18(50,  when  Art  Classes  in  connexion  with 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  were  established  in  West  Street, 
Reading.  Ten  years  later,  Science  Classes  were  opened  in 
Vastem  Lane,  now  Blagrave  Street ;  but  it  was  not  until  1882 
that  the  Science  and  the  Art  Classes  were  brought  under  one  roof 
in  Valpy  Street,  in  a  building  erected  partly  by  public  subscription. 
In  1885,  University  Extension  lectures  in  connexion  with,  the 
Oxford  Delegacy  were  first  delivered  in  Reading. 

The  College  was  established  in  Reading  partly  on  the 
initiative  of  the  Governing  Body  of  Christ  Churcn,  Oxford,  who 
gave  a  Studentship  (Fellowship;  to  the  first  Principal.  It  was 
opened  in  September  1892  and  named  **  The  University  Exten- 
sion College  m  Conjunction  with  the  Schools  of  Science  and  Art, 
Reading."  In  the  Spring  of  1893  the  title  of  the  iifetitution  was 
changed  to  "  The  University  Extension  College,  Reading,"  the 
Schools  of  Science  and  Art  becoming  Departments  of  the  College. 
The  University  Extension  work  proper  gradually  merged  into 
the  Literary  Department,  and  a  new  Department  of  Agriculture 
was  based  on  grants  from  County  Councils  and  the  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

In  1895  the  British  Dairy  Farmers'  Association  agreed  to  move 
to  Reading  the  Dairy  Institute  which  they  had  founded  at 
Aylesbury  m  1882,  ana  to  place  it  under  the  control  of  a  Joint 
Committee  representative  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
University  Extension  College.  Mr.  Herbert  Sutton  erected  a 
building  for  the  reception  of  the  Institute  upon  a  portion  of  thp 
"Vicarage  garden  at  cost  of  £5,000,  and  this  was  opened  in  the 
summer  of  1896. 

The  College  was  incorporated  in  January,  1896,  as  a  Company 
limited  by  guarantee  and  without  power  of  taking  profits. 
Under  the  Articles  of  Incoq^oration  it  is  governed  by  a  Court  of 
Governors,  a  Council,  and  an  Academic  Board.  The  Council  is 
the  chief  executive  authority,  but  certain  matters  are  rasenred 
for  the  Court,  and  purely  Academic  business  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Principal  and  the  Board. 

In  1901  the  Coljege  was  visited  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Treasury  appointed  to  inspect  ancl  report  upon  the  work  in 
Letters  and  Science  of  University  Colleges.  As  the  outcome  of 
their  report,  presented  to  Parliament  in  1902,  the  College  was 
placed  upon  the  list  of  University  CoUeges  in  receipt  of  the 
Treasury  grant.  In  August,  1902,  the  title  of  the  College  was 
therefore  changed  to  University  College,  Reading.

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In  1902  a  Department  of  Horticulture  was  organised.  By  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer,  the  College  was  enabled  to  use 
for  Horticultural  purposes,  a  garden,  already  well  stocked  and 
equipped,  situated  in  London  Koad,  Reading.  .  Schemes  of  in- 
struction for  a  Diploma  and  a  Certificate  in  Horticulture,  have 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Oxford  and  Reading  Joint  Committee. 
On  June  24th,  1904,  the  Horticultural  Gardens  w^ere  formally 
opened  by  the  Earl  of  Onslow,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

In  the  autumn  of  1903  the  College  purchased  Lane  End  Farm, 
Shinfield,  for  the  purposes  of  practical  teaching  and  experimental 
work  in  Agriculture.  The  Farm  consists  of  145  acres,  and  is 
about  2^  miles  from  the  College.  New  Farm  Buildings  and 
CotU^[es  are  being  erected.  The  total  cost  of  the  Farm  and  its 
stockmg  has  been  £9,686. 

Since  1901,  proposals  to  rebuild  the  College  upon  an  ampler 
site  have  steadily  acqiiired  force  and  urgency  owing  to  the  growth 
of  the  institution.  Considerable  delay  and  difficulty,  however, 
arose  in  connexion  with  the  effort  to  find  a  suitable  site.  In 
January,  1901,  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Principal  in  which  he  oflfered  to  present  to  the  College  a  site  of 
about  six  acres,  centrally  situated  in  London  Road,  Reading. 
This  generous  offer  was  accepted  by  the  Court  of  Governors. 
About  £80,000  is  required  for  ouildings  and  other  purposes,  and 
of  this  sum  more  than  £36,000  has  b^n  subscribed.  Apart  from 
the  site  the  principal  donations  have  been  those  of  Lady  Wantage, 
£10,000;  the  Right  Hon.  G.  W.  Pabner,  J.P.,  £10,000;  Messre. 
Sutton  &  Sons,  £6,000 ;  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Benyon,  £3,000 ;  Mr.  G, 
Herbert  Morrell,  M.P.,  £1,000 ;  and  the  Hon.  W.  F.  D,  Smith, 
M.P.,  £1,000. 

By  Easter,  1905,  the  rai^e  of  houses  on  the  new  site  in  London 
Road,  formerly  known  as  Portland  Place  (now  Old  Red  Building), 
had  been  adapted  for  teaching  and  administrative  purposes.  Tne 
head-quarters  of  the  College  was  accordingly  moved  thither, 
together  with  most  of  the  teaching  in  literary  subjects,  mathe- 
matics, and  geography,  and  the  Students'  common  rooms.  At 
the  same  time  the  Department  of  Music  was  accommodated  in 
the  adjacent  house  (Green  Bank),  while  the  Library  and  Staff 
common  rooms  occupied  the  Acacias  Building. 

On  June  7th,  1906,  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Hall  of  the 
new  buildings  was  laid  by  the  Right  Hon.  Viscount  Goschen,D.C.L., 
F.R.S.,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford.  Upon  this 
occasion  the  Principal  of  the  College  read  a  letter  addressed  by  the 
Right  Hon.  George  William  Palmer  to  the  President  of  the  College 
(Mr.  J.Herbert  Benyon),in  which  Mr.  Palmer  announced  his  inten- 
tion of  aiding  the  teaching  work  of  the  College  with  an  endow- 
ment of  £50,000  to  be  called  "the  George  Palmar  Endowment 
Fund.'* 
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(a)  OeneraZ  Objects  oftJie  College. 

To  maintain  a  College  for  Day  and  Evening  Students,  male 
and  female,  and  to  cany  on  work  at  Reading  or  elsewhere,  in 
furtherance  of  the  aims  of  the  College  as  an  institution  for  the 
promotion  of  General,  Civic,  and  Technical  Education  and 
Research. 

(6)  Goveiming  Bodies. 

I. — The  Court  of  Governors  of  the  College  consists  of: — (a) 
The  Subscribers  to  the  Memorandum  and  Articles  of  Association. 
(6)  Ex-Officio  Governors,  viz.,  the  Visitor  of  the  College,  the 
Principal  of  the  College,  and  the  Mayor  of  Reading  for  the  time 
beii^.  (c)  Life  Governors — Every  Donor  of  not  less  than  £60. 
(d)  Annual  Governors — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  not  less  thiui 
£3.  (e)  Representative  Governors — Elected  by  Coimty  Councils, 
Town  Councils  and  the  Corporate  Bodies,  who  elect  one  Governor 
for  each  £50  subscribed  annually.  (/)  University  Governor — 
Elected  by  the  University  of  Oxford,  (g)  Education  Committee 
Governor — Elected  by  the  Reading  Education  Committee,  (h) 
Academic  Governors — Every  member  of  the  Academic  Board. 

II. — The  Council  is  the  mana^ng  body  of  the  College.  The 
ordinary  administration  of  the  (x)llege  is  m  their  hands  and  they 
are  responsible  to  the  Governors  for  the  ordinary  dischaige  of 
their  mnctions.  The  Council  consists  of  the  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  the  Principal,  the  Treasurer,  the  University  Governor, 
the  Reading  Education  Committee  Governor,  certain  Represen- 
tative Governors,  ten  Governors  elected  by  the  Court  of  Governors 
and  three  Governors  co-opted  by  the  Council. 

III. — The  Academic  Board  consists  of  the  Principal,  the 
University  Grovemor,  such  of  the  senior  residents  and  Heads  of 
Departments  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Council,  and  certain 
members  of  the  Council  elected  by  and  from  the  Council  whose 
number  shall  not  exceed  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  Academic  Board. 

Their  duties  are  generally  to  regulate  the  education  and 
discipline  of  the  College. 

(c)  Buildings. 

The  main  College  Buildings  arc  situated  on  a  site  of  six  acres 
in  the  London  Road. 

The  scheme  of  the  new  College  embraces  buildings  both  old 
and  new.  Literary  studies  are  carried  on  in  five  houses  now 
converted  into  a  single  block.  Music  occupies  temporarily  a 
house,  which  hereafter  will  be  demolished  to  make  room  for  the 
main  gateway  and  approach.  The  staff  common  rooms  occupy 
the  ground  floor  of  the  Acacias  Building,  while  on  the  upper 
floor  is  the  College  library  with  its  subsidiary  reading  and  re- 
search rooms.  In  their  rear  stands  that  major  portion  of  the 
range  of  new  buildings  with  which,  for  the  present,  the  College 
has  to  be  content. 
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The  great  hall  with  accommodation  for  1,000  people  forms  the 
western  wing  of  the  College  Buildings.  Hereafter,  when  the 
main  front  of  the  College  is  erected,  a  range  of  buildings  will 
connect  the  hall  with  the  Cloister  Buildings,  which  occupy  the 
eastern  and  southern  portions  of  the  site.  For  the  present, 
temporary  corridors  connect  the  different  portions  of  the  College. 
The  Cloister  Buildings  consist  of  a  series  of  detached  blocks 
linked  together  by  an  open-air  cloister  300  feet  long.  Here  are 
the  Fine  Art  Studios  and  Craft  workshops ;  the  laboratories  for 
Chemistry,  Physics,  Botany,  and  Zoology ;  the  headquarters  of  the 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Departments;  and  rooms  for 
teaching  Building  Construction,  Machine  Drawing,  and  various 
elementary  subjects.  By  the  southern  boundary  of  the  site  will 
shortly  be  erected  the  British  Dairy  Institute,  which  works  in 
association  with  the  Agricultural  Department. 

The  London  Road  site  and  buildings  are  the  freehold  pro- 
perty of  the  College. 

The  College  also  owns  the  greater  part  of  the  land  and  build- 
ings in  Valpy  Street,  recentnr  vacated,  wTiich  the  Corporation 
have  decided  to  acquire  from  the  College  for  the  extension  of  the 
Municipal  Buildings. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  CoU^e  in  1892,  a  sum  of  over 
JC80,000  has  been  expended  on  College  Buildings,  and  their  equip- 
ment, in  addition  to  the  freehold  site  and  two  houses  in  London 
Road,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Alfred  Palmer. 

IL  Staff  and  Educatiokal  Work. 

The  teaching  work  of  the  College  is  organised  in  seven  depart* 
ments : — Letters  and  Science,  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  Fine  Art, 
Music,  Commerce,  Evening  Classes.  Day  Students  work  under 
the  supervision  of  tutors. 

Letters  and  Science* 

The  principal  teaching  in  Letters  and  Science  is  given  in  con- 
nexion with  the  examinations  of  London  University,  but  a  con- 
siderable number  of  students  enter  for  the  Associateship  Course 
and  take  an  examination  conducted  by  the  University  oi  Oxford 

Regvlations  for  tlie  Associateahip  in  Letters  and  Science. 

The  Examinations  for  the  Diplomas  in  Letters  and  Science  are 
conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Oxford  University 
DeWacy  for  the  extension  of  teaching  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  University. 

All  students  entering  on  the  Associateship  course  are  required 
to  pass  an  Entrance  Examination  unless  they  have  been  specially 
exempted  therefrom.* 

*  Exemption  'will  be  granted  in  the  case  of  StudenU  who  oan  prodace  evidence 
of  having  paased  an  equivalent  public  examination. 
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The  Entrance  Examination  is  conducted  by  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Academic  Board. 

Diplomas  in  Letters  and  Science. 

The  Diploma  in  Letters  or  Science  is  awarded  to  a  student  of

Ts  entitled,  with  the  approval  of  the  Academic  Board,  to  the 
Diploma  of  Associate  of  the  College.    The  majority  of  the  sub- 
jects offered  by  each  Candidate  must  be  the  same  as  those 
offered  in  the  First  Year  Examination. 

AgricviltVjre, 

The  diploma  courses  occupy  two  (or  three)  years,  and  students 
t'lke  the  examinations  organised  by  a  Joint  Committee  represent- 
ine  the  College,  the  Roy«3  Agricultural  Societv,  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society,  and  the  University  of  Oxford.  An  agricultural 
certificate  is  awarded  on  a  six  montns'  course  (with  examination) ; 
and  there  are  numerous  shorter  coures  in  dairying  and  poultry 
keeping.  The  work  of  the  Department  is  earned  on  under  the 
inspection  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  College  Farm  of  145  acres  is  situated  at  Shinfield,  i\  miles 
from  the  College,  and  the  College  Poultry  Farm  is  at  Theale,  five 
miles  from  Reading  by  rail. 

Hoi*ticuUure. 

The  Department  provides  two  and  three  year  courses  of  train- 
ing in  practical  Horticulture  (Diploma  Course)  for  men  and 
women  students. 
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The  Diploma  Course  consists  in  practical  work  in  the  College 
Garden  and  on  the  fruit  station  and  in  lectures  and  laboratory 
work  in  the  Botanical,  Chemical,  and  Entomological  laboratories. 

The  College  Garden  is  6  acres  in  extent  and  contains  orchard, 
vegetable,  and  flower  gardens.  It  is  well  provided  with  horti- 
cultural buildings,  pits,  frames,  and  glass  houses,  including 
vineries  and  peach  houses. 

The  fruit  and  vegetable  station,  12  acres  in  extent,  has  been 
added  recently  to  tlie  Department.  Men  students,  having  com- 
pleted two  years  of  study,  may  spend  their  third  year  on  the  fruit 
station  studying  modern  methods  of  fruit  and  vegetable  cultiva- 
tion.

There  is  a  two  years*  course  for  a  diploma  in  Fine  Art  and 
shorter  courses  in  connexion  with  Metal  Work,  Woodcarviag, 
and  Embroider}'. 

Music. 

The  Department  of  Music   has    been    established    for  the 

£ur{)ose  of  providing  instruction  in  the  art  and  science  of 
[usic,  at  moderate  cost  to  the  student,  with  such  advantages 
of  comprehensive  curriculum  and  association  of  different  branches 
of  musical  study  as  can  only  be  found  in  an  organised  Music 
School 

Instruction  (both  Day  and  Evening)  is  given  in  the  following 
subjects : — Singing,  Pianoforte,  Organ,  Violin,  Viola,  Violoncello, 
Harmony,  Counterpoint,  and  Composition.  Instruction  in  other 
subjects  is  providea  when  necessary. 

Commerce, 

The  fiill  course  for  the  Diploma  in  Commerce  extends  over  two 
years  of  36  weeks  each.  During  the  first  year  the  student  con- 
tinues the  study  of  subjects  such  as  English,arithmetic,geography, 
and  a  modem  language,  which  formed  part  of  his  work  at  school, 
and  is  introduced  to  the  specially  commercial  subjects  which  form 
the  basis  of  the  course.  The  second  year  is  aevoted  to  more 
advanced  study  of  the  special  subjects,  and  elementary  courses 
are  given  on  such  subjects  as  banking,  insurance,  etc. 

An  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  each  year.  Students 
who  attend  during  one  year  only  and  pass  the  first  examina- 
tion will  be  granted  a  certificate. 
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Evening  Classes. 

The  Evening  Classes  are  intended  primarily  for  those  who 
during  the  day  time,  are  occupied  in  earning  their  living. 

They  are  open  to  Students  of  both  sexes  above  the  age  of 
16  years. 

Except  in  a  few  instances,  the  Evening  Classes  are  held 
during  the  autumn  and  winter  months  only,  but  Students 
who  wish  to  do  so  may  make  arrangements  to  continue  their 
studios  at  the  College  from  April  to  June. 

The  scheme  of  Evening  Classes  includes  instruction  in  about 
forty  different  subjects,  comprising:  —  Languages,  Literature, 
Science,  Drawing,  Music,  Crafts,  and  Commercial  and  Tech- 
nical Subjects,  rhey  have  been  selected  so  as  to  meet  as  far  as 
possible  the  express  needs  and  wishes  of  students.  In  addition 
to  matters  of  general  education,  it  will  be  found  that  teaching  is 
provided  in  the  special  subjects  a  knowledge  of  which  is  now 
indispensable  in  professional,  business,  or  other  callings. 

No  Evening  Class  begins  before  6  p.m.  (except  Typography), 
or  ends  later  tnan  10  p.m.

The  College  Session  consists  of  three  terms  each  of  ten  weeks 
duration. 

In  Commerce  the  Session  is  extended  to  36  weeks  and  in  Hor- 
ticulture to  40  weeks. 

Extension  Work. 

University  Extension  Lectures  for  the  general  public  are 
organised. 

A  movement,  regarded  with  sympathetic  interest  by  the  Col- 
lege, resulted  in  the  formation  at  the  end  of  1904  of  an  Associa- 
tion for  the  advancement  of  the  higher  education  of  the  working 
classes  in  Reading.  This  Association  was  the  outoome  of  a 
conference  at  which  the  Principal  of  the  College  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Academic  Board  were  present.  The  Principal  is  ex- 
^jficio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 
The  Association  is  entirely  independent  of  the  College,  but  it 
officially  recognises  as  one  of  its  aims  "  the  encouraging  and  sup- 
porting, so  &r  as  it  is  able,  the  work  of  evening  classes  held  at  the 
University  College."  Some  of  its  meetings  have  been  held  with- 
in the  College,  and  several  members  of  the  staff  have  accepted 
the  invitation  of  the  Association  to  lecture  to  its  members. 

III. — Students. 

All  Day  Students,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  number 
attending  for  practical  instruction  in  Music,  are  16  years  old  or 
more.

The  majority  of  students  taking  d^jpree  courses  have  recdved 
their  education  at  Secondary  Schools,  except  the  Students  in 
Training,  who,  as  a  rule  have  attended  a  Primary  School,  and 
subsequently  a  Pupil  Teacher  Centre. 

Students  taking  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Courses  have 
in  most  cases  attended  either  a  good  Secondary  School  or  one  of 
the  Public  Schools.  In  a  few  cases  these  Courses  are  taken  by 
University  Graduates. 

All  the  Evening  Students  are  drawn  from  within  a  radius  of 
30  miles,  and  about  500  Day  Students  are  drawn  from  this  area, 
whilst  about  134  are  drawn  from  places  outside  the  30  mile 
radius.

By  Decree  of  Convocation  dated  2Jst  February,  1899,  the 
College  was  affiliated  to  the  University  of  Oxford. 

The  College  works  in  friendly  co-operation  with  the  Educa- 
tion Committees  of  the  County  Borough  of  Reading,  and  of  the 
Counties  of  Berks,  Bucks,  Oxford,  Dorset  and  Hants,  and  with 
The  British  Dairy  Farmers'  Association. 

The  Principal  of  the  College  is  a  member  of  the  Education 
Committees  of  Reading,  Berks  and  Hants. 

TJie  Royal  Agricultural  Society  of  England  and  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society  have  representation  on  the  Oxford  and 
Besbding  Joint  Committee. 

The  College  is  recognised  bv  the  Board  of  Education  as  a 
Day  Training  CoUege,  and  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  as  one 
of  its  CoUegiate  Centres.

Founded  1850. 


I.— Preliminary. 


The  Hartley  Institution  (now  the  Hartley  University  College), 
Southampton,  r^ulated  by  a  scheme  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  23rd  September,  1902,  made  under  the  Charitable  Trusts 
Acts,  1853  to  1894,  and  the  Board  of  Education  Act,  1899,  and 
the  Board  of  Education  (Powers)  Orders  in  Council,  1900  to 
1902,  was  founded  in  1850  by  will  of  Henry  Robinson  Hartley, 
and  opened  by  Lord  Palmerston  in  1862. 

The  chief  educational  work  undertaken  by  the  Institution 
during  the  first  nine  years  of  its  existence  consisted  in  preparing 
students  for  the  Army  and  Civil  Service.  In  1871  this  part  of 
the  work  of  the  College  was  abandoned.  Class-rooms  were  built 
for  the  teaching  of  Science  and  Fine  Art,  and  the  energies  of  the 
teaching  staif  were  devoted,  almost  exclusively,  to  the  preparation 
of  students  for  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Science  and 
Art  Department,  South  Kensington. 

In  1896  the  Institution  was  re-organised  and  a  Principal  and 
a  number  of  Lecturers  competent  to  undertake  teaching  of  a 
University  character  were  appointed. 

Durine  the  following  five  years  (1896-1901)  the  amount  of 
advanced!  work  done  in  the  Institution  steadily  increased,  and  as 
the  outcome  of  the  report  made  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Treasury  in  1901  the  College  was  placed  upon  the 
list  of  University  Colleges  and  awarded  a  Treasury  grant  of 
£1,000  a  year,  subsequently  increased  to  £3,400  a  year.  The 
development  and  progress  of  the  College  since  that  date  has  been 
highly  satisfactory,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
College  will  in  time  become  a  very  important  educational  centre. 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Order  of  the  Board  ot 
Education  on  the  20th  day  of  November,  1902,  under  the  name 
of  Hartley  University  College  at  Southampton  ^Founded  1850, 
Registered  1902). 

Object  of  the    College, 

The  trusts  and  object  of  the  College  are  the  provision  of  a 
liberiJ  education  ana  such  instruction  as  may  enable  residents 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton,  ana  in  the  Adminis- 
trative Counties  of  Southampton,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Dorset  and 
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Wilts,  and  the  County  Boroughs  of  Portsmouth  and  Bourne- 
mouth and  others,  to  qualify  for  Degrees  at  any  Universities  in 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  the  giving 
of  such  legal,  medical,  technical,  or  other  instruction  as  may  be 
of  service  in  professional,  commercial,  or  industrial  life;  the 
spread  of  higher  education  by  providing  instruction  in  the  form 
of  lectures,  combined  with  class  teachmg  and  examinations  at 
such  places  and  in  such  subjects  as  shall  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  Statutes  of  the  College,  and  generally  the  pro- 
motion and  increase  of  knowledge. 

Constitviion. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  Governing  Body  of  the 
College,  and  has  power  to  make  from  time  to  time  Statutes  for 
the  convening  and  regulation  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  of 
Governors,  of  the  Council,  of  the  Senate,  and  of  their  respective 
Committees,  and  for  regulating  all  matters  connected  with  the 
government  and  administration  of  the  College,  and  to  man^e 
all  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Foundation  Ordi- 
nance or  in  the  Statutes  oT  the  College. 

The  Coimcil  is  the  Executive  Body  and  manages  the  financial 
and  ordinary  business  of  the  College  and  controls  the  Principal 
and  the  Senate. 

The  Principal  is  the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  responsible  to  the 
Council  for  the  whole  internal  organisation  and  management  of 
the  College. 

The  Senate,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council,  frames  regula- 
tions on  education  and  discipline. 

(a)  The  Court  of  Governors  consists  of  the  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  the  Council  of  the  College,  life 
Governors  (donors  of  £100  and  upwards).  Annual  Governors 
(donors  of  £5  per  annum),  the  Governor  of  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
the  Lords  Lieutenant,  Members  of  Parliament,  Chainnen  ot 
County  Councils,  and  Mayors  of  County  Boroughs  in  the 
Counties  of  Southampton  (including  the  Isle  of  W  ight)  Wilts, 
and  Dorset*;  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College,  Oxford  ;  the 
Warden  and  the  Head  Master  of  Winchester  College  ;  the 
Principal  of  the  College;  the  President  of  the  Soutnampton 
Chamber  of  Commerce  ;  the  Principal  Medical  Officer  of  Netley 
Hospital  and  129  representative  members. 

(b)  The  Council  consists  of  the  President ;  the  two  Vice- 
Presidents  ;  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal — ex-ofiicio.  Three 
members  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  ot  Education 
one  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council  of  the  University  of  Oxford 
one  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge , 
one  by  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London  ;  one  by  the 
Masters  of  Winchester  College  ;  one  by  the  Court  of  Governors

from  past  Students  of  the  College  who  have  graduated  at  some 
University  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  ten  by  tne  County  Borough 
Council  of  Southampton  ;  two  each  by  the  County  Councils  of 
the  "  four  Counties  ;  one  by  each  of  the  Councils  of  the  County 
Boroughs  in  the  "  four  Cfounties ";  fifteen  by  the  Court  of 
Governors  from  amongst  its  own  members,  and  two  members  of 
the  Senate. 

(c)  The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal,  the  Professors,  and 
such  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  as  the  Coimcil  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

Buildings, 

The  buildings  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  College  consist 
of  :  — 

(1)  The  main  building  in  High  Street. 

(2)  Two  blocks  of  buildings  in  Back  of  the  Walls  and  Lower 
Canal  Walk 

These  buildings  and  sites  are  freehold. 

The  main  building  consists  of  the  Library,  which  is  used  as  a 
Reading  Room,  Museum,  Biological  Laboratory,  large  Lecture 
Hall,  Chemical  Laboratory,  Physical  Laboratory,  Eleven  Lecture 
and  Class  Rooms,  two  Common  rooms.  Council  Room,  Principal's 
Room,  College  Office,  Cellars,  &c. 

The  two  blocks  of  buildings  at  the  rear  of  the  main  building 
consist  of  Physical  Lecture  Theatre,  Drawing  Office,  Electrical 
Laboratory,  Woodwork  Shop,  Plumbers'  Workshop,  Smiths' 
Workshop,  and  Engineering  Laboratory. 

With  a  view  to  building  extension  the  Court  of  Governors 
have  recently  acquired  two  business  premises  adjoining  the 
College  on  the  South  side  at  a  cost  of  £5,100. 

(3)  Two  Halls  of  Residence  (Leasehold  and  yearly  tenancy) 
with  accommodation  for  60  Women  Students. 

IL    Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

The  Teaching  Staff  consists  of  a  Principal,  Nine  Professors, 
Fourteen  Lecturers  and  Demonstrators,  an  Instructress  in  Art 
and  thirteen  occasional  Teachers. 

Annual  Session. 

The  Session  is  36  weeks,  divided  into  three  terms  of  about  12 
weeks  each. 

Evening  Classes. 

The  Staff  of  the  Evening  Classes  include  the  permanent  Day 
Staff  with  fourteen  additional  Teachers. 
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EveninG;  Classes  are  held  in  Pure  Science  Subjects,  Applied 
Science  Subjects,  Trade  Subjects,  Commercial  Subjects,  Matricu- 
lation Subjects,  Intermediate  and  Final  Arts  Subjects,  M.A. 
Subjects,  Intermediate  Science  Subjects,  Certificate  Classes  for 
Acting  Teachers,  Art  Subjects,  &c. 

College  Certificates, 
Certificates  are    awarded  for  Three  Year  Courses  in  Civil, 
Mechanical,  and   Electrical  Ei^ineering,  for  Two  Year   Day 
Training  Courses  (in  three  divisions),  ana  for  Two  Year  Courses 
in  Advanced  Education  and  Swedish  Drill.

Clause  4' — Fmvndation  Ordinance  of  the  College, 

"  Religious  opinions  or  attendance  or  non-attendance  at  any 
other  form  of  religious  worship  or  instruction  shall  not  in  any 
way  affect  the  qualification  to  be  required  of  any  person,  for 
holding  any  office,  or  receiving  any  benefit  in  or  connected  with 
the  college." 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(a)     Univeraities,  Colleges,  Schools,  etc. 

Hartley  University  College  is  recognised  as  an  Affiliated  In- 
stitution by  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge.  Students 
of  the  CoUoge  proceeding  to  these  Universities  are,  therefore, 
entitled  to  c&im  the  privdeges  of  affiliated  Students  provided 
that  they  have  attended  the  College  for  not  less  than  three 
sessions,  and  have  passed  certain  examinations. 

AffiliMed  Students  of  the  Universities  are  excused  one  year's 
residence,  and  are  admitted  to  their  final  examinations  and 
allowed  to  take  their  degrees  after  two  years,  whereas  in  ordinary 
cases  three  years'  residence  is  requirea.  They  are  also  excuseii 
responsions  at  Oxford  and  the  previous  examination  at 
Cambridge. 

The  College  is  recognised  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians 
and  of  Surgeons  of  England  as  a  place  or  instruction  in  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  Biology.  Medical  Studente 
who  have  passed  a  recognised  preliminary  examination,  and 
have  entered  the  College  for  the  study  of  any  of  the  above 
subjects,  may  be  registered  by  the  General  Medical  Council  as 
commencing  their  Medical  Studies. 

Students  of  the  College  in  their  second  year  are  eligible  for 
admission  as  Students  of  the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers,  for 
which  they  mav  qualify  by  passing  a  special  Entrance  Examina- 
tion of  the  College. 

Students  intending  to  qualify  for  the  Marine  Engineerii^ 
Certificate  of  the  Board  of  Trade  will  be  excused  two  years' 
service  in  Engineering  Workshops  on  producing  a  Certificate  of 
having  attenaed  the  nill  Engineering  Course  of  the  College. 

Students  taking  the  Third  Year  Course  in  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing at  the  College  are  eligible  for  admission  as  Students  of  the 
Institution  of  Electrical  Engineers ;  for  this,  there  is  no  quali- 
fying Examination,  but  the  election  is  made  by  the  Council  of 
tne  Institution  upon  suitable  recommendation..-. 
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(6)    Local  Education  Authorities. 

The  College  receives  grants  and  fees  from : —

(2)  Hampshire  County  Council. 

(3)  Dorset  County  Council. 

(4)  Isle  of  Wight  County  Council. 

The  Principal  of  the  College  is  an  ex-qfficio  member  of  the 
Education  (Jomraittee  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough 
Council  and  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Hampshire 
County  Council. 

(o)  Government  Departments.

I. — Preliminary. 
(a.)    Objects. 


The  object  for  whicli  the  College  is  established,  and  is  in- 
tended to  be  carried  on,  is,  and  shall  be,  to  afford  at  a  moderate 
expense  the  means  of  instruction  in  snch  branches  of  learning 
and  science,  excepting  Theology,  as  are  or  may  be  at  the  time 
being  usually  studied  in  the  Universities  of  the  United  King- 
dom, or  any  of  them,  and  as  the  Governors  or  other  of  the  persons 
who  shall  for  the  time  being  have  authority  in  that  behalf,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  in  manner  required  by  the  Charter  and 
statutes,  direct;  to  provide,  when  expedient  and  practicable, 
such  technical  or  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate 
service  in  professional  or  commercial  life ;  and  furthei  to  pro- 
mote higher  education  generally  by  lectures,  combined  with 
class  teaching,  and  examining  at  such  places  and  in  such 
subjects  (except  Theology)  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to 
time,  in  pursuance  of  statutes  made  in  that  behalf. 

(b.)     Constitution. 

By  its  Charter  of  Incorporation  the  government  of  the  College 
is  vested  in  (1)  the  Court  of  Governors,  (2)  the  Council,  (3)  the 
Senate. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  Supreme  Governing  Body,  with 
power  to  manage  all  matters  €iot  otherwise  provided  for  in  the 
Charter,  or  by  the  statutes  of  the  College,  and  controls  both  the 
Senate  and  the  Council. 

The  Council  manage  the  financial  and  other  ordinary  business 
of  the  College,  and  may  raise  questions  for  the  decision  of  the 
Court  and  determine  the  course  of  Education  at  the  College. 

The  Senate  (subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council)  arrange  and 
carry  into  effect  the  course  of  education  ])rescribed  by  the  Council 
and  superintend  the  teaching  of  the  students  and  the  examina- 
tions undertaken  by  the  College,  as  well  as  the  discipline 
to  be  maintained  by  the  College  overits  students. 
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The  Senate  are  responsible  to  the  Council,  and  the  Council  to 
the  Court  of  Governors,  for  the  due  discharge  of  their  respective 
functions. 

The  Court  of  Governors  is  constituted  as  follows: — (1.)  The 
President,  the  two  Vice-Presidents,  the  two  Treasurers  and  the 
Principal ;  (2.)  60  Life  Governors :  Some  of  these  were  appointed 
by  the  Charter,  clause  15,  as  "being  actually  Life  G<)vemor8 
of  the  existing  institution  above  mentioned,"  viz.,  Uie 
University  College  of  Wales,  and  the  remainder  are  qualified 
under  Charter,  clause  16 ;  (3.)  Three  Governors  for  ten  years  as 
donors  of  £50  under  Charter,  clause  16  ;  (4.)  48  Ex-ojffieio 
Governors :  These  include  the  Representatives  in  the  House  of 
Commons  of  the  constituencies  in  Wales  and  Monmouth ;  (5.) 
125  Representative  Governors;  (6.)  65  Co-optative  Governors, 
5  of  whom  must  be  women. 

The  Council  is  constituted  as  follows : — (1.)  Eoo-^fficio:  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  the  Principal ;  (2.)  Elected 
members,  holding  office  for  three  years,  13  from  October,  1902, 
14  from  October,  1903,  and  13  from  October,  1904  (Charter, 
clause  35);  (3.)  13  Representative  members  (Charter,  clause  35.) 

The  Senate  consists  of  the  Principal  (who  is  Chairman,  with  a 
second  or  casting  vote)  and  the  Professors  and  Lecturers  who 
are  responsible  for  separate  departments. 

(c.)    Buildings. 

The  completed  buildings  were  designed  to  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  600  students,  and  comprise  entrance  hall,  central  hall, 
examination  hall,  museum,  general  library,  Welsh  library,  Prmci- 
pal's  private  room.  Registrar's  private  room.  Registrar's  offices, 
bookbinding  room,  men  students'  common  room,  men  students' 
reading  room,  two  women  students'  common  rooms,  gymnasiuin, 
lavatories,  cloak  rooms,  joiners*  workshop,  and  caretaker's  pre- 
mises. In  the  Arts  Section  there  are  seventeen  lecture  rooms, 
professors'  and  lecturers'  private  rooms  (18),  and  in  the  Science 
Section  there  are  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  for  Chemistiy, 
Physics,  Biology,  Geology,  and  Agriculture. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  having  proved  too  small  for  the  in- 
creasing number  of  students,  temporary  accommodation  has 
been  provided  outside  the  College.  A  permanent  Chemical 
Laboratory  is  being  erected  at  a  cost  of  £20,000  in  memory 
of  the  late   Mr.   Edward   Davies  by  his  widow  and  children. 

There  is  also  a  well-equipped  dairy  school  in  the  basement  of 
the  building. 

II.  Staff  and  Educational  Work. 

There  are  seventeen  Proiessorships  in  the  following  subjects : — 
Greek,  Latin,  Oriental  Languages,  German,  Frencn  Language 
and  Literature  and  Romance  Philology,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  History,  Welsh  and  Comparative  Philology,  Logic 
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and  Philosophy,  Constitutioiml  and  Comparative  Law,  English 
Law,  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Zoology  and  Geology,  Botany,  Education. 

(6)  The  College  is  one  of  the  Constituent  Colleges  of  the 
University  of  Wales,  and  the  Students  work  for  the  Degrees  of 
that  University.  Diplomas  are  also  granted  to  Students  following 
Courses  in  Dairying  and  Agriculture,  when  they  have  complied 
with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  College  Kegulations  as  to 
residence  at  the  College,  and  the  passing  of  examinations. 

(c)  The  Session  lasts  for  33  weeks,  divided  into  three  Terms 
of  about  11  weeks  each. 

(d)  Extension  work  is  done  in  the  following  departments : — 

(1).     AgriciUture, 

Courses  of  four  Extension  Lectures  on  Agricultural  subjects 
are  delivered  at  Centres  in  the  counties  affiliated  to  the  College, 
and  Classes  in  Agriculture  extending  over  a  fortnight  are  also 
held  at  these  Centres  if  required. 

(2).    Dairying,  Butter-making  and  Cheese  making. 

The  College  possesses  a  Travelling  Dairy.    An  Instructress 

fives  Courses  ot  Lectures  extending  over  a  fortnight  at  Centres 
xed  by  the  County  Councils  of  the  various  counties  affiliated  to 
the  College. 

(3.)    Poultry  Breeding. 

Courses  of  Lectures  illustrated  by  Lantern  Views  are  given  in 
this  subject. 

(4.)    Horticulture  and  Bee-keeping. 

Courses  of  ten  Lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  are  given 
in  this  subject  at  Centres  in  the  affiliated  Counties. 

(5.)    Cookery,  Sick  Nursing  and  Laundry  Work. 

Similar  Courses  are  given  in  these  three  subjects  including 
not  only  Lectures,  but  also  practical  demonstrations. 

III. — Students. 

The  number  of  students  at  the  opening  of  the  last  academical 
year  1905-1906  was  433.  These  students  at  the  commencement 
of  the  last  academical  year  were  divided  as  follows :  Men,  211* 
women,  222*;  total  433*. 

In  addition  to  the  above  regular  students,  39  men,  being 
farmers'  sons  and  others  engaged  in  agriculture,  attended  a 
seven  weeks*  course  on  Agriculture,  Chemistry,  and  kindred

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subjects  durine  Michaelmas  Term,  of  the  Session  1905-1906, 
and  13  attendea  an  extended  short  course  of  sixteen  weeks  during 
Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms.  Twelve  men  also  attended  a  six 
weeks'  course  in  English  Law  during  the  Easter  Term. 

Schoolmasters*  Classes  in  Horticulture,  Kindergarten  Methods 
and  Nature  Study  are  carried  on  in  the  vacation. 

Of  the  433  students,  394*  took  complete  University  courses.

VI. — Cost  of  Living  for  Students. 

A  Hostel  for  men  students  was  opened  in  October,  1901, 
(Warden :  Prof.  J.  W.  Marshall,  M.A.).  Fees,  13  to  14  guineas 
per  term. 

Most  of  the  men  students,  howevef,  reside  in  registered 
lodging-houses.  No  lodging-house  is  registered  until  it  has  been 
inspected  by  the  borough  surveyor  and  certitied  satisfactory  in 
respect  of  its  sanitary  arrangements.  Lodging-house  keepers 
are  required  to  notify  (a)  cases  where  students  remain  out  after 
regulation  hours,  (fc)  cases  of  contagious  disease.  The  charge  for 
rooms  ranges  from  3«.  6(Z.  to  6«.  a  week ;  board  from  Qs.  upwards. 
With  economy  a  student  can  maintain  himself  at  a  cost  of 
128.  6d.  to  15s.  per  week. 

All  women  students  (unless  they  reside  with  their  parents  or 
guardians)  are  required  to  reside  at  the  Hall  of  Residence  for 
women  students  (known  as  the  Alexandra  Hall),  under  the 
superintendence  of  Miss  H.  M.  Stephen  as  Warden.

The  President  (Lord  Rendel)  has  generously  promised  to  con- 
tribute, during  his  Lordship's  lifetime,  the  sum  of  7501,  per 
annum  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  salaries  of  the  College 
Staff.  The  first  payment  was  made  in  respect  of  Session 
1900-1901. 
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VIII. — Denominational  or  Religious  Tests, 

The  College  is  undenominational  and  all  tests  are  excluded  by 
its  charter  in  the  following  form  : — 

"  No  Student,  Professor,  Teacher,  or  other  officer  connected  with 
"  the  College,  shall  be  required  to  make  any  declaration  as  to,  or 
*'  to  submit  to  any  test  whatever  of,  his  or  her  reli^ous  opinions, 
"  or  required  to  profess  any  particular  religious  opinions. 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(a)  The  College  has  direct  relations  with  the  University  of 
Wales,  as  it  is  one  of  the  three  Constituent  Colleges  of  the 
University.  It  is  also  aflSliated  for  certain  purposes  to  the 
University  of  Cambridge. 

(b)  The  College  receives  Grants  from  the  following  eight 
County  Councils  in  the  form  either  of  payments  for  Extension 
Lectures  or  Grants  of  Scholarships  for  attendance  at  the  Agri- 
cultural Courses  held  there. 

The  Counties  are : — Cardigan,  Brecon,  Radnor,  Pembroke, 
Carmarthen,  Glamorgan,  Merioneth,  Montgomery. 

(c)  There  is  a  Day  Training  Department  at  the  College  which 
receives  Grants  from  the  Board  of  Education,  and  an  Agri- 
cultural Department  which  receives  a  Grant  of  £800  a  year  from 
the  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  Joint  College  and  Counties 
Training  Farm,  an  Institution  carried  on  by  the  College  in 
connection  with  the  Counties  of  Cardigan,  Carmarthen,  Brecon, 
Radnor,  Montgomery  and  Merioneth,  receives  a  Grant  of  £200  a 
year  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture.

I. — ^Pbeliminary. 

(ft.)  Origin  of  the  College. 

In  1880  a  Departmental  Committee  was  appointed  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  Intermedi- 
ate ana  Higher  Education  in  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,  and  to 
recommend  measures  which  they  might  think  advisable  for  im- 
proving and  supplementing  the  provision  then  available  for  such 
education  in  the  Principality.  The  University  Collie  of  North 
Wales  is  a  direct  result  of  the  Report  of  that  Committee. 

(6.)  CoiistitiUion  and  Objects  of  the  College, 

The  College  was  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter,  dated  June  4th, 
1885,  the  government  being  vested  in  a  Court  of  Governors, 
Council,  and  Senate,  as  described  below.  The  objects  of  the 
CoUege  are  thus  defined  in  the  Charter: — "The  object  of  the 
"  CollWe  shall  be  to  provide  instruction  in  all  the  branches  of  a 
"  liberd  education*  except  Theology,  and  especially  such  instnic- 
"  tion  as  may  enable  residents  in  tne  six  counties  of  North  Wales 
"  and  elsewhere  toqualify  for  degrees  in  Arts,  Science,  and  other 
"  subjects,  except  Theology,  at  the  University  of  Wales  (whenever 
"  sucn  University  shall  have  been  constituted)  or  at  any  of  the 
**  Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  time  being  em- 
"  powered  to  grant  degrees,  and  also  to  give  such  technical  or 
"  other  instruction  as  may  be  of  immediate  service  in  professional 
"  or  commerciid  Jifej- ;  and  further,  to  promote  higher  education 
"  generally  by  providing  for  persons  who  are  not  matriculated 
"students  instruction  m  the  form  of  lectures,  combined  with 
"class  teaching  and  examining,  at  such  places  and  in  such 
"subjects  as  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Statutes 
"  of  the  College." 

(c)  Governing  Bodies  of  the  CoUege, 

The  Governing  Bodies  of  the  College  are  three,  viz.,  the 
Council,  the  Senate,  and  the  Court  of  Governors. 

I.  The  Council  consists  of  31  members,  appointed  as  follows, 
and  all  holding  oflSce  with  the  exception  of  the  eic-ogicio  members 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Senate  and  the  Town  Council

t  The  BubjectB  in  which  technical  coursefi  are  given  at  the  College  are  Agri< 
culture  and  Electrical  Engineering. 
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(who  are  elected  annually)  for  five  years: — ^The  President,  the 
two  Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Principal,  ex-officio; 
three  members  appointed  by  the  Lord  President  or  the  Council, 
one  by  the  Senate,  one  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Grovemors 
out  of  the  past  students  of  the  College  who  have  graduated, 
one  appointed  by  the  Town  Council  of  Bangor,  one  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Council  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  one  by  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  one  by 
the  Senate  of  the  University  of  London,  and  17  representatives 
of  the  Court  of  Governors,  who  retire  by  rotation.  The  Council 
manage  the  financial  and  ordinary  business  of  the  College, 
and  (Sscharge  such  other  functions  and  have  such  other  powers 
as  the  Statutes  of  the  Collie  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

II. — The  Senate  consists  of  the  Princinal,  Professors,  and 
Permanent  Lecturers  for  the  time  being.  Tne  Senate, "  with  the 
approval  of  the  Council,"  regulate  the  education  and  discipUne 
ot  the  College  and  are  required  to  report  annually  to  the  CoimciL 

III. — ^The  Court  of  Governors  is  the  supreme  governing  body 
of  the  CoUege,  and  has  power  to  manage  all  matters  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  Charter  and  Statutes.  With  it  lies 
the  power  of  making  Statutes  and  also  of  amending  them,  and, 
under  special  circumstances,  of  amending  the  Charter  itself 
with  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  by  special  Statutes. 

(d.)  Description  of  College  Buildings. 

The  main  building  was  taken  on  a  lease  of  60  years 
from  Lord  Penrhyn  at  the  opening  of  the  College,  at  an  annual 
rent  of  £200.  As  made  fit  for  College  purposes,  it  contains  an 
Arts  side,  and  Chemical  and  Physical  Departments,  which  are 
entirely  separated  from  the  Arts  end.  The  Arts  wing  includes  the 
following  rooms: — Lecture  rooms — English  and  Philosophy, 
Greek,  Mathematics,  Latin,  Hebrew,  Modern  Languages — ten 
private  rooms  for  the  Principal,  Registrar  and  Professors,  Clerks' 
office,  four  rooms  devoted  to  library  purposes,  Professors'  common 
room,  men's  common  room  and  smoking  room,  dining  room 
(kitchen,  &c.,  attached),  women's  common  room,  and  private  room 
lor  the  Lady  Superintendent  of  women  students.  The  head  porter 
resides  upon  the  College  premises,  but  there  is  no  provision  for 
lodging  students  or  members  of  the  staff.  About  half  an  acre  of 
grouna  attached  to  the  College  is  laid  out  as  a  garden. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building  there  is  a  Biological  Depart- 
ment, in  which  provision  is  made  for  the  sections  of  Botany, 
Zoology,  and  Agriculture,  and  a  large  temporary  structure 
devoted  more  especially  to  the  needs  of  the  Day  Training  Depart- 
ment, but  also  containing  a  hall  for  College  purposes,  capable  of 
accommodating  600  persons. 

The  Physical,  Chemical,  and  Biological  Laboratories  occupy  an 
extensive  area  to  the  west  of  the  main  buildings  of  the  Coll^, 
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(e)  New  BwUdinga. 

The  establishmont  of  a  Day  Trainiag  Department  made  it 
necessary  for  the  College  in  1895  to  provide  at  once  further 
building  accommodation  in  somo  form  or  other,  and  the 
erection  of  the  temporary  structure  (of  wood  and  slate)  referred 
to  under  head  (d)  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  the  minimum 
accommodation  for  the  students  now  in  residence.  But  this 
provision,  besides  being  a  makeshift,  is  each  session  proving 
more  and  more  inadequate,  and  the  College  authorities  have 
now  in  view  the  erection  of  permanent  buildings  suited  to  the 
needs  and  character  of  the  institution.  In  January,  1900,  the 
Court  of  Governors  of  the  College  came  to  the  unanimous 
conclusion  that  these  buildings  should  be  erected  upon  a  new 
site,  the  present  one  being  inconveniently  situated  and  inade- 
quate in  extent  The  City  Council  of  Bangor  was  accordingly 
approached,  and  in  March,  1902,  the  Corporation  formally 
onered  the  College  as  a  free  gift  a  valuable  site  of  rather  more 
than  ten  acres  in  the  heart  of  the  City,  at  a  cost  to  the  City  of 
£15,000.  This  offer  was,  on  April  30th,  accepted  by  the  Court 
of  Governors.  The  College  authorities  are  now  engaged  in  the 
task  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  new  buildings,  and  a  large 
and  representative  Permanent  Buildings  Committee  has  been 
appointed  for  the  purpose.  It  is  estimated  that  a  total  sum  of 
£175,000  will  be  ultimately  required  and  subscriptions  amounting 
to  £41,054  (exclusive  of  a  Treasury  Grant  of  £20,000)  have 
already  been  promised.

The  Classes  at  the  College  In  Science  and  Arts  are  arranged 
with  reference  to  the  Degree  Courses  of  the  University  of  Wales, 
of  which  it  is  one  of  the  three  Constituent  Colleges.  The  fiill 
r^ulations  for  the  Degrees  are  to  be  found  in  the  University 
Calendar,  but  it  may  te  stated  that  the  Dej^ees  are  open  to  men 
and  women,  and  that  pursuance  of  a  qualitying^  course  of  stud^ 
extending  over  three  years  in  one  of  the  Constituent  Colleges  is 
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required  for  the  initial  Degrees  (B.  A.  and  B.  Sc.)  in  addition  to 
the  passing  of  the  prescribed  examinations.

The  College  has  no  entrance  examination,  but  the  Principal 
may  refuse  admission  to  any  class  in  the  case  of  an  applicant 
who  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  not  sufficiently  prepared  to 
be  able  to  keep  up  with  the  work  of  the  class. 

Length  of  Session, 

The  Session  is  33  weeks  divided  into  three  terms  of  as 
nearly  as  possible  11  weeks  each.  No  evening  classes  are  at 
present  held  at  the  College. 

ExtcTision    Work 

The  regular  extension  work  of  the  College  is  confined  to  tliat 
carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  although  many 
courses  of  Lectures,  as  well  as  single  Lectures,  on  general  sub- 
jects are  given  by  the  Professors  and  other  menibers  of  the 
Staff  of  the  College  in  various  centres  in  North  Wales. 

In  Session  1904-5,  62  courses  of  Extension  Lectures  with  an 
aggregate  average  attendance  of  2,712,  were  held  in  connection 
with  tne  Agricultural  Department.

Farm  Fees, 

A  fee  of  £2  2s.  for  the  term,  or  £5  for  the  session,  is  charged 
for  the  practical  instruction  given  at  the  CoUege  Farm  to  students 
pursuing  ordinary  College  courses  in  Agriculture.

The  rates  charged  by  the  lodging-house  keepers  registered  by 
the  College  vary  from  4s.  to  7s.  6d.  per  week  for  the  use  of 
rooms.

The  University  College  of  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire 
was  founded  in  1883  in  pursuance  of  a  recommendation  of  the 
Departmental  Committee,  appointed  in  1880,  to  report  on  the 
condition  of  Intermediate  and  Higher  Education  in  the  Princi- 
pality. It  was  incorporated  by  Koyal  Charter  in  1884.  The 
second  clause  of  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  defines  the  object 
with  which  it  was  established  as  follows : — 

"  The  object  of  the  College  shall  be  to  provide  such  instruction 
in  all  the  branches  of  a  hberal  education  as  may  Qualify  residents 
in  the  six  counties  of  South  Wales,  and  in  the  County  of  Mon- 
mouth, and  elsewhere,  to  take  degrees  in  Arts,  Science,  Law,  and 
Medicine,  at  the  University  of  Wales  (whenever  such  Univer  sity 
shall  have  been  constituted)  or  at  any  of  the  Universities  of  the 
United  Kingdom ;  to  give  such  technical  instruction  as  may  be 
of  immediate  service  in  professional  and  commercial  life ;  and, 
further,  to  promote  higher  education  generalljr  by  providing,  for 
persons  who  are  not  matriculated  students,  instruction  in  the 
form  of  lectures,  combined  with  class-teaching  and  examining,  at 
such'places  and  in  such  subjects  as  shall  be  determined  from 
time  to  time,  in  pursuance  or  statutes  of  the  College  to  be  made 
in  that  behalf."

The  Charter  provides  that  subject  and  according  to    the 
Statutes  of  the  College  the  Council  shall

Article  50  of  the  Charter  provides  that  subject  to  Statutes 
of  the  College,  the  Senate  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Council,  regulate  the  education  and  di^ciphne  of  the 
College. 

The  Principal  and  the  Professors  for  the  time  being  form  the 
Senate.

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IV.    Scholarships,  Exhibitions  and  Free  STUDENTSHipa 

The  Drapers'  Company's  Scholarship, 

III  1889,  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Drapers  gave  to  the 
College  the  sum  of  £1,000  for  the  purpose  of  founding  an 
Entrance  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  £35,  tenable  for  one  year,  to 
be  called  "  The  Drapers*  Company's  Scholarship."  The  Scholar- 
ship is  renewable  to  any  holder  who  may,  in  tne  opinion  of  the 
Council  of  the  College  display  such  conspicuous  diligence  and 
ability  as  to  warrant  its  recommending  him  to  the  Company  for 
its  renewal. 

The  Caroline  WUliaTns  Scholarship. 

In  1889,  Miss  CaroUne  Williams,  of  4,Vicarage  Gate,  Kensington 
London,  gave  to  the  College  the  sum  of  £1,000  for  the  purpose 
of  founding  Scholarships  tenable  bv  Women  Students  wno  shall 
reside  at  the  Aberdare  Hall.  Tlie  College  attaches  to  each 
Scholarship  an  Exhibition  entitling  the  holder  to  free  attendance 
at  lectures  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  j\nd  Science. 

The  Richard  Cory  Scholarship. 

In  1889,  Richard  Cory,  Esq.,  J. P.,  of  Cardiff,  gave  to  the 
College  the  sum  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  Scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  £15  a  year.  The  College  attaches  to  the 
Scholarship  an  Exhibition  entitling  the  holder  to  free  attendance 
at  lectures  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science. 

The  John  Cory  Scholarship. 

In  1889,  John  Cory,  Esq.,  J.P.,  of  Cardiff,  gave  to  the  College 
the  sum  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  Scholarship  of  the 
value  of  A*15  a  year,  The  College  attaches  to  the  Scholarship  an 
Exhibition  entitling  the  holder  to  free  attendance  at  lectures  in 
the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science. 

The  Samuel  Bros,  {of  Cardij^)  Scholarship. 

In  1897  Messrs.  Samuel  Bros.,  of  Cardiff,  gave  to  the  College 
the  sum  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  Scholarship,*ten- 
able  in  the  Medical  School.  The  value  of  the  Scholarsnip  is 
about  £15,  and  it  is  awarded  annually  in  September  on  the  results 
of  the  work  of  the  first  year  of  the  Medical  Course  at  Cardiff, 
provided  that  the  student  has  qualified  himself  to  enter  on  the 
second  year  of  Medical  Study.  The  Scholarship  can  only  be  held 
by  a  Student  during  residence. 

The  County  of  Brecon  Scholarships. 

In  1885,  the  sum  of  £1,000  was  collected  in  the  County  of 
Brecon  for  the  purpose  of  founding  two  Scholarships  tenable  at 
the  College.    Tne  Scholarships  were  originally  of  the  value  of 
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£20  per  annum,  but  they  have  now  been  increased  to  £22  per 
annum,  tenable  for  three  years.  They  are  awarded  on  the  result 
of  the  Entrance  Scholarship  and  Exhibition  Examination  to 
Men  students  who  have  resided  in  the  County  of  Brecon  for  ten 
years  prior  to  the  date  of  competition. 

County  Free  Studentships, 

Under  agreements  made  with  the  County  Councils  of  Gla- 
morgan and  Monmouth,  and  the  City  Council  of  Cardiff,  the 
College  maintains  sixty-six  Free  Studentships  for  students  of  the 
Counties  of  Glamorgan  and  Monmouth  ana  the  City  of  Cardiff. 
Of  these,  thirty  are  allocated  to  the  County  of  Glamorcfan, 
eighteen  to  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  eighteen  to  the  City 
ofCardiff.  To  twenty-five  of  the  Free  Studentships  allocated  to 
the  County  of  Glamorgan,  and  to  fifteen  of  the  Free  Studentships 
allocated  to  the  County  of  Monmouth,  Scholarships  not  exceed- 
ing £40  per  annum  are  attached  by  the  County  Councils.  To 
fifteen  oi  the  Free  Studentships  allocated  to  the  City  of  Cardiff, 
Scholarships  of  £25  per  annum  are  attached  by  the  City  Council. 

Tlie  Alfred  Thomas  Scholarship, 

In  the  year  1893  the  Council  resolved  to  apply  the  sum  of 
£500,  unconditionally  given  to  the  College  by  Alfred  Thomas, 
Esq.,  M.P.,  of  Cardiff,  to  the  foundation  of  a  Scholarship  under 
the  name  of  the  "  Alfred  Thomas  Scholarship,"  of  the  value  of 
£10  a  year,  tenable  for  three  years.  The  College  attaches  to  each 
Scholarship^  an  Exhibition  entitling  the  holder  to  free  attendance 
at  lectures  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Craddock  Wells*  Exhibitions. 

Under  a  scheme  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  (No.  609, 
County  Glamorgan,  Borough  of  Cardiff,  Endowment  Wells' 
Charity,  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  1889,  and  a  scheme.  No.  1, 
Welsh  Intermediate  Education  Act,  approved  in  1893),  fifteen 
Craddock  Wells'  Exhibitions  are  maintained  by  the  College.  The 
conditions  governing  the  award  of  these  Exhibitions  are  contained 
in  the  following  clause  of  the  1893  Scheme : — 

"The  Governing  Body  shall  in  every  year  out  of  the  net  income 
of  the  endowments  of  tne  Craddock  Wells'  Charity  remaining 
after  deducting  the  expenses  of  management  of  property  and 
business  and  of  any  necessary  or  proper  outgoings  m  respect  of 
the  said  endowments,  so  long  only  as  the  College  shall  fulfil  the 
conditions  stated  in  the  second  schedule,  being  conditions  on 
which  alone  any  payments  thereto  under  this  clause  may  be  made, 
pay  to  the  College  either  a  sum  of  £800  or  one-half  of  the  net 
income  for  such  year,  whichever  of  the  two  is  the  smaller,  to  be 
applied  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College." 
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'*  Exhibitions*  to  be  called  Craddock  Wells'  Exhibitions,  shall 
be  maintained  in  the  College.  Each  such  Exhibition  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  exemption  for  one  year  from  the  payment  of  any 
lecture  fees,  or  composition  for  lecture  fees,  in  tne  Collie,  and 
to  a  sum  of  £20  to  be  paid  by  the  Collie.  These  Exhibitions 
shall  be  given  as  the  reward  of  merit  on  the  result  of  such  ex- 
amination as  the  Council  of  the  College  think  fit,,  and  shall  be 
tenable  only  during  good  conduct.  These  Exhibitions  shall  be 
open  only  to  boys  and  girls  of  the  respective  ages  hereinafter 
prescribea  who  have  for  not  less  than  two  years,  while  under  the 
age  of  thirteen  years,  been  scholars  in  some  ordinary  public 
elementary  school  or  schools  in  the  school  district  of  Cardiff" 

The  following  Scholarships  are  available  for  post-graduate 
work : — 

(1)  7/t€  Science  Scholarship  of  the  Royal  Commiaaumers  of 
die  Exhibition  of  1851,  which  is  given  triennially,  is  of  the  value 
of  £150  a  year,  tenable  for  two  years,  provided  that  the  scholar's 
first  year  8  work  be  satisfactory  to  the  Scientific  Committee  of 
the  Commissioners. 

(2)  An  Ima/i  Roberts  Scholarship  in  Science  of  the  value  of 
£50  a  year,  tenable  for  three  years.  In  the  award  of  this 
Scholarship  preference  is  given  to  candidates  intending  to  study 
one  or  more  of  the  following  Sciences : — Astronomy,  Biology, 
Zoology,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Electricity,  Geology,  and  Physics. 
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V. — Degrees  and  other  Diplomas. 
Nv/mber  of  Stvdents  of  University  College,  Cardiff,  who  have  been 
Buccessfvl  in  passing  the  Exaniinalions  in  connexion  with 
the  University  of  Lomdon.    {From  1903  to  1905.)

VIII. — Denominational  or  Religious  Tests. 

Article  IV.  of  the  Charter  of  the  College  reads  as  follows : — 
It  is  a  fundamental  condition  of  the  constitution  of  the  College 
that  no  student,  professor,  teacher,  or  other  officer  or  person 
connected  with  the  College  shall  be  required  to  make  any 
declaration  as  to  his  reli^ous  opinions,  or  to  submit  to  any  test 
whatsoever  thereof,  and  that  no  gift  or  endowment  for  theo- 
logical or  religious  purposes,  or  having  any  theological  condition 
attached  thereto,  shall  oe  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  College. 

IX. — Relations  with  other  Bodies. 

(a.)  1.  The  College  is  one  of  the  three  Constituent  Colleges 
of  the  University  of  Wales. 
2.  It  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

(6.)  1.  The  College  is  in  association  with  the  County  Councils 
of  Glamorgan  and  Monmouth  and  the  City  of  Cardiff*  to 
the  extent  that  a  certain  representation  on  the  Court 
of  Governors  and  the  Council  of  the  C -oll^e  and  also 
a  certain  nuuibor  of  Free  Students  are  granted  by  the 
College  to  these  counties  in  return  for  an  annual 
contribution  of  £1,000  from  Glamorgan,  £600  from 
Monmouth,  and  £600  from  the  City  of  Cardiff*. 
2.  The  College  either  nominates  or  appoints  representatives 
on  several  of  the  Education  Committees  of  the 
Counties  of  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire. 

(c.)  1.  The  College  gets  an  annual  grant  of  £4,000  from  the 
Treasury. 

2.  The  College  has  in  connection  with  it  a  Day  Training 

Department  with  the  right  to  admit  240  Normal 
Students  (men  and  women). 

3.  There  is  a  Secondary  Training  Department  in  connection 

with  the  ColWe  which  is  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Board  of  Education. 

4.  The  Training  School  of  Cookery  and  the  Domestic  Arts 

issues  Diplomas  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board. 

5.  The  College  receives  grants  from  the  Treasurv  on  account 

of  the  Courses  in  the  Applied  Science  Departments. 
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
